Jullie hebben al een paar nummers opgenomen, is dit een officiele Demo en zo ja, wat is de titel en welke nummers staan 
er op? 

Marion : Ja, wat is officieel... Ikzelf zie het meer als het verspreiden van onze liedjes naar zowel publiek als platenlabels om meer 
bekendheid te krijgen. De CD beet “Skinhead Class” wat gelijk is aan een nummer wat te vinden is op CD. Op de CD zelf zijn de 
nummers “Red Lion”, “Street Kids”, “Working Pride”, “Skinhead Class” en “Faces of the Enemy” terug te vinden. 

De meeste mensen zullen jullie misschien kennen van "Oil made in Holland”, zijn jullie tevreden over jullie nummer en 
over de CD op zich? 

Marlon : Helaas is het lied “Faces of the enemy” langzamer opgenomen dan we het daadwerkelijk spelen, maar verder ben ik er 
wel tevreden over. Over de CD zelf ben ik ook wel tevreden, hoewel er maar weinig echte oi! bands opstaan, verder is het zeker 
een leuke CD! 

Lam : Toen waren we er wel trots op, dat zijn we nog steeds alleen vind ik de huidige nummers beter als de oude. Zou trouwens 

niet goed zijn als dit niet het geval was. De CD 
zelf vind ik wel leuk. 

Elmer : Op zich ben ik nog steeds redelijk 
tevreden over het nummer alleen had het (zoals 
Marlon ook al zei) ietwat sneller gemogen. 
Daamaast vind ik het toch wel een eer dat we op 
deze CD konden staan, voomamelijk omdat we 
toen pas 4 keer gerepeteerd hadden voordat we 
de studio indoken.

Jasper : Ik vind de CD goed. Zelf vind ik het 
natuurlijk super leuk dat we na vier keer 
repeteren al een nummer hebben kunnen 
opnemen en dat dit tevens op een verzamel CD 
werd gezet die de Nederlandse oi! scene wil 
promoten. Het nummer zelf had zoals de rest al 
zei, iets sneller gemogen. 

1 Oktober j.l. traden jullie op in "De 
Kastelein" in Brugge, hoe is dat bevallen? 

Lam : Naar mijn mening ging het erg goed en ik 
ben erg tevreden erover. Heb me goed 
geamuseerd daar! 

Marlon : Het is me goed bevallen! leder opireden 
dat we doen geeft me een goed gevoel en is altijd 
te snel afgelopen. 

Elmer : De Kastelein was een zeer leuke 
ervaring. De sfeer was erg gezellig en het 
publiek reageerde positief. 

Jasper : Was me echt zeer goed bevallen en echt 
een leuke ervaring. 

Was dit trouwens het eerste optreden van 
The Young Ones? 

Marlon : Nee, ons eerste optreden was in januari 
dit jaar in Maastricht zelf, waar we tezamen met 
Close Combat een optreden hebben gegeven. 
Hoewel het optreden van Close Combat al 
gepland was hebben wij pas diezelfde middag gevraagd of wij ook een paar nummers konden spelen, dit is uiteindelijk ook 
gebeurd en was tevens een heel leuk optreden aangezien vele bekende en vrienden van ons aanwezig waren. 

Zitten er al meer optredens aan te komen? 

Marlon : Ja, 29 oktober hebben we een optreden staan tezamen met After The Fire in Roermond (“Sophie's Pub”), 11 november 
een optreden in Amersfoort (“The Flame”) teszmen met Discharger en nog een band en 19 november een optreden tezamen met 
Foienoord en Disturbance ergens in Gouda. Momenteel zijn er nog een tweetal concerten in Duitsland op de planning voor in 
december, maar deze moeten nog bevestigd worden. We kijken met z'n alle erg naar deze optredens uit! 














Favoriete bands van jullie nit heden en verleden? 


Marlon : Momenteel luister ik veel naar Hard Skin, Perkele en The Jinx. Hoe ik met de scene in aanraking kwam lag er geregeld 
Banner of Thugs, Discipline en Hardsell in m'n CD-speler. 

Jasper : Ikzelf heb toch wel een voorkeur van de oude oi! bands zoals Combat 84, Condemned 84, Cockney Rejects, Cock Sparrer 
etc. Momenteel luister ik ook veel naar Kategorie C en Battle Scarred. 

Lam : Cock Sparrer, Perkele, Hard Skin luister ik momenteel. Vroeger luisterde ik veel naar Droplock Murphys en Bad Religion 
Elmer : A1 vanaf het begin zijn mijn favoriete bands en tevens inspiratie voor The Young Ones: Cockney Rejects, Hard Skin, Close 
Combat, Cock Sparrer, 4-Skins, Cmx. 

Skinhead, leuk voor een paar jaartjes... maar over 10 jaar nog steeds? 

Elmer : Zoals ik er nu tegen aankijk zal het altijd iets zijn wat nooit helemaal uit me weg gaat. Dan zeg ik dus niet dat ik op mijn 
40ste nog steeds met een kale kop en kisten rondloop, maar ik weet wel dat ik altijd een positieve blik op deze cultuur blijf 
houden. 

Jasper : Ja, ik kan er zelf nu nog niet over oordelen, Elmer's antwoord komt het meest overeen met het mijne. 

Marlon : Inderdaad! Over zo'n dingen denk ik momenteel helemaal niet na, maar zoals ik al zei ik ben het volledig met Elmer eens.

DOWINA 

7fs always worth to try to overstep the barriers' 

The Slovakian and Czech Oi!/Street music scene is really booming, and DOWINA from 
Bratislava, Slovakia certainly belongs to the best of the current scene over there, even when 
they are a young new band. DOWINA plays well-structured songs with lyrics that go a bit 
deeper than the usual stuff around. Remarkable is also that they contribute ail their songs in 
English. "Out of OrdeK' was talking to Martin in September of 2005. 

Why the name DOWINA for your band? 

Devin (or Dowina, in the Latin transcription) was a border fortification at the 
confluence of Danube and Morava rivers. It was inhabited succesivily by 
Celtic and Roman settlers, and was also a key outpost guarding trading routes. 
In the 9th century, it became a Slavic fortress. A gothic castle was buildt there 
in the Middle Ages and later rebuild in the Renaissance. Since 1809, when it 
was destroyed by Napoleon’s army, it has been a ruin. Since the time of the 
Slovak National Revival, in the middle of the 19th century, it has become one 
of the most important national symbols of Slovakia. 

What does the title of your MCD “Brezalauspurch” mean? 

Brezalauspurch means Bratislava. Under this name Bratislava is mentioned in 
the first written reference to the the city in the Annals of Salzburg, in 
association with a battle between Bavarians and Old Hungarians in 907. 

You had a beautiful song called “Victim’’ on the “Czech and Slovak 
Street Kids Vol. 2” CD - was this your first publication and were you 
satisfied with your contribution to the compilation? 

Yes, the song “Victim” was our first publication and until the release of “Brezalauspurch” the only one, too. We recorded this 
song together with another two in May 2003. It was our first contact with the work in a record studio, but we did our best to 
compensate the lack of experience and I believe that you will agree with me that this song didn’t bring us into disgrace. 

Most Slovak (and Czech) ‘street’ bands sing in their native language. You have chosen for English... 

We decided on English right at the beginnig, when we started to think seriously about making some noise. It’s the umversaj 
language and allows us to make our songs understandable for more poeple than lyrics in Slovak language could do. Of course, we 
weren’t too sure how will be the band with the English lyrics taken here in Slovakia, but we gave it a try and now I can say it was 
the good decision. 

Which Slovak (and Czech) bands of past and present belong to your favourites? 

There is a lot of good bands in Slovakia, but you would like to know my favourites ones. So here they are; Zona A: The punk 
legend from Bratislava. What more I can say? Princovia: Band leaded by the former Zona A guitarrist. This guy has the Punk 77 
deep in his heart and I’m impatiently waiting for their debut CD. Brickfield: Another great band from Bratislava. Incident. The 
best Slovak Oi! band. 

What do you think of fellow Slovak band RIGHT REST, do you like their CD? 

Well, I don’t know them personally. I listened the CD “Nezabudneme” and have been to some gigs, but this band isn’t my cup of 
tea. By the way, they broke up a couple of months ago. 

Your lyrics rise above the average "oi oi oi lyrics". Where do you get your inspiration? 

The best way to get the inspiration is open the eyes and take a look around. Any little piece of everyday’s life can become a story 
and any story can become a song. Other good sources are also the papers, books and movies. I think a good song means that you 
know what you want to say and how you want to say it, too. And first of all, don’t stay focused on a few topics only just because 
of some unwritten rules. It’s always worth to try to overstep the barriers. 

What was the impact for your personal lifes when Czechoslovakia was split up in Slovakia and Czech Republic, was this a 
logical step for both peoples? 

I was only 12 when it happened so as far as was I concerned, it was something like “1 went to sleep on December 31, 1992 in 
Czechoslovakia and woke up on January 1, 1993 in independent Slovakia and nothing important has changed”. I was just too 
young then to understand all the circumstances that caused the split of Czechoslovakia. Today, when I look back at those times I 
think, that it was inevitable. The split just helped to clean out the waters and also thanks to it the present relationships between 
Slovaks and Czechs are better than during the last years of Czechoslovakia. 





When can we expect a full CD? Will you look for a label to publish it, or will you do it again all by yourself, like the 
“Brezalauspurch” MCD? 

Hard to say. I think it’s a bit premature to talk about some particular time. After all it’s only five months since we released our 
MCD. Maybe sometime in the spring 2006. If some label give us a serious offer for the release of full length CD, we don’t see 
any reasons why we shouldn’t agree to do a business with. If not, we might do it again on our own as well. So you can expect our 
new CD in any case. 

When did you guys start DOWINA. I’m sure (some of) you had experience in other bands? 

Babulo and Roman played in the band called Postoi!. The band released one CD and participated on Czech and Slovak Street 
Kids compilation. Matej had been a member of a few local bands, the same with me. Almost all of them never ever played a gig, 
though. About Pepo, Dowina is his first band. 

Where in Slovakia do you live - please tell us something about your hometown, the history... 

We all live in Bratislava. It’s the Capital, and the biggest city in Slovakia. Don’t imagine a huge city, though, the population is 
aproximately 450 000, but 
it’s a home of beutiful girls, 
fine beer and great bands. 

Bratislava is a historical 
town with more than two- 
thousand-year rich history. 

Already in the younger Iron 
age in the 1st century B.C. 
existed in the place of 
today’s city a settlement of 
the Celts, one of the most 
important in Central 
Europe. Starting in the 6th 
century, Bratislava was 
inhabited by the Slavs. 

During the 7th-8th 
centuries the territory of 
city became an important 
centre of Avarian-Slavic 
Empire, later in the 9th 
century was Bratislava 
established as the military, 
administration and church 
centre of Great Moravia 
Empire. From 10th century 
to 1918 was territory of 
present Slovakia together 

with Braislava part of the Hungarian Kingdom. In 1918 Slovakia became the east part of Czechoslovakia republic and Bratislava 
was established as the Capital of Slovakia. Since the split in 1993 Bratislava has been the Capital of independent Slovak republic. 

How has the response been to “Brezalauspurch”? 

Relatively good so far. Better than we expected, in fact. We’ll see what the future brings, though. 

There's a Latin text in the booklet, what does it mean? (I'm uneducated...) 

This passage was taken from the so called Fuldish Annals. It’s the first written reference to Dowina. It says about the battle 
between Bavarian king Ludwig the German and Slavic duke Rastislav by the strong boundary fortress called Dowina in 864.

DEPRESION 

'The world will be Spanish again!’ 

The Streetpunk band DEPRESION from Madrid 
has that wonderful sound of Spanish 80's Oi! 
and Punk music. It took Out of Order maybe 2 
years to finally send this band some silly 
questions and within 24 hours (!) Javi, the 
vocalist^ had answered ail (September 2005). 

You lost the addition "y los suedeheads", thanks so much 
for that... 

Jajajaaja really "suedeheads" was our friends who shouted the 
choirs in the songs of ours first demo-CD “Aqui empezo 
todo...” , the name was to joke because we dont think that we 
was to get to record more discs with our band, but you are right, 
was a stupid name but.... was graceful!!! 

Please give a full discography with name of release, format 
(CD/EP/MCD/TAPE etc), year of release and labels who 
released it. 

Yes of course, our first 
demo was “Mas Chulos 
Que nadie” recorded in 

2001 and more lately in 
the “Gritos de Guerra de 
la JNR” compilation, in 

2002 we recorded our 
second demo-CD called 
“Aqui empezo todo...” 
and it was with a better 
sound really. In 2003 we 
recorded our first disc 
called “Disidencia” with 
Barracuda Records 
(Italy) and Malas Pulgas 
Records (Spain), in 
2004 we recorded 
another demo-CD called 
“Seguimos dando por 
culo” and now we will 
record for a Oi! & 
skinhead music split with DRAMATIC BATTLE called “La 
Infamia hace la unidad”. We appear in other compilations from 
Rusia, USA, Argentina, Mexico, etc... and the CD of 
“NADSAT” skinzine. 

Your music reminds me so much of the 80’s Spanish bands, 
like ALTERNATIVA 3, CICATRIZ and PISANDO 
FUERTE. Or KORTATU perhaps... Do you Uke/listen 
these bands a lot, or is it just coincidence that you have 
kind of a familiar sound? 

It is certain, our music remembers the Spanish music of years 
80 so that to the members of the band we like the sound of 
those years, like DECIBELIOS, ESKORBUTO, V 
ASAMBLEA, etc... but we also have influences in the Metal, 
Hardcore or the Rock. Alternative.... mmmm if I like but I 
prefer groups as NASTE BORRASTE , NES, etc... hehehe. 
Yes, of course, CICATRIZ, PISANDO FUERTE and 
KORTATU were great bands from Spain, perhaps the lyrics of 
KORTATU are scum but we can say that they were a great 


band, I heard KORTATU today and they have very very very 
great songs. PISANDO FUERTE was a very bad band but with 
some songs that now are “mythics” in Spain , like “Santa 
Coloma r Reich” (we have a cover called “Suzio Kaos”) and 
CICATRIZ.... great band really. 

In those days, I came across a funny song by SEG. SOCIAL 
called ’’Abartolotocherboleo", do you know this song? 
What the hell was this about (maybe a nice idea for a 
cover?) 

It is Social Seg. It is a band that today continues touching 
music, they began in years 80 with songs punk, very politically 
incorrect but today they touch what here in Spain is known as 
"Mediterranean rock". His first works enchant to me, mythical 
songs as "Frida es del Ku Klux Klan" or "ConSSPiracion" or 
"Mi almohada esta prenada" or... or... or..., these songs are 
clasics of the Iberian punk. 

I’m rather off the subject so let's continue... I am quite 
curious about your fan base. Who are they mainly. Punks? 
Skins? 50/50? 

Well, I can tell you that in our gigs you can see Skinheads, 
Punks, ... and “normal” people, I can’t tell you anymore for 
this question, we are a hateful band and our people are the 
hateful people of all Spain, 
people that like more the 
music that the politic, but 
there are all. 

How did you get in touch 
with Barracuda Records 
(and I don't mean "by 
mail" or "by phone”!) 
and what has this Malas 
Pulgas Records to do 
exactly with your CD 
release on Barracuda? 

We recorded with 
Barracuda because we think 
that it is a great European 
label , but we didn’t contact 
personally with Gigi, it were 
the people of Malas Pulgas 
who spoke with Gigi for 
recording this CD. But we 
think that Barracuda has 
made a great work with our CD, and Malas Pulgas too of 
course, they are a good friends!!! 

Please tell us about the current state of the Skin and Punk 
scene of Spain. It's probably devided and sub-divided, like 
everywhere else? What are the main cities, the main bands, 
the main labels? 

Yes of course, but you need know that DEPRESION is a band 
that is hated by the more extremely scenes (in general), we 
aren’t a political band (we aren’t “not political” band too, only 
“incorrect” hohohoho) and they are people that hate us for this, 
really they are scum!!! Jajajaaj Really in Spain there are a lot 
skinhead scene but it is very strange, there are too much, there 
are many ends and all are hated among them. (I’ve lost it?!... 
ed.) It seems that little by little it appears an open and less 
political scene but, but is little by little and with many problems. 
In Madrid if this appearing much people that is proud of our 
country but is not extremist, new groups are bom that know 







what they want and touch. With respect to the punk scene, 
except some punks that are our friends (or not) it is like in all 
countries, Communists who think that they are going to save 
the world while they mix drug and "revolution" 
hahahaah,...poor people but I can say that not all are this way. 

You seem to have a good contact to DRAMATIC 
BATTLE. How did that come about? You have done a gig 
with them as well? 

Yes!! They are our brothers!!! We played the bass with 
DRAMATIC BATTLE but not now, they have a good bass 
now jajajaja , they are our friends and we think that they are 
the flicking best Spanish skinhead band really, the time give 
me the reason!! Yes, we played a gig vvith DRAMATIC 
BATTLE in July of 2005 , great gig, great sound and great 
all!!! Drunk & disordely!!!!!! 

What can you tell us about your song "Hey Zorra", there 
is a special note in the CD booklet about this song?! 
Hahahaah yes , “Hey Zorra” (Hey fox) is a song “dedicated” to 
the ex-wife of our Guitar Alfonso, really she is a fucking fox 
and this song speak about this...all a tribute!!! Jajajaaja 

Your opinion on the Madrid bombings of last year. How 
was the over-all reaction of the Spaniards to these attacks? 

I have no words for saying my opinion about this sons of 
bitches!! This fucking arabs that come to our country and put 
bombs in the trains where travel the Working Class.... If they 
can kill that killed our fucking politicians, not our people and 
the working class people!! They are scum, now they killed in 
England...tomorrow?? HATE!! This is my opinion!!! 

Your favourite Spanish bands at the moment. 

DRAMATIC BATTLE, RIOT SQUAD, AJUSTE DE 
CUENTAS, TERCIOS, LA URBE, COMANDO 9mm, 
REJECTS!!! (great band!! with an Holland at the vocals!!!), 
KRASNY BOR 1943 , EL HOMICIDIO, ULTIMO AS ALTO, 
.... I dont kown, there are a lot of great bands now in Spain, but 
like I said once, REJECTS....they are the fucking best!! 

Anything in the pipeline, any plans for the future? 

Yes!! Recording a split CD with DRAMATIC BATTLE and 
make new T-shirts of DEPRESION... and play in Europe (some 
idea!? Hahahaha) 

How was the response to the "Disidencia" CD? 

The response was better in the rest of the countries than here in 
Spain, Barracuda works a lot with CD’s with a great 

distribution and 
we think that our 
work is liked 
more in countries 
like Italy, 
Argentina or 
Mexico rather 
than in Spain... In 
Spain there is not 
a good musical 
culture, the people 
prefer to hear 
political speeches 
rather than the 
music, and the 
scene is a good 




sample of this....

“Out of Order” in gesprek met Nick 
(HEADCASE, Live & Loud) 

Het nieuwe "Live & Loud" affiche (12 November 2005) waar Nick (samen met enkele 
anderen) verantwoordelijk voor is en de progressie van Nick's groep HEADCASE waren voor 
Out Of Order aanleiding de sympathieke Vlaming enkele vragen te stellen. Het 'dubbel'- 
interview vond plaats in September 2005. 


Hoi Nick! Ik hoorde tot m’n grote verrassing dat er weer 
een nieuwe “Live & Loud” zit aan te komen! Wat voor 
bands kunnen we verwachten en wie dragen nu zorg voor 
de organisatie? 

Inderdaad, we zijn er weer aan begormen. Het gaat door op 12 
November, voor meer info, zie de flyer. Het was meer toeval 
dan iets anders. Kev van Condemned' 84 had ons gevraagd een 
optreden te organiseren voor hen. We gingen akkoord, boekten 
de zaal en de PA, maar dan sloeg het noodlot toe en werden alle 
concerten van C'84 voor dit jaar afgelast. Maar goed, met de 
zaal en de PA geboekt moesten we doorgaan. Barking Dogs die 
ook geboekt waren, zegden ook af. Het zou moeilijk worden om 
op tijd een goeie affiche samen te stellen. Maar het is ons toch 
gelukt. We hebben de nieuwkomers uit Belgie, Kill Baby Kill, 
the Casuals (Italic), the Veros (Frankrijk), Headcase, 
Razorblade (Nederland) en On File (Schotland). Dit alles 
samen vormt wel een mooie affiche. De organisatie is in handen 
van, Nick (ik dus), Sarra (de 2 originele leden van L&L), Steve 
(the Pride en nu ook Headcase) en Suck (van de Kastelein en 
les Vilains). 

De laatste Live & Loud dateert alweer van 3 jaren terug. 
Wat was de reden voor de lange pauze? 

Er waren verschillende redens. Ten eerste haakte Bieze af voor 
persoonlijke redens, Peter (Pure Impact) had door de 
combinatie van zijn werk en Pure Impact geen tijd meer. Het 
werd ook steeds moeilijker aantrekkelijke affiches samen te 
stellen. Vele bands vroegen te veel geld of zaten bij een 
boekingsagenschap, die liever hadden dat ze niet voor L&L 
speelden. Er waren ook meer andere mensen die concerten 
gingen organiseren, zoals bv. de Kastelein. De mensen hadden 
bijna een overaanbod van Oil concerten. Dus leek het beste te 
stoppen. 

Verschilt de opzet van de nieuwe Live & Loud met de opzet 
van de oude? 

Wij hadden altijd de bedoeling nieuwe bands een kans te geven 
te spelen, samen met een paar gevestigde waarden. En dat 
zullen we blijven proberen. Maar we zullen eerst zien hoe het 
verloopt op 12 november. 

Op hoeveel bezoekers hopen jullie? 

Hopelijk rond de 250. 

Een markant Live & Loud boegbeeld was altijd Bieze, is er 
nog contact met hem (ik zie hem nooit meer in de 
Kastelein)? 


Ik zie Bieze nog vaak op het voetbal, hij is nog steeds dezelfde 
hoor. Misschien gaat hij niet zo vaak meer naar Oi! concerten, 
zijn hart zit nog steeds op de juiste plaats. 

Het gaat goed met HEADCASE volgens mij. Jullie zijn 
enorm voortuit gegaan de laatste jaren. 

Ja, als ik het verschil hoor tussen “Still Fighting”en 
“Ammunition”, is dit wel heel groot. We zijn van Oi! meer 
geevolueerd naar Streetpunk. In onze nieuwe nummers gaat die 
evolutie nog een stuk verder. 

Niet veel mensen zullen denk ik weten dat jullie nr. 
“Ammunition” een cover is en waar het vandaan komt, of 









valt dat wel mee? Hoe kwamen jullie er op dit nr. te 
coveren? (zeer goed idee trouwens!!) 

Het is een nummer uit een tv film van de Engelse commerciele 
tv zender ITV. De film speelt zich af in het repetitie lokaal van 
een skinhead band Ammunition, tijdens de rassenrellen in 
Engeland begin jaren '80. Ik was direkt onder de indnik van dat 



nummer. Toen had bijna nog niemand een video, dus had ik dat 
opgenomen met een micro en een taperecorder. Ik heb die 
opname nog steeds en is dus al die jaren later van pas gekomen. 

Zijn er plannen om nieuw materiaal op te nemen met 
HEADCASE? 

We zijn bezig met een nieuwe CD “King of the 
Neighbourhood”. Hopelijk zal die klaar zijn tegen het einde van 
dit jaar. De stijl zal wel lets anders zijn, Oil, melodieuse 
Streetpunk en hier en daar een snuiQe Hardcore en metal. Op 
L&L zullen we veel van die nummers spelen, we /oillen zien 
hoe de reacties zijn. 

Onlangs kwam ene Olaf van de STAGE BOTTLES aan DE 
KASTELEIN melden dat HEADCASE niet welkom is op de 
1 of andere verzamel CD die hij uitbrengt. Wat vind je van 
zo’n aktie. 

Dat is voor de Hooligan Clothing company ver/^amelaar volume 
2. We stonden al op de eerste en nu vroegen ze ons ook voor de 
tweede. Maar tijdens een Oi!/Punk festival in Belgie enkele 
maanden geleden liep het wat uit de hand tussen Olaf (die 
veranwoordelijk is voor het samenstellen van die compilatie) en 


mensen uit de Kastelein. Ik ga nu niet in detail gaan wat er 
gebeurde, het staat al op genoeg Forums op het net. Omdat wij 
op een verzamelaar staan van de Kastelein wilde hij ons niet 
meer op die verzamelaar van Hooligan. Hij kent ons niet eens 
persoonlijk, toch werden we onmiddellijk veroordeeld. Er zijn 
intussen een paar e-mails been en terug gegaan naar hem. We 
zien wel hoe het afloopt. Ik wil hier liever niet teveel woorden 
aan verspelen. 

Hoe is het optreden in het buitenland tot nu toe verlopen 
voor HEADCASE? 

Dit is altijd super en meer een uitdaging dan in Belgie spelen, 
want je speelt steeds voor onbekenden. Die moet je wel 
overtuigen. We hebben reeds in Nederland (al lang geleden 
trouwens), Frankrijk, Duitsland, Italic, Engeland, Hongarije, 
Oostenrijk en Tsjechie gespeeld. En altijd is het fantastisch 
verlopen, met achteraf veel pittige en dronken verhalen te 
vertellen. 

Jij loopt al weer vele jaren mee in de wereld van de Oi! 
muziek. Kun je een paar hoogte- en dieptepunten 
opsommen? 

Voor iedereen die net als ik begin jaren '80 in de scene zit, 
waren die jaren het absolute hoogtepunt. Het was voor iedereen 
iets totaal nieuws. Niemand had hier al skinheads gezien. Als 
we met een groepje op straat liepen, konden de mensen hun 
ogen niet geloven. De bands toen waren ook super en 
sommigen stonden zelf in Groot Britannie in de hitparade, dit 
kan je vandaag niet meer inbeelden. Het dieptepunt kwam 
enkele jaren later toen de meeste groepen verdwenen en de 
skins uit het straatbeeld verdwenen. Maar niet voor lang, 
midden jaren '80 was er al een nieuwe explosie en die is blijven 
duren tot vandaag en zal wel nog lang doorgaan. Het grote 
veschil is dat de meeste bands vroeger Brits waren, maar nu 
komen ze van overal ter wereld. 

Je hebt al vele bands voorbij zien komen in “De Kastelein”, 
welke optredens zijn je als de beste bijgebleven? Je woont 
‘om de hoek’, maar sla je toch wel eens een optreden over? 

De heb bijna alle optredens gezien, maar soms moet ik wel eens 
een overslaan. Familiale situaties spelen hier een grote rol in. 
Ook het voetbal en natuurlijk Headcase, als we diezelfde dag 
ergens anders moeten spelen. Het beste, is wel moeilijk te 
zeggen, maar bij de topprs behoren ; Discipline, Section 5, 
Argy Bargy, Super Yob, etc. 

Laatste woorden aan de lezers! 

Verder hoop ik velen van jullie te zien op 12 november op Live 
& Loud en kijk uit voor onze nieuwe CD “King of the 
Neighbourhood”. Keeping the faith, Nick.

Chronology of a gig addiction 2003 - 2005 


%003 

I will rush through 2003, like you have seen no- 
one rush through 2003 before, like a bulizozer... I 
believe I also visited BROKEN BONES in my 
neigbourhood this year, but I can't remember the 
date, only that it was a fantastic performance... 

01.02 There was a thick pack of snow on the streets... 

Enough romance now. I saw HEADCASE, LES VILAINS^ 
STEELCAPPED STRENGTH and KAMPFZONE play in 
Diksmuide, Belgium. Because of the snow, it was almost 
impossible to get there. This was the first and last time I was 
travelling in someone else's car, since the driver wanted to 
impress us all with his irrespinsible ridiculous high driving speed. 

05.04 I went to the always nice town of Helden- 

Panningen, in the south of The Netherlands to watch some 
bands. I had just released the SECTION 5 "Hard life" CD, so I 
expected to sell loads of copies down there. At the end however 
I only had sold a handful, and only to people who would have 
ordered it by mail anyway, so I could have saved myself the 
p>etrol costs for bringing them the bloody CD's. BANNER OF 
THUGS was new to me and they had two vocalists, a novelty in 
the skinhead music history I think. BEANS played Ska-Punk or 
Punk-Ska. That's for young people still living with their parents, 
or for young people who have just left the elderly home. If you 
ask me. BADLANDS I saw for the first time and it was nice and 
alright, but give me OFFSIDE instead please. DISCIPLINE was 
headlining (obviously), but I wanted to get drunk somewhere 
else, so I didn't see them, drove to Arnhem and got drunk there. 
That makes sense. 

03.05 SECTION 5 played at "De Kastelein" and since 

the "Hard life" CD was still fresh as a young fresh juicy pussy, I 
had high sales-expectations for this evening. I sold some copies, 
but not more than a handful (of a hand with several amputated 
fingers). Anyway the gig was wonderful. Tosh was accompanied 
by the "Hard life" line-up with the Walker brothers on drums and 
bass + Tezz on guitar. 

12.07 "De Kastelein" called again with the interesting 

line-up BADLANDS + STEELCAPPED STRENGTH . On the 
way to the gig I took a pause in Flanders at a petrol station and 
for 5 minutes I was laying exhausted in the grass, waiting for 
Mr. Death to arrive, maybe it was the heat or not having had 
enough water, but I had a serious break-down my friends. A 
history of year-long travelling and boozing seemed to take it's 
toll. Anyway, BADLANDS weren't playing, since Victor (the 
vocalist) didn't want BADLANDS to be associated with 
STEELCAPPED STRENGTH . Now OFFSIDE played instead, 
with the newly recruited drummer Daaf from Lelystad. 
OFFSIDE ? Yes, with the same guitarist and bass-player as 
BADLANDS, that's funny. Standing outside "De Kastelein", 
enjoying the lovely warmth of a summer evening and all that, I 
was wondering about a possible line-up of BADLANDS + 
OFFSIDE somewhere in the future. But maybe that would mean 
bad publicity for BADLANDS . Well just kidding, everybody must 
do and leave what they want. No hard feelings. In 2003, I want 
to claim total freedom of choice for every individual. Yeah. 
OFFSIDE only played a few songs a couple of times, since the 
new drummer had not practised a lot with the band. I think this 
was the band's last performance ever. STEELCAPPED 
STRENGTH played well, mostly covers SKREWDRIVER covers 
mind you. The drummer wasn't too good though. All in all a nice 
night out 


19.07 I was to be found in Hounslow, near London. Or in 
London, whatever. I was travelling with a Robert from Arnhem if 
that interests you. It was a real nice weekend, but terribly hot 
again. We got on the subway, in the days you could still get on a 
subway without thinking of terrorist attacks. In the afternoon we 
had been visiting 'Camden Town' and on advice of Regis we 
went to a place I can't remember the name of. I had a cider, for 
the first and last time in my life. When we arrived in Hounslow, 
all we saw was Asians. We were feeling members of en 
endangered species. We were members of an endangered 
species. With "Romper Stamper" images in my head I was 
walking towards the pub. The other Robert was walking next to 
me, maybe he had "Romper Stamper" images in his head too. I 
didn't ask. A nice pub, and LOYALTY, RETALIATOR and 
SECTION 5 gave their best. Is this a gig-report or what. We 
only saw a couple of the SECTION 5 tracks, since we had to 
catch the last underground back to the hotel. Back in the centre 
of London, I saw this young skinhead-girl, sitting lonely and kind 
of sad in front of a Burger King restaurant. As a real gentleman I 
asked her what the problem was and she started moarning 
about having missed the train and all that crap. She looked really 
in despair, so just when I was starting to think of an 
unconvential solution (taking her to our hotelroom, putting her 
in my bed and sleeping on the floor myself, I told you I'm a 
gentleman) a skinhead stepped outside the restaurant and asked 
me what I was up to, eh?!? Pfff, stupid girl, why didn't she tell 
me right away she wasn't alone?! And didn't need someone to 
look after her, since her Mr. Right was just a few steps away 
from her. When we wanted to piss off, the skinhead told my 
friend that he was lucky to be still in one piece, wearing a 'Rock 
Against Communism' T-shirt in the middle of London City. Well, 
thanks for letting us know, mate. What a sad world we're living 
in these days. The best way to survive on the streets I guess, is 
wearing a T-shirt with Che Guevara's face prominent visible -i- a 
hammer and a sickle. Or one with "I like queers". Or whatever. 

15.11 Back to England again, to Gillingham to be exact, 
with the Brugge Skins Tour Bus, oh yeah. A nice Oi! gig with 
HEADCASE, BADLANDS, RIOT SQUAD (the Belgium one), 
ON FILE and SECTION 5 . Belgium HEADCASE impressed me 
for the first time, I think they had a new line-up, and I could 
hear a big improvement, also in the older songs. BADLANDS 
was nice and it was special because it was their first 
perfoprmance in England (I think). Meanwhile let me tell you 
that we had arrived in the afternoon and had to fill up a gap of 
about 6 hours before the first band was on. Most of us choose to 
start drinking right away, so when the gig started some were 
already knocked-out. RIOT SQUAD was alright, but too punky 
for me, just not mature enough. ON FILE however was 
fantastic. What a great band, especially when you see 'em live 
with a couple of beers in the belly. Pure skinhead satisfaction 
this lot. The singer is always doing his very best and so I really 
couldn't understand how anyone could not have the right mood. 
But some fights errupted nevertheless. From SECTION_5 all we 
got to see, was their sound-scheck, earlier that evening, because 
Tosh decided he didn't want to play with the fights in the hall 
and all that. I want to claim total freedom of choice for every 
individual in 2003, like I said before, and that also goes for Tosh 
of course. But it truly was a big disappointment. Did we all 
travelled so many hours just to see a fucking soundcheck? But 
my positive outlook on life (my speciality) soon made me forget 
the whole event. 

20.12 In Sneek/Snits, nearby where I live, the 
US Punk band THE CASUALTIES decided to do a part of their 
"Up The Punks Tour 2003" and since I had made my daughter 
(12) a big fan of their noise, we went to this show. Other bands 














































playing were THE BIPS from Nijmegen Q77 Punkrock) and 
MISTAKE (don't remember them though). With THE 
CASUALTIES all hell broke loose and the music was just 
irresistable so I jumped in the massive pogo and survived it all. 

06.12 Very big surprise, VORTEX was back after years 

of abcence and played at "De Kastelein"!! I could not believe it, 
but it was true! BACKSTREET FIRM was first and oops, that 
wasn't too good. The sound they produced was far from similar 
to a smooth machinery sound, I can tell you that. It was awful. 
But they had just started, so they were forgiven. Besides, at that 
time I could only play one song C'Rapist" by COMBAT 84 for 
your info) on guitar, in ultra-slow motion that is, so who am I to 
criticize someone else!! Meanwhile, I can not even play that 
song anymore, I have forgotten all that I have learned from 
guitar practising. VORTEX hammered down their songs in a 
great way. Some old ones, and not the ones the public was 
demanding loudly, passed by and I also heard some new ones, 
sounding just as great as their 80's material. The atmosphere at 
"De Kastelein" wasn't too smashing this night. There was a bit of 
tension, some fights, etc.

This time I will take some more time to guide you 
through the year, but I will only tell worthwile and 
important things, so don't worry... 


10.01 VORTEX played in Schabenhausen in the south of 

Germany, near the Swiss border and even when I had just seen 
them the previous month in "De Kastelein" in Brugge, I just had 



to see them again. The gig was organized by Randale Records 
for your info. I picked up an other Robert in Arnhem and off we 
went. On the way to the gig I visited a French friend in the 
Elzass region. The other Robert was sleeping in the car at that 
time. Very interesting indeed. VORTEX played their great set of 
both old and new songs again and also they failed again to play 
some of their old hits, which is really the only disappointing 
thing. The crowd was a mix of Punks and Skins and I think 
VORTEX felt more relaxed here than one month earlier in 
Belgium. The opening band came from Germany as well, but I 
forgot their name. They were very un-original + they had 
English lyrics, which is a disease more young German bands 


suffer from in my opnion. Anyway a great evening, it was well 
worth the long trip of about 800 km. Greetings to Oli + Diana 
for the warm reception, Peter (Blind Beggar Records), 
Thomas (Tollschock zine) and to the VORTEX lads + anyone 
else I spoke to that night. 

13.03 Germany was waiting again, when the 

"Skinheads Never Die" party was hold in Grasleben, near 
Hannover or something, with KAMPFZONE, GET OUT, THE 
CASUALS, BACKSTREET FIRM and TEST A . This gig was 
organized by the Backstreet Firm Crew if you should wanna 
know. On the way I picked up the other Robert in Arnhem again 
(because he still lived there). In Dortmund I picked up good old 
Gunter from FOH webzine. The gig was held in a nice outlet 
with seperated bar attached to It, just like "Telstar" in Donk, 
Belgium where the legendary "Live and Loud' took place until 
end of 2002. At the Grasleben gig there was this same relaxed 
spirit as on the "Live and Loud" gigs. I don't remember TEST A 
(Germany), which is stupid to say when you write a gig report. 
THE CASUALS from Italy have one hell of a frontman called 
Zap. I remember him forever for leaving his stinking vomit in the 
"Kastelein" toilets some years back. Anyway THE CASUALS 
were great and the audience went cra^ when they played 
covers from POBEL & GESOCKS and BOHSE ONKELZ . Next 
on were the Germans from BACKSTREET FIRM who played a 
nice gig and especially their EVIL SKINS cover came on well. 
The public was pretty apathic watching GET OUT from The 
Netherlands doing their set and decided to come loose when the 
boys played "Back with a bang" from SKREWDRIVER, but it 
was a bit too late, as this was their last song. Next time better 
play It right away! KAMPFZONE got on stage and they took the 
scene by storm with their powerful music and impressive live 
performance. A great night out that I will never forget. Greetings 
to Gunter (FOH) (hoffe dich wieder zu treffen mein Freund), 
the BS lads: Mohle (Violence) und Wisse (ex-Der Ripper), 
the LAST RIOT guys (thanks for giving me the wonderful 
Demo!), and to anyone else I forget to mention. 

05.06 Finally to Belgium, yeah. THE CONVICTED and 

LION'S PRIDE played In "De Kastelein" in Brugge. I had no 
high expectations for THE CONVICTED, or for THE REAL 
CONVICTED as they're called now actually. When their set was 
finished I decided to get their CD a.s.a.p. since they had some 
great songs this night and I heard a bit of Viking-Rock in some 
songs as well. LION'S PRIDE got their baptism of fire here 
because It was their first live performance. Gunter Theys had 
shaven all his beautiful long warrior's hair, the complete idiot! 
They played all the songs from their outstanding debut "Stand 
and Defend" and they did so very well. What a gig, what a band. 
Most impressive!! 

04.09 In the summermonths of 2004 I had been to 

Antwerpen, London (hello Patyk!) and Arnhem and on all 
occasions I was in good company. But on to the 4th of 
September now. For the first time in quite some years I visited a 
Year RAC gig again. This was the ISD Memorial organized by 
B&H Flanders, if you must know. I saw LION'S PRIDE doing 
their 2nd gig and the hundreds of people from The Netherlands, 
Belgium, Germany, Luxemburg, France, England, Italy and other 
countries saw an experienced yet new band, which they had to 
get used to obviously. The sound wasn't too good. LEGION OF 
ST. GEORGE played songs from all their albums. NOIE WERTE 
I saw for the very first time, Stefan &. Co. played a tight set and I 
even liked the songs from their last record, which is remarkable 
because I don't like that record. One minute silence was hold for 
ISD and I hardly ever experienced such massive silence from a 
crowd. WARLORD with Stigger played a good set, mainly 
consisting of SKREWDRIVER covers. Originally ARMCO from 
Italy should play here too, but somehow they didn't. Hello to 
Regis, Mickael (Street Fighting Records) and many others. 

















































02.10 "De Kastelein" send out a desperate S.O.S.; 

'We have too much beer, come over and drink it, PLEASE!!", so 
I didn't hesitate to help my Flemish friends out (although I had 
all kinds of other very imortant obligations) and off I went. GET 
OUT played mostly songs from their CD "The cutting edge" but 
also a few older ones, and of course they did "Back with a bang" 
again as well. BARKING DOGS t ook the 'stage' and from the 
first second I was staggered by their enormously powerful sound 
with a MOTORHEAD resemblance, more clear than crystal clear 
crystal. What a gig!!! "De Kastelein" makes us crazy with all 
these great gigs!!! 

16.10 THE TOY POLLS played in my neigbourhood, in 
"Het Bolwerk" in Sneek/Snits to be exact. I went there with my 
daughter (13 at that time). This wasn't her first gig though, 
since I had accompanied her to THE CASUALTIES earlier. Well 
what do you care. Standing in the row for the tickets, I noticed 
that "Punk" is still very popular these days, but just a few Punks 
looked decent, most of them however were very young kids who 
had mixed up 'Hippies' and 'Punks' wrth eachother. Sitting 
outside on the streets, smoking weed, doing nothing... I was 
feeling old. And the meaning of my own presence here was most 
unclear to myself. The first band was a Frisian band called 
3ITIZER (Cast Iron) and if they thought that they were the new 
STRAWELTE (a legendary Frisian band) or something, they 
were dead wrong. What a stupid show. Maybe I wasn't in the 
mood, who knows. THE TOY DOLLS were alright, didn't see 
much of It, but it all felt like a first form of secundaty school 
band to me, also with the very young audience behaving like a 
very young audience. I was feeling old, again. This gig was a 
waste of my precious time. Hello to Robbie (Joure) and C. 

30.11 For some unbelievable reason, I had been talked 
into seeing MOTORHEAD on a tuesday evening in 
Hardeneberg. What a crazy idea, paying loads of money for 
seeing a band, 150 km. from my home, after having driven for 
my job that day already 600 km. And having to get up at 04:00 
the next day, let's not forget that. Thinking of all this again, 
makes me feel exhausted again. Anyway I got to this gig. It was 
a well-known Rock place with two floors and stages, different 
bars to order your drinks, you could order food, etc etc, do I get 
through with my message? It was a HUGE place, right. The 
place was crowded, there must have been at least 500 people 
down there, maybe 1000. Don't ask me to calculate or estimate. 
The first band playing was no one other than SEPULTURA. 
Never thought I would ever visit a SEPULTURA gig, but here I 
was. And I wished I was somewhere else. What a terrible, 
horrible noise. I watched the singer scream like he was in agony, 

I heard the noise, best compared to a team of bulldozers driving 
around like madmen. I ran for safety and waited for 
MOTORHEAD . There they were. I needed a beer, but had to 
wait half an hour before I got it. I wanted to go in front of the 
stage, which took me another half an hour. The place was 
overcrowded. Lemmy &. Co. gave a great show, let's not forget 
to mention it. There was a long lasting drum solo. Back to the 
70's, glad I missed those years (at gigs I mean). Lemmy was 
smoking on the stage. I had just stopped smoking a few weeks 
earlier. Twenty-seven days earlier, to be exact I hated Lemmy. 
OK, this was a nice experience, but I'm sure I'll nver go to such 
a big gig again, and certainly not when I have to work the next 
day. I prefer Saturday night at a small convenient pub, yeah. 

13.11 I was in desperate need to go out again and so I 

went to a small convenient pub this Saturday night, called De 
Kastelein". Maybe you have heard of the place before. This night 
there would be playing no less than 3 (!) bands, all bands were 
from the Rebellion Records label, the no. 1 label in The 
Netherlands (in the south anyway, hahaha). I asked the GEJ 
OUT vocaiistyguitarist (Hans) if he had seen the previous gig at 
"De Kastelein" with the great BARKING DOGS ^ and he 
answered me: "Of course, we played before them!!" What a 


laugh!! Well, in fact it is very sad, don't you think...! RAZOR 
blade kicked off and Wouter & Co. (this "& Co." bullshit must 
stop!!) did their best to draw everybody's attention, but they 
didn't get mine because I don't remember anything of their gig, 
which is so stupid. I hate these people going to gigs and 
afterwards don't remember what played, how it was like, etc. 
Stay at home!! DISCHARGER were next and somehow I 
remember their [performance. Some of their songs reminded me 
of my favourite French band TRACES and I told everybody who 
wanted to listen to my bullshit this important news, getting 
pissed much sooner than I had planned. I had never heard of 
BOTTLE JOB before, but on the internet I had found out that 
they had a link to the Animal Liberation Front on their website. 
Yes why not Animals should be released and people should be 
imprisoned, the world would look different. Now let's get serious. 
We have all the time to discuss this matter. No hurry. My will 
rules here, if I want to talk for 2 pages about this matter, I will. I 
have no problems with the ALP whatsoever. There is good 
thought behind It, a good spirit. I'm sure of it Who really wants, 
deep in his or her heart, animals to be killed or tortured? Do you 
like It, when an animal gets electrodes on it's head? Maybe you 
are sick. Maybe you should get a car accident But somehow, as 
soon as people start to get involved in something, it goes in the 
wrong direction. Yeah, in the direction of intolerant fanatics, 
that's were. People are just shit, that's my important opinion. 
Whether they Imprison animals or release them, all humans are 
just a load of shit I have absolutely NO HOPE for mankind. 
What about BOTTLE JOB eh? Well I hardly remember anything, 
sorry. One of the BOTTLE JOB folks got into a fist-fight with 
Hans GET OUT and for no obvious reason I think. Besides, 
when you are at "De Kastelein", you are guest of "De Kastelein" 
and should not attack any bandmember from any band playing 
at "De Kastelein", simply because "De Kastelein" has Invited the 
band. Somehwere around midnight, when I had entered the 
delirium phase, I saw seven (7) ambulances outside "De 
Kastelein". Anyway that's what I think that I saw. I didn't pay 
any attention and kept on boozing, the asshole that I was. A 
policeman stepped inside "De Kastelein". He said something. The 
policeman stepped outisde "De Kastelein" again. What more can 
I tell you. I noticed a girl in tears and wanted to comfort her, she 
told me to fuck off. Damn right she was, I didn't have a clue 
what had happened outside, on the streets. Around 04:00, I 
went off and on the way to the sleeping facility I invited an 
unsuspecting cyclist to a flst-fight, pulled some plants out of 
peoples gardens and put a plastic traffic column on the roof of a 
parked car. I also threw some mud and plants on a variety of 
other cars. What a stupid behaviour indeed, especially when you 
know I was 40 years old meanwhile. What was happening to 
me? The next day I heard the seriousness of the fight on the 
evening before, when I was back home in The Netherlands and 
was checking my e-mais. Anyway a sad afair and probably 
reason for some people to not attend the "Kastelein" again with 
a visit. 

31.12 What the hell was I doing on the last day of 2004 

in Brugge? In "De Kastelein'? '/es the Skinhead Karaoke was 
there, a good reason to go. Besides I hate the change of the 
years, ever since I was a littie kid. I hate every change for your 
information. None of my select group of mates were interested 
in going to the Karaoke, so I went on my own. If they wanted to 
stay home, fine with me. It was a nice evening, everybody got 
drunk and when I remember well there were no fights or any 
other hassles. John was sollicitating for second vocalist in 1^ 
VILAINS by singing "Skinhead Superstar" together with Suck, 
Boni from THE VEROS was singing to a nice VEROS song and 
two GET OUT lads were singing to something else. We all had a 
god time and I was still off the smoking, wonderful.

Finally some up-to-date gig reviews... 

12.02 To "De Kastelein", where else? AFTER THE FIRE 

played first and I had seen them once before, during practise. I 
likeid some of their songs, but others I really didn't like at all, too 



chaotic or too fast, or whatever. In any case, one of the most 
aggressive sounds ever to come out of "De Kastelein", think of 
OFFSIDE in the overdrive... Two guitarists, a maniac on drums, 
a fanatic bassplayer and a singer who is the personification of a 
bulldozer. I want to use the word bulldozer in every year 
summary, got it? This was ATF's first ever performance and it 
was clear that some people had to get used to their 
overwhelming aggressive sound. LAST RIOT was next and here 
everything fitted well. They played all the songs from their Demo 
CD and CD (which are mostly the same songs anyway). A great 
German outfit The 1st gig at "De Kastelein" in 2005 for me, and 
right away a legendary one! Because of high beer consumption 
in combination with tiredness + behaving already like an idiot 
when I don't drink and when Tnm not tired, I was to be found in 
shameful positions, like walking on the floor of "De Kastelein" on 
both hands and feet, and to make it even worse, I was barking 
like a dog (which would have been more appropriate at the 
BARKING DOGS gig in 2004...), also I kneeled down during 
their set and thanked heaven for such a great skinhead band - 
well they are, but that is no reason to make a fool of yourself...! 
On the way to the Youth Hostel, I smashed to the ground, 
becasue some idiot had arranged iron-wire, hidden in the 
bushes, where I wanted to pass through. The next morning I 
woke up and wanting to get dressed I noticed my wallet with 
150 Euros inside was gone. Remembering my fall of the night 
before, in the garden of the Youth Hostel, I ran outside and 
there it was, on the grass, my lovely wallet and all money and 
bankcards etc still in it. I am one lucky guy... 

19.02 Hardly recovered from the crazy weekend before, 

I went the next one right away to the "Night of the Punks" 
2005 edition in Sneek (Snits), which is nearby for me as you 
know by now. Keep paying attention, will you. The main reason I 
went down there, was that one of my all-time favourite Punk 
bands THE VARUKERS was headlining here and the last time I 
saw them was back in 1984. Another reason was that my 
daughter (14 meanwhile) wanted to go. Better to be in her 
neigbourhood when she's going out, that's what all fathers think 
and I'm no different. Some announced bands were cancelled, 
other replaced them, but I didn't give a shit about all that. The 
first band that I still remember was DISTURBANCE . This was 


probably the 4th time I was watching them, and they were good 
as always. However they should write some new material soon, 
because this was also the 4th time all hits from "Malice in 
Slumberiand" passed by. From ANTI-DOTE I can only 
remember that I didn't like it one bit. I think after or during their 
set I passed out and had to drag myself to my car, in order to 
have a good sleep. I got back inside when DISTRICT played. 
This is a german Punkrock band with a singer looking like the 
young Johnny Rotten. LOWER CLASS BRATS were awesome. 

I had absolutely NO IDEA that had become such a 
professional sounding band meanwhile. Tight as fuck, a great 
show. It took ages before THE VARUKERS arrived. Stuck in 
traffic and all that crap. But they came and the mob went nuts. 
A fantastic gig, I had high hopes on forehand, but It was even 
better than In my sweetest dreams. GREAT, just great. I have no 
idea how they manage to play that kind of fast music on and on 
that long. Hello to Marcel (ATF), Fiona and Robbie (Joure). 

05.03 One more time to Belgium, this time to Temse, 

between Antwerpen and Gent. So it was more close for us 
northern folks. I travelled with several people, Robbie from 
Joure, Robert from Arnhem and Rob from Arnhem as well. The 
reason we got to Temse was the "Oi! is Fun" (what's in a 
name) festival. The place was already stuffed with people, I 
guess we were kind of late. Somehow I was not paying attention 
to almost any of the bands playing. From RAZOR BLADE, 
BEERZONE, LES VILAINS and BAKERS DOZEN I only saw 1 
or 2 songs by each band. And off I went, chit-chatting here and 
there, meanwhile trying to avoid the deadly punches of Maarten 
ATF and other participants. The only band I really watched was 
RETALIATOR who are busy with a year-long ongoing farewell 
tour. They were great, as always. Although "Against the grain" is 
my favourite RETALIATOR album, the songs "Retaliator" and 
"Maximum distortion" (Uar! Liar! Uar! Do the bastards! Liar Liar! 
Liar! They're full of shit!) from "Order of chaos" are still my 
favourites at gigs. Hello to Patyk fTHE GITS) and Monica, 
Marian (Made in Pressburg) and many others. 

26.03 For the first time in 2005 I went to Germany. No- 

one I knew was interested in getting in my car, so I went alone 
to this gig, which was supposed to be held near Hannover. I 
drove relaxed on the German Autobahn In my German 
Volkswagen. Jawohl. Right on time, I arrived at the secret 
meeting point. I love secret meeting points. I got directed in the 
direction I had just been driving for the past 30 minutes. That's 
funny. I arrived in Celle I think, anyway there were some Skins 
on the street, so I was at the right place. I met with the AFTER 
THE FIRE lads + some of their die-hard fans, all dressed in 
black with black polished boots, like myself. Great. The gig place 
was very big. Not a lot of people had shown up, so there would 
never be a good atmosphere possible here, so I was thinking. I 
was right. The first band was DONNERHALL I think. Pretty 
Metal orientated stuff, not bad at all. But they thought they were 
headlining, so they didn't know it was time to quit after have 
played for about two hours. Next on were AFTER THE FIRE^ 
their 2nd performance ever. This time I liked their set much 
better, the fact that I wasn't drinking helped with making the 
correct judgement I suppose. They just have a damn powerful 
set of songsy with only one or two songs too fast for my liking. 
With LAST RIOT finally there was some action on the dance¬ 
floor. This is the last time ever that I will use the word dance¬ 
floor. There was a small 5-seconds fight in the back of the hall. 
Maarten ATF went on to sing along with LAST RIOT, instead of 
chosing for his usual option of smashing both fighter's heads in. 
This fact made me smile. LION'S PRIDE did their 3rd gig and I 
was proud to watch them for the 3rd time. Unfortunately, all 
people except for about 20 had left the place. LION'S PRIDE 
was correctly programmed as headliner. They ruled every band 
out with their well-performed professional Metal-RAC. It shows 
that Gunter has a huge gig- and band experience with 
ANCIENT RITES . All in all a nice gig evening, but it could have 







































been better. There were some Tunny' strange people on this gig. 
If that's the new breed of skinheads in Germany, the future for 
the German skinhead scene doesn't look bright my friends... 
Good news was that I met an old skinhead bastard called 
Norbert who's doing the great Bewahrungshelfer fanzine. 
There were 200 policemen outside, lots of police-vans 
(obviously, they didn't get there on their bikes). Very impressive, 
but no troubles. Because i had started drinking, I needed to 
leave my car alone, and we travelled in a couple of cars to the 
sleeping place. This turned out to be 80 km. to the east. No-one 
was doing the dance of joy. After 3 hours of sleep, we were 
made awake by 2 ATF members, who told us they had not (!) 
been sleeping at all and wanted to go home. So 80 km. back and 
there I jumped in my car and drove home like a madman, 
arriving Sunday late in the afternoon. 

21.05 "Pssst...! Secret gig...! Pssst...! Don't tell 

anyone...!!" - What an honour to get an invitation for this 
indeed legendary opportunity. ENDSTUFE ! Live!! In "De 
Kastelein"!!! For over Vh months I had kept quiet about this 
magnificent possibility to see the best German band ever. Well, 
the best? They are my all-time favourite German skinhead band, 
that's for sure. Because they are fucking real, that's why. The 
place wasn't even over-crwded, like I had expected it to be. I 
wasn't sad about that. I need some Lebensraum, you see. I met 
again with Norbert from Bewahrungshelfer fanzine for your 
information. This guy shows great similarity to a sympathetic U- 
Boot Kapitan by the way. "Jetzt gehfs los, jetzt gehfs los...!!" 
was started and from minute 1 the crowd went insane, chanting 
along with the great hits, like "Glatzenparty", "Euch alle", 
"Trinken", "Kiisst meine Boots", "Wir sind die Strasse", "Unser 
Leben", "Erinnerungen", "Lass dich nicht unterkriegen" and 
many others. The band played two seperated sets, giving both 
band and audience the chance to recover from the first set of 



the O.B.C. (Old Bastards Crew)... 


songs. It was just great to be present at this memorable gig, I 
think if you were there, you will agree on that. A super band, 
and anyone (especially in Germany) talking bullshit about the 
Bremen boys, is a pathetic and sad person. This is the sound of 
Skinhead music, you fools!! 

04.06 Did you ever make 8 mistakes on 1 (one) single 

day? Well I did so on the 4th of June, here it goes. It was my 
first trip ever to La France. The "Oi! en France" gig was 
waiting, in Morville-en-Beaux (86 inhabitants), 80 km. south of 
Paris. I picked up a Robert in Arnhem and I thought it would be 
a nice idea to look for an alternative route to Belgium. Mistake 


Nr. 1, it took an hour extra driving time. In Belgium we saw 
some police on the highway, but I didn't pay attention to it. 
Mistake Nr. 2, the next moment we were forced to stop the car 
and I was told by GEERT GLORIEUX to pay immidiately 150 
Euros for driving too fast. That was all that I had with me, so 
you can imagine I was pretty pissed off by this modern version 
of a robber knight, stealing away my hard earned money and 
telling me on top of it all that it was my own fault and that I 
should not be complaining. I gave him the 150 Euros, which was 
Mistake Nr. 3, because I should have asked the other Robert to 
split the costs of the fine. When GEERT GLORIEUX drove away, 
on to the next victim, I wished he would get a flat tire a.s.a.p., 
crash and die in unbearable pain. After hours of driving, we lost 
direction in France. That is not Mistake Nr. 4, since the French 
just don't know how to direct the traffic correctly. Mistake Nr. 4 
was that I paid the 18 (!!) Euros entrance without any protest, 
with the knowledge that one of the major announced bands, 
KAMPFZONE, would NOT be playing here, so a price reduction 
would have been appropriate. It is still a bit of a misty story, why 
KAMPFZONE didn't play this night. When I deduct everything 
correct, I think it's Tosh (SECTION 5) who had initially a 
problem with playing together with KAMPFZONE, but even 
from SECTION 5 's own website it is not made clear WHAT 
KIND OF PROBLEM EXACTLY. Probably some reputation matter 
or whatever. There was also a story that the organizers from the 
gig had been forced by the police, to leave KAMPFZONE out of 
the gig, after various threats from unknown people (and the 
words 'Red Skins' and 'Paris' were mentioned frequently). Then 
KAMPFZONE was offered to play under a different name. In 
the end nobody knew anymore what is the exact truth here. 
When I understand all correct. Tosh (SECTION 5) did not tell 
the organizers to get KAMPFZONE off the bill, he asked to pull 
out his own band SECTION 5 but the organizers choose 
different and pulled KAMPFZONE out... Are you still there? With 
all respect and bla-bla-bla, I think this all wasn't a highlight in 
the History of Oi! and I hope Tosh will clear up one day what 
exactly happened down there. Maybe we missed the 1st band 
ON THE RAMPAGE (France), or maybe they didn't show up, I 
don't know. A terrible tooth-ache occured and I didn't take any 
painklillers, even when I had them with me. Mistake Nr. 5 
indeed. We didn't split the costs of the 150 Euro fine, so the 
whole evening I was depending on the other Robert, since I was 
broke. My self-esteem suffered greatly. Mistake nr. 6, my self- 
esteeem should not depend on the posession or lack of money. 
The beer costed 3 (!) Euros, which was a fucking rip-off. Mistake 
Nr. 7 was that I didn't bum the place down, because of this 
bloodsucker tactics. My mood was sinking to a dangerous level. I 
think the 1st band on stage was THE CASUALS (Italy). Zap 
gave a great show with huge Mexican sombrero on his head, the 
first and last time I had to smile on this sad, sad day. A great live 
band. GET OUT finally got an audience that knew their songs, 
so they were succesful. RETALIATOR hitted everyone hard with 
their tight set and they're getting better and better each time. 
The heat in the place raised to abnormal proportions and I was 
dying in there, with no money, no beer and with a tooth-ache 
starting to show horrifying resemblance to rough Gestapo torture 
practise. I ran into Tosh, well actually he was laying on a couch 
like a tired Roman magistrate and I just passed by, and I didn't 
tell him face to face what my opnions were about KAMPFZONE 
not playing here and all that. Mistake Nr. 8. When SECTION_5 
started playing, the two Robert's were finished and we left the 
place. A couple of km's outside Morville-en-Beaux we stopped 
and slept a few unconvenient hours in the narrow car. At 06:00 
h we entered Paris and walked below the Eiffel Tower, just 
because we had the possibility to do so. 

16.07 I had promised myself not to go to any gig 

anymore for a considerable period of time, after ttre devastating 
adventures on the 04.06, but I just wanted to go to De 
Kastelein" and so I did and the Robert from Arnhem wanted to 
go as well and so we both went to Brugge. As soon as we 






























arrived Eef ATF approached and told me to buy inside "De 
Kastelein' the SHORT CROPPED Demo, since it was awesome 
so he said. I have no will of my own, so I bought the damn 
thing. But that wasn't enough, now I just had to listen It, so we 
went to Eefs car and for 15 minutes I was repeatedly tortured 
with the first song of the SHORT CROPPED Demo. He was 
waiting for my surrender, but every time again I said: "Hm-hm. 
Well it's OK, but nothing special." This made him furious and I 
think ATF will soon record a song with the title "Hang The Label 
Boss" or something. It's about time I tell you that BOMBECKS 
from Germany played this evening. Somehow I didn't like it at 
all. That is just my fault, I wasn't in the mood and I got outside. 
HAIRCUT from France I have seen a couple of times before, 
but this time was the first time I paid attention and I must say 
this is a very underestimated French band. A simple bandname, 
simple music, but hey, 100% skinhead music and a loud bass 
included, this is just good stuff. To finish it of, they played some 
SKULLHEAD covers and we all went home satisfied. The other 
Robert wanted to drive the car, even when he was drunk, just 
like myself, and just 100 meters before we would be arriving at 
the Youth Hostel, police forced to stop us and my friend was 
deported to the police-station, where he had to do some silly 
tests. He got free by 04:30 and so we had just a few hours of 
sleep. The next morning we spent hours on the police-station, 
for a little bit of paperwork. The sun was shining, so I went 
outside, since I had nothing to do with it anyway. I noticed a 
couple of very young Portuguese or Spanish (you tell me the 
difference) girls, dressed kind of punky/altemative. The most 
beautiful of them was sitting right in front of me, with her legs 
spread open, so I could see right into her pussy. That's cool. 

10.09 Didn't I see enough gigs by now...? No. With 

my daughter I went to the "Wasted" festival in Amsterdam, 
well just for the Saturday. We arrived a bit late and so we missed 
the first couple of bands. I managed to miss most of the bands 
playing later on as well. The first band I can remember having 
seen, was CERTIFIED, by that time I had already missed 9 (!) 
bands. I was most of the time just talking to some people or I 
was outside, as there happend to be a suffocating heat inside. 
Anyway CERTIFIED played the old-fashioned British 80's 
Hardcore-Punk, so I liked it. Surprisingly they covered "Anti¬ 
social" from SKREWDRIVER . I think they also covered ANTI 
SECT, I thought I recognized it by the special bass lines. After 
that, I can't remember anything of another 4 bands. That saves 
me a lot of typing again, hehe. DEADLINE was the next band I 
noticed. I'm probably a bit of a weirdo to most of you, but I 
confess that neither did I ever see them live before, nor did I 
ever hear any song from them... This made me a truely objective 
listener. And well, I was smashed with their professional 
performance. Cap't say I got all excited from the female vocalist, 
but she had a nice voice, oh yeah. The guitarplayer (with 
mohican) looked like he was just 16 or 17 years old. But after a 
while I got bored with the too 'happy' sound of the band. I 
missed another 2 bands before I saw a little bit of MAD SIN I 
think. I can't remember what it was like. This is the most stupid 
gig review I ever made, it's true. The VARUKERS set however I 
completely visited. They played tight as hell, and the crowd was 
moving around like only crowds can move around. Serious, this 
was absolutely great. "No scajjegoats", "Massacred millions", 
"Soldier boy", "Don't conform", "Protest and survive", "All 
systems fail" and all the other crackers passed by. A magnificent 
band I tell you. I missed BEERZONE because they played in the 
other part of the building (it's about time that I tell you that 
there were 2 stages the whole day). I saw the REAL 
MCKENZIES doing pretty crazy and that was nice. Too bad the 
singer was a man, I want a female vocalist next time, so that we 
can all see her pussy, when she lifts her Scottish skirt. I saw 
CRIMINAL CLASS for the first time in my life and they were 
quite refreshing between all the fast 'n' loud bands, with their 
slow more skinhead style of music. They covered "Anti-Social" as 
well by the way. I believed they played a pretty short set From 


DISTURBANCE I heard some new tracks and hm-hm, nothing 
wrong with It, but lyrically I wasn't so convinced, it was all in the 
vein of "we will stay the same, you won't change us, you can't 
get us down" etc etc. Maybe I'm just a stupid asshole, because 
what's wrong with those kind of lyrics really - nothing? But on to 
THE ADICTS now. I know a few songs but they never were my 
band or anything, so again I was completely objective. And they 
were just Top! What a great, great band my friends, really worth 
all the waiting. A super show, only negative point I want to make 
is about their 'Securit/, who were a bunch of dumb asses, 
smashing off enthousiastically some Punks from the stage, which 
was just plain stupid. All in all I only saw about 7 bands out of 
the total of 24 bands that were playing. But I guess I'm no 
exception. On to the side stories now shall we. Halfway the 
evening I wanted to get out because of the bloody heat and 
found the entrance blocked by some security types, telling me I 
had to get out of the backdoor, because police was outside and 
bla-bla-bla. So I went outside at the back and got some fresh air. 
When I had enough fresh air, I wanted to get inside again, but I 
was told that was forbidden. Well that's funny. Suddenly I wasn't 
allowed to go the gig anymore? Pfff. My daughter was still inside 
I supposed, but to be honest I had not seen her for some hours. 
What kind of a father is that, indeed. I walked to the front 
entrance but before I could reach that spot, police told everyone 
to get lost, waving with their clubs and pushing the ones away, 
who were stupid enough to make a protest. As usual I was at 
the wrong place at the wrong time. The police started to act that 
aggressive, that I thought it would be smart to piss off, before 
they would hit me over the head, I still know the feeling from 
years back, so I don't need to re-experience it all. At last the 
club was clever enough to let everyone in through the backdoor. 
What else can be said... I'm not a big fan of big festivals like 
this, but it was nice for a change. There were loads of smart 
looking Punks and Skins present, but as could be expected also a 
lot of 'Punks' who were trying to look as miserable as possible. 
The squatting/sleeping under the bridge types with their 
dreadlocks, smoking dope and all that shit. What else... There 
was this type, who had dressed himself into the perfect 
Clockwork Orange moviestar. Including a playing card shoved on 
his hat. There was another Clockwork Orange skinhead, from 
Italy he was, also with the funny hat and all, approaching me 
and he said to me, pointing at my THE CASUALS T-shirt with 
Italian flag: "Are you maybe a member of the National Front??" 
Now you tell me what does one answer on such stupid, 
ridiculous question. We had a bit of a 'conversation' though and 
maybe I didn't understand it correctly what he was saying. But 
anyway, I think It had only to do with the Italian flag on my T- 
shirt and nothing else. So he was just an Italian skinhead who 
had some problem with the Italian flag, I don't know?! It's crazy, 
stuff like that always happen to me (he was lucky I wasn't 
wearing my T-shirt with 10 different swastika designs on it, that 
one was In the washing machine just this weekend). Hello to the 
Leiystad Skins, Robbie and the other Frisians present, 
Sander, some guys who were all called Niels, Soph and her 
Italian man, both from England, Spiller, and to the others I've 
been in touch with this evening. 

01.10 THE YOUNG ONES + BATTLE SCARRED, 

Another nice gig in "De Kastelein". A really nice line-up indeed, 
so off we went, 4 Robert's in one car and we were all 41-i- of 
age... We arrived kind of late at the gig and it was all my fault. 
THE YOUNG ONES are a new (and young) band from the 
provence of Limburg in The Netherlands and they played a nice 
enthousiastic sort of Oi!, simple but pure and with good 
melodies, too. They covered COCKNEY REJECTS and I thought 
it was about time a band did that, since what is more "OI!" than 
that!! Anyway, a refreshing band, new blood in the scene, just 
great. BATTLE SCARRED played with Jocke fPLUTON SVEA) 
on drums and hmm, the set was quite alright, but somehow I 
had expected something else, but thafs not the band's fault is it 


























15.10 Well, well, Oi!/Streetpunk in Fryslan, who 

ever thought of that...! And a nice line-up: DISCHARGER 
(Oil/Streetpunk), GET OUT (Oil), THE SOUTHERN WAY 
(Psycho/rockabilly/Punk) and SECOND CHANCE NL (old-school 
Hardcore). Really quite unique for us northerners. In Fryslan, 
you can check out lots of Metal, Punk and alternative stuff, but 
Streetpunk or Oi! - hardly ever... I saw OXYMO-RON a couple 
of years back (at the same location), and LOWER CLASS 
BRATS nearby (see elsewhere), but it's really rare. In the 
weeks before everything should take place, there was a lot of 
talking about "Lonsdale", "skinheads" and "extremism" on the 
Guestbook of the organizing club "De Gloppe", where really 
everyone was trying to win the National P.C. Award 2005. It was 
said more than once, that anyone not behaving correctly, would 
be thrown out immidiately. It made me expect a suffocating 
political correct atmosphere, where scene-police would be 
looking at t-shirts, buttons, colours of laces and all that crap. On 
the infamous right-wing "Stormfront" Forum, the news of the 
Frisian Oil gig had also arrived and some of the hardliners 
promised to show up this night So the signs that it would 
become a really 'relaxed' night out, weren't exactly there... I 
picked up the GET OUT lads at the trainstation, where we had 
arranged to meet eachother and I guided them through the city 
of Leeuwarden to "De Gloppe". Once we arrived at the place, 
Security frisked every person wanting to go inside for hidden 
arms etc - even my buttons of Condemned 84, The Casuals and 
De Kastelein were inspected. I was also asked if I had any drugs 
(!) with me. Also the bandmembers of GET OUT were submitted 
to the security check. Inside were already quite a few Skins and 
a couple of Punks as well. Some rumours went round, like they 
always do: "On the trainstation, there's a group of Nazi-Skins 
gathered...", "'There's a huge fraction of Anti-fa coming to the 
gig tonight..", etc., etc. Let's talk about music shall we... 
DISCHARGER from Amersfoort opened and really, from minute 
One the audience went nuts and It must be said, DISCHARGER 
have become a VERY good band meanwhile. The atmosphere 
was fantastic and there was something in the air like "This Is 
what we have been waiting for, for so many years!" - the public 
was hungry and it went on and on. THE SOUTHERN WAY 
(from Eindhoven I think) got treated the same way, one big 
party on the floor, and who ever thought that northerners can't 
party, got his eyes opened tills night. GET OUT from Oss got 
the public crazy with their true Oi!/Skinhead sound, and I guess 
I was constantly smiling of content. Some people had to catch a 
train, and had to leave the party... It went on with SECOND 
CHANCE NL, a Dutch Hardcore band, and also their set made 
the public enthousiastic, although some were getting tired now. 
All in all a great and unexpected success, this "Frisian Boot 
Fest" as it was called. This gives us the hope that maybe there 
will be more of this in the future. I thank here the organization, 
the security and "De Gloppe" for making this evening possible. 







































DRAMATIC BATTLE 

7 love the old European skinhead sound’ 

September 2005 "Out of Order" was talking to Dani, a Madrid Skinhead who produced ail by 
himself one MCD called "Violencia nocturna" and recently found some other members to 
continue as a 'real' band, releasing the "Terroristas" MCD. The sound of Dramatic Battle is still 
not perfect, yet the intention is good... It's clear that improvements must be made. 


Why did you decide back in 2003, to 
release a MCD all by yourself, it must 
have been quite difficult to arrange? 

I was very convinced to do something, 
after more than two years of playing, I did 
expel my first drummer and I was alone. 
After some months playing the drums, I 
decided to record the six “Violencia 
nocturna” songs. Play the drums was 
difficult for me (you can hear the 
mistakes,] ajajaj) but was refreshing and a 
nice experience... First I recorded the bass 
and played the drums on it, this part was 
the worst. 

Are you today, two years later and 
looking back, satisfied with the 
exercitions on “Violencia Nocturna”? 
The adding of a drummer (Peter) and 
a bass player (Javi from DEPRESION) 
has been a big improvement I think, so 
I guess you are more satisfied with the 
“Terroristas” MCD. 

I’m not satisfied with the “Terroristas” 
MCD!!!!! The sound obviously is better 
than “Violencia nocturna” but still isn’t 
good for me. I had a bass player and a 
drummer and some aspects were more 
easy, and some more difficult... Peter had 
a lot of mistakes, like Javi, during the 
recording. About the distribution I’m not 
satisfied too, I did make 500 copies and 
I’ve still got CD’s, I know it is very 
difficult in the beginning but the 
distribution is poor. I was thinking to sell 
a lot of copies in Spain... I was wrong, 
only a few of Spanish skinheads are 
collectors of original stuff... 

Why are the eyes of your drummer 
‘censored’ on the picture on the new 
MCD? Is he a perverted criminal? 

He is a forbidden paedophile in all 
Europe, had his reasons... Not seriously , 
isn’t a question for me, is for him. 

The terrorist attacks in Madrid in 2004 
had an enormous impact, also in the 
rest of Europe. Can you explain, why 
the government at that time (Partido 


Popular/Aznar) wanted to hold on to 
the theory that ETA was behind it all, 
when it was clear from the beginning 
to everyone that these attacks had a 
different background? 

All countries who had troops in Irak to 
support the EU army during the invasion 
were threatened by Al-Kaeda... Spain was 
on his list. United Kingdom too, you can 
see the London bombs... The Aznar 
government tried to make the attacks a 
ETA responsibility by political interest. 
The Spanish people were thinking, that if 
we had not troops in Irak under the Aznar 
goverment, Al-Kaeda never could attack 
in Spain. 

Why did you choose for an English 
bandname for your project/band, 
when none of your songs have EngUsh 
lyrics? 

During the early times I did want to do 
some songs in English and I was thinking 
it could be more easy for the distribution 
in Europe. I always have been looking to 
the European skinhead secene, more than 
to the Spanish scene and it is normal to 
have a bandname in English if your cult 
was bom in England. At the same time 
we sing in Spanish for identity and 
nationalist pride. 

How long did it take you to get to your 
current level of guitar playing? 

I play the guitar from long time ago, but 
I’m the guitarrist of Dramatic Battle from 
2002 aprox. At the first time I played the 
bass for Dramatic Battle. 

Your favourite Spanish bands of past 
and present? 

I never was very much a fan of the 
Spanish bands, but here are some of my 
faves: Klan, first Division 250, Ruin 
Bois, Dr. Marten Beat, Kransy Bor 1943, 
Primera Linea, Depresion, Olor 
Insoportable, Torquemada... The Spanish 
bands take two ways; turn to make 
fucking and very bad heavy metal sound 


or playing very simple, basic and foretoll 
music. Same ways with the lyrics. 

Which foreign bands do you like? 

I love the old European skinhead sound, 
Endstufe, early Boshe Onkelz, KdF, 
Vortex, Freikorps, Storkraft, English 
Rose, Ovaltinees, Combat 84, Close 
Shave, Anothere Man’s Poison, first 
Brutal Attack, Condemned 84, Peter and 
the Wolf, Indecent Exposure, Brutal 
Combat, Camera Silens, Komintera Sect, 
Snix, Tolbiac Toads, Nouvelle Croisade, 
Peggior Amico, Nabat, ADL 122, 
Sturmtmppen, Fight Action... 

And more actual, and also non-Europeans 
included: Legion of St.George, Bulldog 
Breed, TMF, Warhammer, Loyalty, 
Rabauken, Division Germania, Holsteiner

I 
want to do an album called “'Ibero y 
brutal”' but we’ve got problems with the 
line up... It is difficult to find seriously 
and awkward people with the skinhead 
music. We’ve got a lot of new songs... 
Maybe we will be an auto-production... 
sooner or later.

RIVOLTA URBAN A 

There was an interview planned with RIVOLTA URBANA (who are from the isle of Sicily) for this "Out of 
Order" issue^but unfortunately we lost contact. So it's possible that the band doesn't exist anymore at 
this time. The Rivolta Urbana members all previously played in a band called UOVA STRAPAZZATA 
('Scrambled Eggs'), which released a MCD called "Drepanum Hardcore" (auto-production). Here's a 
biography + some lyrics explanations. Cheers to Adriana for the infos and photos. 

Founded by the ashes of different bands, Rivolta Urbana, that is Bob Kikka and Gas, formed the band late 2003. The purpose of 
the band was to bring in their city, so close and puritan, a big wave of Oi! and Streetpunk music. So they started to write songs, 
trying to underline all bad things of the society and to raise some aspects of a skinhead’s life like: gigs, hangovers and friends. In 
April 2003 they record 2 songs (“Trinacria Skinhead” and “Punk Orgoglio e Amicizia”) for a split-CD which was never released. 

Unfortunately, because of the impossibilities to play gigs (damned 
geographic position!) and working reasons, they stay in silence for 
a very long period. Then, fmally, they had a great opportunity 
thanks to some friends. After a long period they could make a real 
puiLX and skins gig in Rome for the first of the year 2004 with 
N.F.R. (non-political Italian Oilband), Legittima Offesa (Oi! from 
Bologna) and Dente di Lupo (R.A.C. band from Rome). This gig 
is important because they had the possibility to take part in the 
Italian Oi!scene. 

In November of 2004, after a long preparation, they released with 
their money, the first work, a Demo-CD called “Stampo Siculo” 
with 6 tracks (4 new songs plus 2 tracks for the never-released 
split). 

At the moment Rivolta Urbana are working hard on new material, 
the main thingh now are gigs..very important for the band, because 
there’s nothing in the world more exciting, more ftmny and satisfactory of watching a lots of punx and skins dancing and smgmg 
loud on and down the stage...thank you all for the support! 

’’Trapani” - This song speaks about our city: Trapani. It describes 
beautiful flight scene of flamingoes between the mills and the 
salines reserves at the sunset... But this land has got also his 
problems: mafia, unemployment and poverty. We want to 
underline the deep love for our city that, unfortunately, is 
penalized for it’s geographic position and social and political 
situation. 

“TV spazzatura” - About all the disgusting stuff in TV: reality 
and talk show that hold people sticked to the screens. Mass Media 
have the power, this is a fucking world of plastic girls and ‘big 
culture’ men, they plagiarize your mind, they tell you how you 
have to dress, what you have to say, and show you a lot of unreal 
bullshits. 

“L’ltalia appartiene a me” - Everybody knows the original 
version of this song “England belongs to me” of Cock Sparrer. We 
tried to translate it in the best way making an Italian adaptation... 
nothing more! 

“Monopolizzati” - About the new European currency... The big state chiefs assured us big imrovements and a better life, but the 
results are higher prices and same salaries. Surely a good thing for international economy, but in everyday life a disaster. 

“Trinacria Skinheads” - ‘Trinacria’ is the old Greek name for Sicily (it means isle with triangle’s form), in this song we recover 
it’s history: a land conquered with violence and blood, raped and robbed by false heroes. 

“Punk orgoglio e amicizia” - That is Punk, Pride and Friendship, these are our ideals. An anthem for us, the most imortant words 
are in the chorus: “punk orgoglio e amicizia questa e la mia vita dai bastardo fatti avanti che comincia la partita!” - m English: 
“punk pride and friendship this is my life, come on bastard, let’s start the game!

TUMULTO 64 / STUKA 

‘We held our anger for too long’ 

The Sao Paulo based Oi! band TUMULTO 64 
made a nice debut in 2004 with the self- 
released "Calgando as betas" (Pulling on the 
boots) CD. When I decided to interview them, 
they had split up unfortunately. Two out of 
three members however had just started a 
new band called STUKA. Quite a different 
chapter, so it turned out... But read for 
yourself in the interview that took place In 
March of 2005 when Out of Order was talking 
to Toni, the vocalist and guitarist. 

Please tell us how your previous band TUMULTO 64 got 
together + some kind of band history. 

Tumulto 64 was formed in early 200, with the first rehearsals in 
January/February. We were mates who played in some punk 
rock bands during some teenager years, but with the older age 
we become skinheads, so we decided to play again, more 
seriously this time. During the almost 5 years of existence, we 
played live a few times, recorded some stuff, had a lot of fun 
and of course, went into lots of trouble. 



names to deceive people, so be careful when you see a suspect 
catalog from Brazil). And I totally disagree with you, Nordisc is 
one of the greatest labels ever, ok? (hm-hm; ed.) What a pity 
we couldn't put out any record through your label as we 
planned, but now Stuka is here to stay!! Don't waste another 
chance, mate!! hehe 


Why exactly did TUMULTO 64 split up? 

We weren't rehearsing and not even hanging out to drmk like 
we used to, so we (Tony and Dagoberto) noticed the lack of 
interest, not just in the band but in the skinhead cult, by the 
other members. Our bassist never was really into the cult, but 
suddenly he appeared with a different attitude, talking some 
anti-fascist sharpy bullshit, while our guitarrist appeared one 
day in a rockabilly outfit, and was even using drugs. So we 
decided it was time to set things right, separate things and say 
goodbye to those whose the skinhead cult and music was 
nothing but a joke. 

What was the meaning of the name TUMULTO 64? 

Tumulto can be translated to “riot” and the number was related 
to the year of 1964, when we almost had a communist strike 
here, which was luckily defeated by the military, who ruled the 
country for over twenty years. 

The CD "Cal 9 ando as betas" was in my opinion a great & 
promising start for the band, how was this CD received in 
the scene? 

Very well. In fact, better than we expected. When we put it out 
we had many doubts due to the terrible quality of the recording. 
But we really played our songs with anger and passion, and I 
think most of the people noticed and appreciated it, but our 
problem was the money to make a decent record. 

Did any label show interest in your band (apart from the 
stupid Nordisc label that only talks so much...)? 

Yes, we had a good response from some labels, and we were 
invited to take part in a few compilations such as “Oi! What a 
Wonderful World Vol 2”, in Bords de Seine Rees., “Anthemic 
Oil-Core” in Anthemic Rees, and another appearance in a shitty 
national compilation of a shitty local label (Oi! Brasil Rees) 
whose owner is nothing but an asshole, a duty hippie interested 
only in stealing people's money (sometimes they use fake 


Your new band is named STUKA, please introduce us to 
this new band. 

Stuka is a RAC formation, which counts on me (guitars and 
vocals), Vivi (bass and vocals) and Dagoberto (drums), who 
was also the drummer of Tumulto 64 and my old time friend. 
Vivi is my wife and the skingirl of my life (so I m romantic, or 
what? Hehe) and as we spent a lot of time together, we started 
composing a few songs and working in the band. 

Now you play pure RAC, what should we think? RAC is 
not really a music style (it can be Metal, Punk, Hardcore) 
but an attitude... 

I think that musically we won’t differ very much from the tunes 
we used to play in T64, I just think a little more melodic and 
less fast this time, Vivi loves a few metal bands and maybe it 
should reflex in our sound in any way. But lyrically, we decided 
that now we will sing about what we always wanted. We want 
to talk about what we hate, we feel like we hold our anger for 
too long and now we must argue and raise our voices against 
those who are really our enemies. 

How extreme will you take it, i.o.w. is STUKA the new 
BRIGADA NS or what...? 

We didn't formed Stuka with the intention of shocking people 
with extreme lyrics (we know that'll happen anyway!). We 
respect and admire what Brigada NS did in the past, but we are 
a totally different band. We support the NS/WP culture and way 
of life, so I'm sure we will sound extreme to some people. 

Do you have any songs ready if so mention and introduce 
us to them... 

Yes, we already have a few songs. We still are working on 
them, so when you listen to it on a record they may appear with 
a different title. 

- “Sr. Ellwanger e inocente” (Sir Ellwanger is innocent); This is 





a tribute to a brave revisionist (Siegfried Ellwanger, the oldest 
revision activist of the world!) who lives in the south of Brazil. 

- “Duas Caras” (Two-faced): About fake friends, backstabbers 
and treacherous people . 

- “Resistencia Cultural Milenar” (Millennial cultural 
resistance): The name says it all. About the white people 
resistance through the ages. 

- “Cruz de Ferro” (Iron Cross): About this symbol as a medal of 
honor, and about the feeling of heroism behind it. 

- “Invasores” (Invaders): A song about our bigger problem: the 
frantic migration from north to south of Brazil. 

- “Escoria de Esquerda” (left wing scum): A few words about 
rash, sharp and other reds. 

Your all-time favourite bands in Brazil? 

Some of the national favourites are Dose Brutal, Locomotiva, 
Zurzir, Frente Nacional and D.A. 


fights to defend and preserve. I know it may sound a little “ 
cliche” but my answer couldn't be different. 

Current state of the "skinhead scene" in your area... 

Sao Paulo estate is a mess. A lot of people claim themselves to 
be skinheads but you can trust only a few who really know what 
they are talking about. Fortunately the real skinhead scene is ok. 
Some of the old skinheads and the new breed of white power 
are getting along very well, with some bands (check out for 
Zurzir's new devastating CD on White Pride Records!), some 
paper and internet zines and a new label, and I think we're in 
the dawn of a very good phase.

Haha, ja dat klopt. Pleeboys (later Riot 
Upstart) is een punkband waarin ik zo'n 
tien jaar geleden in mee speelde. Dit 
was in m'n jonge jaren een goeie en 
vooral leuke uitlaatklep. Door Funeral 
Dress hebben we zelfs de kans gekregen 
om voor grote neimen zoals The 
Business, The Casualties het 
voorprogramma te verzorgen. Het was 
een zeer leuke tijd, maar op een gegeven 
moment gaat iedereen z'n eigen weg en 
werd het tijd voor serieuzere dingen. 

Ben jij het bekende voorbeeld, wat 
velen van ons kennen, van het *Punk 
houdt het voor gezien en wordt 
Skinhead' verhaal? Of was je al 
Skinhead ten tijde van de PLEE 
BOYS. 

Volgens mij is dit een logische stap die 
je door kan maken in je jeugd, zoals 
zovelen van ons. Je bent een jaar of 15, je begint met punk 
(omdat je niets anders kent), je leert bands zoals Exploited 
kennen. Hier en daar kom je verzamelcd's tegen met hierop 
nummers van Sham 69 en Cock Sparrer. Zo kom je dan stillaan 
terecht bij het hele Skinhead gebeuren en gaat er plots een hele 
wereld voor je open, hehe. 

Ten tijde van de Pleeboys was dit dus aan het gebeuren, en dit 
is dan ook een van de redenen waarom we ermee gestopt zijn. 
De ene vond z'n draai meer in Hardcore (Tumhoutse 
Hardcoreband Pushed Too Far), de andere ging meer de R&R 
kant op. En ik... From Punk To Patriotism! Hahaha! 

Welke Vlaamse groepen uit verleden en heden rekenen 
jullie tot je favorieten (mag natuurlijk van alles zijn)? 

Belgie en vooral Vlaanderen is zeer klein. Toch hebben (of 
hadden) wij hier een groot aantal Oi! bands zoals o.a. The 
Pride, Headcase, Les Vilains, Lion's Pride, Kill Baby Kill,... die 
we zeker supporteren. Maar ook bands zoals De Kreuners of 
The Kids kunnen we zeker waarderen. (ik voel een groot 
gemis vanwege het ontbreken van de lieftallige meisjes van 
K3 in deze opsomming; red.)

7-TEEN Hooligans CD (Neuro Empire) 

2003, 16 songs, 30:47; After “Pogoness” (1998), “Bad bois” (2000) and 
“Ivan” (2001) already the 4*^ full record by the Russian Punk band. 
“Hooligans" however is some kind of ‘Best of...’ with tracks from their 
previous releases (but fully re-recorded). The boys from the city of 
Bryansk play a raw style of Punk with occasionally some ‘Oi Oi Oi’ 
thrown in and here and there a bit of a Ska influence. There’s not so 
much variation in the band’s songs but nevertheless it’s a funny album. 
Only a few highlights, these are “Ivan”, “Pesnaja ratb” (Battle hymn) 
and of course the cover “FuBball, Ficken, Alkohol” (original by 
LOKALMATADORE), which sounds very funny with Russian lyrics 
(refrain in German). Remarkable Is the fact that ail 16 songs have a 
very short playtime (the longest song lasts only 2:39!!). Released by 
the Russian label Neuro Empire, specialized in Punk, OI! and Ska 
music. Booklet has 6 pages and offer you the lyrics (in cyrillic...)

7-TEEN Boomtown CD (Neuro Empire) 

2004, 14 songs, 29:59; The hooligan streetpunk band from Brysansk In 
Russia Is very productive, because this is already their 5**' release 
since 1998... This one might be their best so far. However, the band 
still sounds a bit chaotic and the main thing I run into with these lads is 
that there just isn’t enough variation. Not only between the songs, but 
also within each song it’s monotonous (refrains are hardly recognizable 
as such). Actually there’s 10 songs on this new album + 4 'bonus 
songs’, those are badly recorded and only make things worse. A nice 
Russian Punk band, but still not so special If you ask me. 12-pg booklet 
with photos and lyrics (in cyrillic, what did you expect?) 

ANCIENT RITES And the hordes stood as one CD (Hammerheart) 

2002, 16 songs, 78:13; Fantastic registration of an ANCIENT RITES 
gig in June 2002 in Flanders. Normally I’m not a big fan of live records 
but these recordings are really excellent and make you feel you’re part 
of the crowd. I’ve seen AR 3 times live and this live CD really catches 
the band at it’s best. 50% of the 16 songs are from their latest album 
“Dim Carcosa”, which is my favourite AR album. The 20-pg booklet is 
superb and has a warm AR history, written by frontman Gunter Theys, 
one of the most sympathetic and sincere persons I’ve met in my life. 
Yes, I’m an AR adept. But If the recordings sucked or if the bandstory 
was boring/uninspired, I sure would have told you as well. I love every 
minute of this CD and hope to see them play live again soon. 

ANTI CIMEX 1981-1986 discography CD-R (Societys Outcasts 

Distro) 

41 songs, 65:23; Swedish ANTI CIMEX always was somewhat of a 
disorderly clone of DISCHARGE. We’re talking of the early 80's, yeah. 
On this nice CD-R you’ll find the “Anarkist attack” 7”, “Raped ass” 7" 










(with very brute sound), “Victims of a bombraid" 7" (the optimum 
DISCHARGE copy), “Anarkist attack” demo, “Criminal trap 12" + some 
compilation tracks. The “Anarkist attack” stuff is a bit of a jumble really, 
though the 7" versions are still fun listening to with it’s unorganized 
sound and loud bass. The best stuff is on the “Victims of a bombraid" 
EP. The 4 tracks (“Desperate hours", “Game of the arseholes", 
“Victims of a bombraid" and “Set me free”) still rule for your crazy 
editor. The “Criminal trap” 12" from 1986 was also featured on the 
ANTI CIMEX CD “Absolute country of Sweden" (1990) and it shows a 
much more professional sounding ANTI CIMEX (the DISCHARGE 
influence is still undeniable). The old stuff is sometimes a bit of a mess, 
and in the song “Straight to hell” (a compilation track) It’s even hilarious 
to hear the solo being put extremely loud in the mix (If there was any 
‘mix’ in those days, haha). For fans of 80's Hardcore-punk this CD-R 
should be ordered right away, although this discography is not 
complete (I’ve got at least 2 tracks on a tape which aren’t featured 
here). Photocopied sleeve with trackllst. 

ANTIRUGGINE Ci siamo anche noi CD-R (Pruddu) 

2003, 8 songs, 20:38; Antiruggine (anti rust) is an Italian skinhead 4- 
piece from Sardinia (I think) and they are followers of a new 
phenomenon called RASH (Red Anarchist Skin Heads). I don’t know 
much about this new fraction but I guess it’s like SHARP, only more 
political and radical. I’m not an expert in Italian either, but from what I 
understand ANTIRUGGINE is anti-USA, anti-capitalism, antl-G8 and 
you’ve guessed it 'against all kinds of fascism’. They don’t seem to 
have a problem with communism however, there’s a communist 
symbol on a photo inside the booklet and they also have a song about 
the CSOA, which is an Italian communist thing, so I’ve been told from 
someone from Italy... [5 minutes pause] I have given you this break, so 
that you have time to fully recover and read on about this record... 
Alright, I want to be your objective reporter, so I leave it up to you if the 
band’s points of view make any sense. I want to focus now on the 
music and I must admit it’s really not bad at all. I count “Ci siamo 
anche noi", “Questo e’ il tuo governo” “Sardinia libera” and “Ma chi 
cazzo sei” to my favourites on this most peculiar CD. The songs are 
mostly Into the Punk direction, but there’s definitely also a Skinhead 
touch in some tracks. Noticing this record, it’s clear that the 
fractionizing of our beautiful skinhead scene is now pretty complete. 
There’s Blood & Honour, Hammer Skins on the extreme-right side, 
there’s SHARP and RASH on the extreme-left side. And there’s I 
suppose the majority somewhere in between those two extreme 
fractions. It’s one happy family,,. You can obtain this CD-R (with 
professional booklet) for just € 5. In the last minute I checked out about 
RASH and there’s dozens of RASH chapters over the world, mostly 
South America and Southern Europe. Never too old to learn, eh... 

ANTI SECT Demos + Live CD-R (Societys Outcasts Distro) 

21 songs, 75:52; When I turned to ‘Skinhead’ back in 1986, I had 4 or 
5 years of punking behind me and I was at that time pretty fed up with 
all the noise (louder! faster!) and gave the ANTI SECT demos that 
were in my posession to some young Punk kid from my neigbourhood, 
making him almost jump from joy as I remember it. Over the years I 
started to re-collect some of the old Punk shit and so I got hold of the 
ANTI SECT “In darkness, there is no choice” CD from 1983. A strange 
record, with a kind of two-faced ANTI SECT: some undeniable 80's 
Hardcore-Punk crackers (“They", “Why?”) but also some 
unquestionable CRASS-Punk fairytales, sometimes so boring almost 
impossible to hear them out. Anyway, this CD-R here shows some 
Demo stuff, but unfortunately there is no trackllst or any info, so I’m not 
sure from which year they are exactly. Sometimes the soundquality is 
pretty poor, but some tracks have OK quality of sound. These early 
Demos were the ones that I gave away almost 20 years ago and

having them back gives me great satisfaction, since it is no matter 
what just fucking brilliant. This is 100% in VARUKERS, GBH and 
DISCHARGE style, excellent stuff, especially “Do you really care” is 
still a hammer track. Later on more Metal came in, and I must say 
these tracks don’t move me a lot. The Live cuts are most likely from 
that period. 




ANTI-SQUAD Indonesian proud CD (Bords de Seine) 

2004, 16 songs, 46:59; My first introduction to Indonesian skinhead 
music. Indonesia? Skinheads? Some people will not understand it... 
Skinhead is a white cult, isn’t it... Yes, I admit it, I’m one of those 
prejudiced folks, too... But fuck, the minute I heard the band’s music, I 
forgot ail about it... This is no doubt skinhead music, and my skinhead 
hearts just loves it. ANTI-SQUAD sounds like bands such as EVIL 
CONDUCT and ON FILE, to give you an idea. Classic and joyful 
skinhead stuff, in other words. A bit more up-tempo, sure. Well, 16 
tracks, doesn’t that leave a lot of weak moments? No way! 1 just play 
this CD over and over again, and 1 don’t hear anything 1 don’t wanna 
hear. Best track is the outstanding “Skinhead warrior” song. This song 
enters easily my ‘All Time Skinhead Top 100', 1 tell you that. Everything 
is perfect in this song, a real skinhead hymn. Other excellent tracks are 
“Uncle skin” (very cheerful tune, funny lyrics), “Dancing moonstomp", 
“Noise for violence”, “Chamost City” (very nice lyrics), "We are the 
bois”... There’s one song here with Indonesian lyrics; “Indonesiaku” 
(nice one too). The last song, “Stronger man”, has an intro (10 
seconds) which is exactly the same as with the LAST RIOT song 
"Zeichen der Zeit”, peculiar... About time 1 come up with something 
negative! Well, the lyrics are partly in not so good English and also kind 
of stereotype, apart from “Uncle skin", “Chamost City” and perhaps a 
handful of others. My respect for the Bords de Seine label for having 
the guts to present this unknown ‘exotic’ band. Thanks! The 8-pg 
booklet has the lyrics included, a few photos and an extensive article 
about Indonesian skinheads. 

ARMCO Anticorrosivo CD (Tuono) 

2004, 12 songs, 37:17; Second full CD by the Veneto-ltalians, in their 
well-known polished yet heavy rock style. Some tracks have English 
titles, but it’s only for the refrains, everything is in Italian as usual. 
Includes a PEGGIOR AM ICO cover. For info on the lyrics, check out 
the “Violence" fanzine issue 17! Comes with 8-pg fold-out cover with 
large band-photo and lyrics.

AUTUMNAL REAPER Promo CD (Autumnal Reaper) 

2004, 4 songs, 16:04; When I was in the beautiful city of Arnhem the 
other day 1 was drinking more than was good for me, as usual. I was 
sitting in a Metal bar and got this free Promo CD, just because I was 
talking to the bartender about Black Metal. Yes I’m a Black Metal fan, 
the band who is responsible for that is still SATYRICON. I’m not buying 
a lot of this stuff, but the music has forever a place in my heart. 
AUTUMNAL REAPER are the oldest still existing BM band in Arnhem 
(formed ‘91 under the name of RAGING DEATH). The band had a very 
difficult time when their guitarist died some time ago. The band is now 
preparing for their 3"^ full-length CD and has made this 4-track Promo 
in no less than 2500 (!) copies. On the Promo are 2 excellent studio 
tracks called "March of the reaper” and “Four horsemen of the 
apocalypse”. Awesome headbanging material. The 2 live tracks are not 
as good because of the recoing quality, but still worthwile. If you don’t 
like heavy growling vocals, stay away from this music OK... I think the 
drummer of HEIDEVOLK is laso the drummer for AUTUMNAL 
REAPER, but I might be wrong. Comes with carton-sleeve.

BACKSTREET FIRM Reclaim the skinhead name Demo CD-R 

(autoproduction) 












2004, 5 songs + 2 bonus, 24:24; German 4-piece with thier first 
presentation to the world. I believe they have split-up meanwhile. Have 
seen them live in “De Kastelein" (December 2003) and thought they 
sounded pretty awful. In Grasleben (March 2004) I saw them again 
and this time I liked them better. The Demo catches a band in the early 
phase (as usual with a Demo), certainly not perfect but full of 
enthousiasm and I must say that this Demo is really not that bad, only 
the faster parts work on my nerves because of the ‘wood-cutter’ 
drums. All songs are in English and have good refrains. Features an 
EVIL SKINS cover: “Docteur Skinhead”. Includes 2 bonus-songs, 1 by 
SPY KIDS and 1 by BACKSTREET KIDS (= members of SPY KIDS 
and BACKSTREET FIRM), both with German lyrics. The 
BACKSTREET KIDS song is a RABAUKEN cover for your info. Comes 
with 4-pg photocopied booklet with explanation on the lyrics and 
greetings/thanklist. 

BADLANDS False guestures CD (Rebellion) ^ 

2002, 11 songs, 27:59; Dutch 3-piece bringing skinhead rock ‘n’ roll — 
back to the basics, or better: to the essence. Just great songs with 
very good melodic vocals. Amazing that this band is from that small 
country by the North Sea really... Minus is for me that after a while the 
record tends to get boring. That is why I do not understand the ‘hype’ 
around this band. Can something be great and still become boring 
after a while? Yes I do think that’s possible. My favourites are “Give 

me the strength" and “Leave it behind”. The booklet is very simple and v- 
the lyrics are very hard to read. 

BADLANDS Hands of time CD (Rebellion) 

2003, 10 songs, 31:55; The band’s line-up changed, they got a new 
drummer I think and two former OFFSIDE members entered the band 
as well. The band still kept their unique sound. Very catchy songs and 
singer Victor even improved on his vocals. The recordings are much 
better this time. Over-all this 2"^ record is more mature and much 
stronger than the debut. The 8-pg booklet has a quite silly cover 
drawing, excuse me... 

BADLANDS The killing kind CD (Rebellion) 

2004, 13 songs, 38:00; With the same line-up being so succesful on 
“Hands of time", BADLANDS ends their career with this 3"^ and final 
album. A bit more powerful, a few accoustics enclosed, the same high 
quality vocals by Victor, not to forget his worthwile personal reflections 
in the lyrics - but I can’t find a song which holds my attention for long. 
Maybe “Loser at the bar”, a nice one indeed. The 2"^ CD was the best 
one I think, on this 3"^ one I’m missing something. Reviewers of CD’s 
should all be shot, you’re right... The 8-pg booklet features lyrics and a 
couple of pics, but as usual with Rebellion it’s only minimal, not a real 
eyecatcher and no colours included. 


BAGADOU STOURM Bezenn Perrot CD (Street Fighting) 

The return of the Breiz’ band. Years after their great debut on Pure 
Impact (Belgium) they stepped over to the French label Street Fighting. 
An Impressive return with changed line-up. The significant raw vocals 
by Pascal can be enjoyed again fortunately. The song “Bezenn Perrot” 
(5:27) stands out immidiately, a fantastic mix of ‘RAC’ and ‘Folk’ sound 
particularry In this song. Best songs the already praised title-track, and 
furthermore “Pedophile", “L’espoir Europeen”. Includes a NOUVELLE 
CROISADE cover. The songs have a hard-hitting guitar sound and the 
drums tend to get a bit monotonous in the end. This CD gives you 
militant lyrics from beginning to end, the guys have no time to waste 
with songs about going to the pub. It’s all political stuff for that matter. 
There’s one song in Breiz language and one with Breiz title, but that 
one is instrumental. 12-pg booklet with photos, lyrics etc.

BAKERS DOZEN Divided from the masses CD (Pure Impact) 

2002, 15 songs, 48:15; I got my first introduction to this Scottish band 
on a great gig in England some years back. I was struck dumb by their 
explosive set! I bought me their “Ripe for violence" EP (Screwed Up 
Records/Germany) soon after, and the vinyl was almost shooting fire, 
so goddamn explosive was their sound! Especially “Pick a victim" 
remains forever marked as 'killer track’ In my mind... Now on to the CD 
shall we. The sound is a bit too clean perhaps, but overall it’s a decent 
Oi! CD and I really like it. I’m missing the ‘explosiveness" of a track like 
“Pick a victim”, but maybe everything fits exactly at just one moment. 
On the other hand, the drummer and the vocalist have been In a band 
called BEERGUT 100 before, and on their CD every track was a killer. 
Oh well, despite my comments, it’s a good CD and there’s plenty of hits 
on this as well, e.g. "Sick pay”, “Rule 43’’, “Born liar”, “Hide behind the 
numbers”, “Work shy”, “Ironmonger”, “Action first answers later", and 
so on... The vocalist Jon is doing a great job as usual, very significant 
voice and way of singing, no Idea how he can sing so many words so 
fast! 8-pg booklet with lyrcis and some nice photos. 



BARKING DOGS Schluss mit lustiq CD (RCR) 

2003, 15 songs, 64:27; MOTORHEAD Is the first that comes to my 
mind when I hear Ingo’s voice here. Many tracks also have musically 
that MOTORHEAD touch to it. Having seen this band live will always 
be remembered by me, I really had no idea these guys rocked this well. 

I think this is the band’s 3"* CD and I remember the 1“* one being good 
as well, but more catchy Oi!-Rock stuff I think. This 3"^ album is much 
harder and more aggressive. The soundquality here is really 
exceptional, very high standard. Best tracks are “Wir sind die Barking 
Dogs", “Niemals wieder’’, “Nur tote Fische schwimmen gegen den 
Strom”, “Wenn alle Stricke reisen” and “Heisse Farben”. There’s 2 
bonus-tracks, including a great live version of my favourite BD song 
"Niemals Knechf and also a Video of “Wir bleiben hart” (about time I’m 
gonna watch that as well...). A very powerful record from Germany, one 
of the top bands at the moment over there together with KAMPFZONE, 
I think. It shows that these guys have been active for quite some 
considerable time. The 16-pg booklet has many photos and all lyrics.

BEERGUT 100 Fist full of copper CD (Bomb Factory) 

1998, 14 songs, 33:17; This one’s 7 years old, but so what? This CD 
rules from beginning to end and leaves you no rest. BEERGUT 100 
from Scotland has pounding drums, guitar sharp as a (sharp) knife, 
rolling bass and vocals shouted in your face, this is what makes British 
Hardcore-punk still so fucking good. If you like stuff from VARUKERS, 
GBH, EXPLOITED etc. this CD should be yours as soon as possible. 
It’s very hard for me to pick out favourites as all songs rule, but here’s 
my choice: “Government filth”, “Dirty grassing bastard”, “Fist full of 
copper”, “Fuck your job" and “Stabbed in the back”. Interesting is that 
two of the bandmembers (vocalist and drummer) later on went over to 
play with BAKER’S DOZEN. 8-pg fold-out booklet with lyrics (which are 
not unlike BAKER’S DOZEN lyrics at places) and photos. 

BLA BRIGADER Sagan kung och tron CD (Ultima Thule) 

2003, 12 songs, 41:08; The CD kicks off with the powerful and 
confronting track “Sharia”, one of the three songs with English lyrics, 
telling you to watch out for Islam fundamentalists, about time someone 
said it. A kind of political song on Ultima Thule Records? Also the song 
“6-67" is political, about the 6-day War of 1967, kind of peculiar. The 
CD features one cover as well, being “Young Ned on the hill”. A 
welcome surprise this Blue Brigade, it proofs that ‘Viking Rock’ is still 
alive. BLA BRIGADER makes this type of music more worthwile 
because they are a bit faster at places, plus not afraid to put some 
variation and tempo changes in the songs. The song “Fdr vem” has a 














funny ska-ish (!) intro. In the 8-pg booklet there’s 7 lyrics printed and 
there’s neither photos nor any bandinfos included. 

BLOOD RED EAGLE Return to Asgard CD (Barracuda) 

2005, 11 songs, 37:17; ‘Viking Power rock ‘n’ Roll’ from Australia. This 
is their 2"^ full CD and 1 can’t compare It to their debut (on Viking 
Thunder Records - USA) since I don’t have that one. I also don’t know 
how their 12" EP (Barracuda Records) sounds like, in other words this 
is my first Introduction to this skinhead band. My attention was drawn 
by a great interview in the German “Violence" zine (one of the few 
fanzines that is still frequently coming out!!), the very nice cover was 
another reason... I would say this is powerful skinhead music with just 
a small touch of Viking Rock. It took me some time to get into BRE’s 
sound, as I had expected just something like a slightly harder version 
of ULTIMA THULE or VOLUND SMED but In reality it’s a great deal 
harder and the ranting vocals didn’t do It for me at first. After a couple 
of listenings I really began to appreciate this band. The only thing here 
that I still don’t like is the somewhat repetitive 'Viking Rock’ solo guitar 
bits, these all kind of sound the same to me, besides their sound is a 
bit meagre. The heavy bass compensates for that, great sound. The 
title-track stands out immidiately, really a great tune. Other outstanding 
songs are "Blood Red Eagle”, “Solidarity”, “Eye of the storm" and 
“Viking Power Rock ‘n’ Roll". A record that really grew on me and the 
raw MARCHING ON-like vocals by Doug that first revolted me, I 
consider now as one of the best things with this record... Cool lyrics 
about the Viking era but also some up-to-date/Skinhead stuff 
(“Protest”, “Solidarity”). The 16-pg booklet Is very nice looking and has 
all lyrics, a beautiful cover and a nice drawing inside. One funny failure 
on the inlaycard, instead of “Wotan’s Volk" It’s mentioned “Wotan’s 
Wolk” (in both my languages -Dutch and Frisan- ‘wolk’ means ‘cloud’, 
so that’s funny. 

BRACHIAL + THE CASUALS Amicizia / Freundschaft split 7” EP 

(autporoduction) 

2005, 3 songs; BRACHIAL is a new German band with a bit of a 
simple sound (drums), featured with 2 tracks: “Schikane” and “United 
skins”. THE CASUALS are certainly more experienced and above ail 
much more melodic, their song “Italian German friendship” (in English, 
as usual with THE CASUALS) is catchy as hell. A worthwile EP, 
especially for the awesome CASUALS tune. 

BRIXIA Monde de timbres CD (unknown) 

?, 7 songs, 26:11; French RIF band in the style of ELENDIL, not only 
because this band has a female singer as well (with a voice very 
similar to ELENDIL’s vocaliste). So don’t expect hard hitting tracks but 
rather think of touching subtile chansons with emphasis on the lyrics. 
BRIXIA was also featured on the 2"^ part of “Sur les terres du RIF” 
compilation (Memorial Records) but maybe only in the excellent 
opening track “Burgondia” they manage to make the same strong 
impression on me. A worthwile CD but by far not as impressive as I 
had expected and hoped. 8-pg booklet with lyrics and ‘remerclements’. 

BROKEN BONES Without concience CD (Rhythm Vicar) 

2001, 13 songs, 40:26; I had not heard from them after their first CD 
(long time ago) but ‘recently’ (2003?) they played live in my 
neighbourhood and I got myself this recent release. The gig already 
was impressive but the CD really threw me In the back of my chair. A 
very Intense outburst of aggression and frustration, this also goes for 
the lyrics which drown In despair over what mankind is capable of and 
what is happening when people go crazy. The lyrics are an Intense 
complaint against the American freedom to own guns. Neat 8-pg 
booklet with lyrics. Including a ‘horrifying catalogue of shootings in 
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America’, which really makes you start thinking. BROKEN BONES 
provides you with a very American sounding Hardcore, with just a bit of 
that original British touch to it. 




B.T.M. 2004 CD (Qlifant) 

2004, 14 songs, 35:45; The first Polish skinhead band started In 1986. 
Well there’s something I don’t understand and that Is that BTM (it 
stands for ‘Ugly Face of Youth’ by the way) was the first skinhead band 
In Poland but from what I know, BARANKI BOZE (it means ‘Lambs of 
God’ for your Info) was also the first skinhead band in Poland. And 
when both are the same band, how can they have a different sound? 
And how can a band have 2 names? Well I’ll soon find out the truth, 
don’t you worry. Enough bullshit now. On this CD there’s the 12 tracks 
from their “1996" Tape (Fan Records, Poland) + 2 demo tracks from 
1986. One of the bonus-songs Is “Wojtek”, it was covered by THE 
GITS on their “Gits & guts” CD [hidden message^ buy this nordisc cd, 
you have to buy this cd, buy it at nordisc, buy it now]. The 6-pg 
booklet has some lyrics and photos. A must-have for all fans of Polish 
OI!/sklnhead music. 

the CASUALS We are the Casuals Demo 2004 CD (auto 

production) 

2004, 4 songs, 11:59; Post-CALCIO D’INIZIO from Padova, Italy, the 
band with the great Zap on vocals. I first saw this band when they 
played in Grasleben (Germany), with KAMPFZONE, GET OUT and 
TEST A and yeah I was very surprised about them. A great show! This 
year (2005) I saw them in France and it was even better (Zap was 
wearing a sombrero, haha). All songs with this new band are In English 
instead of Italian, and that gives of course a special result. Lyrically It’s 
rather thin; beer + fun+ gigs -1 think that I covered the lyrical contents 
with these 3 words. But don’t let that spoil your mood, don’t get too 
serious, the songs are good and the first 2 songs (“We are the 
Casuals" and “Skin@net!”) are even excellent. A special mentioning for 
the superb bass sound, it rules! The photo-copied booklet has 2 pages. 

the CASUALS We are The Casuals 7" EP (Strength Thru Oil) 

2005, 4 songs; The 4 songs from their Demo-CD obviously. Those 
songs were recorded in 2003 and 2004 by the way. Released on blue 
vinyl, for all you vinyl freaks out there who like coloured vinyl. Comes 
with lyrIc/photo/greetIngs insert. A very nice production, a must-have 
for ail fans of true Oil music. Fantastico!! 

CERVELLI STANK! La voipe e il cane CD (Anfibio) 

?, 14 songs, 38:06; ‘In the footsteps of NABAT’, was the first thing that 
came to my mind when listening this band from the city of Savona. 
Melodic skinhead rock ‘n’ roll, with a touch of punk to It. A record much 
better than I had expected with many fantastic songs featured, such as 
“Identikif, "Sogno Itallano", "Figli della klasse operaia" and many more. 

I suppose with all the nasty prejudices insides of me that CERVELLI 
STANKI is some kind of left-wing band with their talks of 
‘revoluzionaria’, ‘klasse proletaria’, ‘sistema kapitale’ in their song 
“Koscienza" and with their special thanks-list greeting all Centri Social! 
(social centres are in Italy owned by the Italian communist party). But 
it’s just a great record. The 8-pg booklet features some lyrics and 
photos. 

CHENIN BLANC CD-S (Street Fighting) 

2002, 3 songs, 9:11; This French band Is still alive I think but does not 
often release something. In fact, all I know from them is their great 
“AnaTs” song on “Never say die Vol. 1” (1999) and this CD-S from 
2002. CENIN BLANC’S songs on this last record are In typical French 
style, slow with raw vocals. Think of SKINKORPS! The CD-S comes in 
a carton-sleeve with two funny photos on it. Let’s hope the band 











continues. Thanks to Cruche for sending me this record (and please 
continue to mail me filthy pornographic stuff too!!). 

CHEVROTINE Aux armes! CD (Musique et Tradition) 

2002?, 9 songs + outro, 35:46; I’m not sure 2002 is the year of release 
but I think it Is. CHEVROTINE (Mailshot) Is a French RAC band with an 
agressive Metal influenced style. In a few songs the band (who’s 
members stay nameless and faceless in the booklet) goes the ultra¬ 
fast way (“Desir6e", “Last action hero”), but basically this is up-tempo 
melodic RAC-Metal, sounding very professional in fact. I really don’t 
understand why I never hear/read about this band. Agressive and 
extensive in-your-face lyrics that leave no room for a doubt. One of the 
best French RAC releases over the years, that I know. The booklet 
has 24(1) pages, bringing all lyrics (French) + translations (English). My 
favourite sonsg are: “Destin6e”, “Nationalistes" and “Les nouveaux 
justiciers”. 

CLOCKWORK TIMES Live in Tachka CD (CWT/Moscow Noizzz) 

2004, 8 songs, 24:37; Moscow right-wing football hooligan band with 8 
live cuts. The band’s raw sound shows similarity to fellow Moscow 
band ULTIMATUM and maybe it’s because there are two Identical 
names in both band’s line-up’s: Slava and Bazed. But maybe these are 
common names In Russia... Anyway, raw but catchy songs on this live 
CD, with trumpet as well (and saxophone in one song). The talking 
between the songs is kind of annoying (especially because I don’t 
understand shit of it) but it’s really live, including songs that are 
stopped after a few seconds and need to start again. This rawness I 
appreciate, no clean cuts here. Musically it’s skinhead rock ‘n’ roll, the 
trumpet really gives it a boost. Funny record, with a few Ska-ish songs 
Included like “SKA” and “Fanat Zenita” (Moscow hooligans). There is a 
song featured called “Lonsdale" (??). Includes video “Fair Play” - but 
as usual I didn’t see it. 



CLOSE COMBAT Viva Mestreechl MCD (Rebellion) 

2004, 5 songs, 15:29; One of my favourite Rebellion releases. One of 
HARDSELL’S guitarists + their drummer are in this new band for your 
info. So a new band, but with an experienced sound. Right from the 
start I fell in love with this surprising band. “They sing in Dutch”, 
someone told me the other day... Well, I tell you, ’real’ Dutch sounds 
just like pathetic murmur compared to the beautiful tasteful sound of 
CLOSE COMBAT’S lyrics! These are In the city dialect of Maastricht 
(Mestreech), and man I enjoyed this juicy language, excellent put on 
by vocalist Pieter. Too bad we haven’t got a band like this over here in 
the north, doing it the Frisian way!! There’s one English song called 
“Iron city patriots” by the way. Great powerful streetpunk music, hope 
there’s more to come from this band. It’s a damned shame I didn’t see 
them live yet, I had the opportunity but failed to come. Maastricht city 
life and M.V.V. (That’s the Maastricht football club) are the main 
subjects of CLOSE COMBAT’S lyrics. The 8-pg booklet has the lyrics 
and some photos. 

CONDEMNED 84 No one likes us... We don’t care CD (Hit) 

2004, 10 songs + intro, 34:57; The first full-length album since 5 years 
from the 80’s British Ol! legends. The last album “Blood on yer face” 
made some people think that Condemned 84's days maybe were 
counted, since the record was somewhat different and real “hits" 
seemed to be missing on it as well, but this new record with just one 
line-up change (Baysey being replaced by Mark on guitar) puts them 
back on top again. This Is as strong as in the old days and brings back 
sweet memories to the days of “Face the aggression”. One hit after 
another blows you in the face: “Feel the fear”, “Trouble” (sounding like 
a classic VENGEANCE song), “Remember the new breed”, 
“Meanstreak”, :No identity", “Never surrender”, it just goes on and on. 
















Hit Records from Belgium is no doubt very proud with this new release, 
and so should they be, it’s hard as nails Oil, a brilliant come-back for 
the Ipswich based band. 12-pg booklet with lyrics. 


the real CONVICTED the real Convicted CD (Pure Impact) 

2003, 13 songs + intro, 51:55; I think some members used to play In 
the WEAK PEAKS before, but that band existed almost 10 years ago, 
so not a very interesting start of the review. And maybe I'm wrong with 
this Info anyway. One day I was drinking in “De Kastelein” when I heard 
a band playing and it turned out to be THE REAL CONVICTED. (That’s 
a better way to start a review). I got home fully satisfied with their 
performance (and with my beer consumption) and ordered soon after 
their CD from Peter P.l. and when I got it, I wasn’t disappointed. A real 
nice Belgium Oi! CD with a touch of Viking-Rock in some tracks and 
with certainly some Viking inspiration in the lyrics too. A decent CD with 
the right spirit. My favourites are “Freedom”, “My country” (sounds very 
much like PUBLIC ENEMY in their “England’s glory" days), “Skinhead” 
and “Celtic pride” (lasts over 7 minutes, a beautiful slow ballad-like 
song). There’s 6 lyrics in the nice 16-pg booklet, and lots of photos. 


CQTZRAiZ Heil Cotzraiz CD (Scumfuck/Cotzraiz) 

2002, 17 songs, 44:51; Very funny not so 'PC’ punkrock from 
Germany. A punkband who plays in front of a red flag with white circle 
and in black ‘Heil Cotzraiz’ inside of the circle has some enemies up 
front. That’s punk, that’s provocation! The fun here is that it’s the Punks 
that are provocated by it in the first place. Or maybe that’s not funny 
but just a bit sad... The lyrics of songs like “Stolz und Stark”, “Jugend 
auf der Strasse", “Zecken” and a funny one called “Eva Braun” will do 
the rest. It’s very simple punkrock music and after a while it gets a bit 
boring, but I’m playing it every now and then and like it. 
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CRASHED OUT Back for more CD (autoproduction) 

2002, 7 songs, 26:03; Some kind of maxi-MiniCD looking at the 
playtime... The sound is a bit strange. It’s a bit dull to be honest, but not 
in the meaning of ‘boring’! No the songs themselves sound 
spontaneous, like it’s being recorded live in the studio, in one take. 
There’s also 2 ‘real’ live tracks here, those are no other than “Leave 
me alone” and “Memories of Saturday”. The mentioned 5 tracks show a 
British band with a lovely melodic street rock ‘n’ roll sound. I think that 
these guys are highly being underestimated in “the scene” (whatever 
that is) and should be appreciated much more, ‘cos hell these are 
some damn fine songs. “One of the boys” is magnificent I think and 
“The feel good factor", “The Jarrow song”, “Wasted” and “Devil on my 
back” deserve a listen too, wonderful stuff really. Get this stuff, 
skinhead! With 4-pg black/white booklet with lyrics. 

CRAZY NUANCE Punkrock macht frei Demo-MCD 

(autoproduction) 

2002, 8 songs, 14:14; According to the biography of this Italian band 
(they started In the year 2000 and did one Demo In 2001) they’re 
influenced by UK SUBS, ADICTS, SLF, MINOR THREAT, AGNOSTIC 
FRONT, NABAT, INDIGESTI, NABAT and NEGAZIONE, amongst 
others. Having read this promising info, I asked my secretary Tamara 
(see review of KLASSE KRIMINALE for more info on ah my 
secrretary’s!!!) kindly to get out of the way and when she refused, I 
pushed her bruatlly aside, in order to reach my audio equipment. With 
a nervous move I started the CD player, expecting to have a good time, 
but ARGH! Screamy Punkrock in my ears... This 3-plece is definitely at 
the beginning of a long and hard road, I can tell you that... But the start 
is here and some tracks are not so bad really. I like “When I play my 
guitar" and other nice ones are “My little penguin” and “Mama made me 
kamikaze" - but as said. It’s just a start. Or maybe the whole thing is a 
joke. I’m not sure... With 2-pg photocopied booklet. 









CRI D’ALERTE 50cl 7” EP (Bords de Seine) 

?, 4 songs; This Skin/Punk band from the south-east of France was 
formed in 2001. The first track “Cri d’alerte” is a superb track, which 
already draw my attention on the Bords de Seine promo CD (one of 
the best tunes!)... A French Oii/Punk classic, which can measure with 
many of the 80's French famous songs. The other 3 tracks here 
shouldn’t be ignored either; a fast Punk track (“Cauchemar anim6”), a 
mix of fast Punk and solid Rock (“L’homme des tavernes") and a slow 
touching song (“Du venin") with nice bass and nice 'Ohoho-oh'... Great 
EP, getitll

CRUSADE The story goes on CD (Rampage) 

2003, 10 songs, 37:56; Already the 3"* CD by Al’s project CRUSADE 
who found himself two others to play his songs live as well. I 
remember the 2"^ album “Renaissance” leaving a feeling of slight 
disppointment with me, didn’t like that one so much as the debut. In my 
opinion this 3"^ album is much better again, with almost the same 
convincing power as the debut had. Too bad the lyrics aren’t included 
in the booklet but most of it is clearly to understand anyway. Al has a 
great way of singing and a very significant voice, too. I can’t help it, but 
his voice always reminds me of the ABOVE THE RUINS vocalist on 
their “Songs from the wolf LP, which I occasionally listen to. It’s great 
that a guy like Al is around, a man who has something to say and who 
questions the world around him in an intelligent way. My favourite track 
is “Great con-trick”. 




DEAD WRETCHED Discography CD-R fSocietys Outcasts Distro) 

28 songs, 71:13; Around 1984, a local skinhead gave me a tape with 
some DEAD WRETCHED songs on it. I was immidiately stuck by the 
raw power of the tracks. But I lost the tape... Over the years, every 
now and then I was thinking about these songs... Was it really that 
good...? Or was it just a figment of my imagination...? Now, over 20 
years later, I finally tracked down these songs again - and 1 got stuck 
at once again by the enormous potential of this lot. This Birmingham 
Punkband should never be forgotten and that’s why I’m writing all this 
bullshit. On the CD-R are the just mentioned songs (it’s the band’s 4- 
track EP “No hope for anyone” from 1982 by the way, a classic that 
reached the nr. 10 position in the Indie charts In ‘82, doing 40 Pounds 
on the Internet these days...), the double A-sIded 7" single “Convicted” 
also from 1982 (with their most powerful tune “Infiltrator” featured), 
1982 practise, 1982 demo and live cuts from... you guessed it: 1982. 
Some of the lads of DEAD WRETCHED later on were to be found In a 
band called THE BURNING, but were never heard of again. I can only 
repeat again, DEAD WRETCHED should not be forgotten, get this stuff 
quick If you ain’t got It yet, you won’t be sorry. This is top-notch British 
Punk, also perfectly fit for the skinheads. The refrains are 
sloganesque, which means you can shout along with them the second 
you hear them. If you’re into COMBAT 84, OVALTINEES, (old) 
EXPLOITED, that sort of music, don’t be shy and just order it a.s.a.p. 
As said, all tracks have super refrains. Comes with photocopied sleeve 
and tracklist. 


DEPRESION Disidencia CD (Barracuda/Malas Pulgas) 

2003,13 songs, 41:07; The Madrid streetpunk band is back and so my 
hope that this new band would be given a fair chance by a good label 
(after their nice demo, see last Out of Order issue) has become reality. 
Malas Pulgas from Spain and Barracuda from Italy have released this 
CD together. DEPRESION sounds still very much like the 80's Punk 
and Oil bands from Spain - a raw and chaotic yet enjoyable sound. On 
the CD are 9 songs, including a new version of “Suzio kaos” (Filthy 
chaos; a PISANDO FUERTE cover) and with 4 bonus tracks, being the 
3-track 2002 demo and a live recording of “Sexo y alcohol" (EVIL 
SKINS cover). The 8-pg booklet does not feature lyrics but a huge 












hilarious band history instead, which is a great read. A very nice CD, a 
welcome surprise in today’s skinhead and punk scene. 




DISCHARGE Discharge CD (Sanctuary) 

2002, 13 songs, 31:25; I was in a rapture of delight when I was nosing 
about in the recordstore and noticed a new DISCHARGE CD (with the 
original title “Discharge"). I got even more excited when llistened the 
CD and determined that there’s hardly any freaking-around, hardly any 
complicated tour de forces, just the old DISCHARGE as I still love them 
- yes a bit faster and even more tight perhaps... Wonderful tunes like 
“M.A.D.”, “Corpse of decadence”, “Trust 'em” and “Hell is war” could 
easily have been written 20 years ago, undeniable DISCHARGE with 
the significant vocals by Cal. There’s also a couple of tracks that 
remind me more of BROKEN BONES, especially “Accesories by 
Molotov". That song is also featured In a ‘re-mixed version’ and so is 
“Corpse of decadence”. The 4-pg booklet looks 20 years old as well 
haha, very stereotype and so are the short cutted lyrics. 


DISCHARGER Born immortal CD (Rebellion) 

2004, 13 songs, 30:39; And all of a sudden The Netherlands have a 
new Oil/Streetpunk wave, so it seems? DISCHARGER, BOOTKNIFE, 
CITY RIOT... Rebellion Records knows where to find the bands (or the 
bands know where to find Rebellion) and issues here the debut for the 
Amersfoort based Streetpunk/Oi! band DISCHARGER. Like 
BADLANDS, also DISCHARGER gets ‘hyped’ a little bit, I think. Maybe 
‘hyped’ is not the right word. Amersfoort was so far musically only 
known to me for the masters of Hardcore-Punk LARM but this is really 
something else. I have seen this band live (yes LARM too, but I mean 
DISCHARGER here) and I was pretty surprised as it sounded quite 
good for a new band. The vocals are excellent. My favourite tracks on 
this first CD are “Misunderstood” and “I’ve seen it all”, like they were on 
the gig, since the accoustic parts remind me of TRACES... Really a 
nice debut, I must admit. I’m not as impressed as with the raw skinhead 
debut by GET OUT, some years back, but this band has a more 
melodic sound, so it’s hard to compare them with GET OUT’s sound. 
The lyrics should need an improvement in the future I think, it’s ail quite 
stereotype and repetitive. And so is the lay-out artwork, with silly 
drawings of skinheads smashing cop skulls. The drums could do with a 
bit more variation. That’s all for the negative comments! Worth getting 
this record, which shows resemblance to BADLANDS at places. The 8- 
pg booklet is really not much (like I said...).

DISTURBANCE Malice in Slumberland CD (OTK/Streetmusic) 

2003, 12 songs, 31:34; Quite frequently I’m visiting Punk gigs in my 
neigbourhood and on one of those gigs I noticed this band and loved 
their powerful set Instantly. Meanwhile I’ve seen them many times 
more and they are really excellent on stage. On the CD, 
DISTURBANCE proofs once more that 80's Hardcore-Punk is far from 
dead. This band sounds so British that I can hardly believe they’re from 
my country, the Netherlands. Sounding British makes this band also 
interesting for some skinheads I think. This is not endless fast music 
with screaming vocals, but it’s up-tempo Punk with a great deal of 
singalong to it as well plus good refrains. There’s not a weak song to 
be found on here, I haven’t heard a recent Punk band from the 
Netherlands at least that can compete with this enthouslastic band. 
Catchy yet aggressive Hardcore-Punk In British style - better take a 
listen! My favourite tracks are “Generation X’, “Live on the decline”, 
“Business meeting", “Fuck politics” and “Sons of war”. Best compared 
with ONE WAY SYSTEM and those kind of British bands from the past. 
The 12-pg booklet features all lyrics and some snapshots from the 
band and the fans. 






DOWINA Brezalauspurch MCD (Dowina) 

2005, 5 songs, 16:06; No idea what the title means when I write this 
review, check out the small interview in this O.o.O.’s issue for that... 
Slovakia’s music scene is making a damn good impression lately 
(check out RIGHT REST too!). These 5 songs (all in English language) 
by the Slovakian 5-piece are all pretty impressive, a mature 
experienced Rock sound with elements of Viking-Rock as well. A great 
release. The 8-pg booklet has the lyrics, no photo included - but here’s 
a bandpicture on the CD. 

DR. PAKO Ne budeme lepSt! CD (Youngster Seadog / Rubif) 

2002, 12 songs, 40:52; Slovak Punkrock 3-piece with a sound 
resemblant to POTRES (especially their first CD, meaning melodic 
Punkrock with very catchy refrains). I was very surprised by this band, 
caused by not too high expectations coming from the silly sounding 
bandname, plus that I had read somewhere DR. PAKO should be 
playing ‘Ska-Punk’ - which is after listening just complete nonsense, 
since there is no Ska or Ska-Punk to be found here, only Punk and 
Punkrock with great melodies. Some of the songs are a bit harder, but 
always catchy and melodic. The 4-pg booklet has the lyrics in 
Slovakian, very useful (for Slovakians). Get this CD from Rabi^t 
Records, the label from OPERACE ARTABAN member Kabanos. 

DRAMATIC BATTLE Violencia nocturna CD (auto-production) 

2003, 6 songs, 21:29; Dani from Spain played all instruments on this 
CD and he sings as well. Is that possible? I mean, does it work out 
well? Well listening the 6 songs it’s clear, and it must be said, that it is 
far from perfect. Especially the drumming needs improvement. It must 
not be forgotten that one person plays all instruments, which requires 
a lot of time, work and patience. So I have respect for Dani’s efforts. 
Do you know anyone in your surroundings with the same guts? With 
the negative words said, I must admit that I like listening the CD, apart 
from the song “Clase obrera", which is really not good. I like the song 
"Crucificado’’ which reminds me of the PEGGIOR AMICO demo tape 
from 1987 (with the significant vocals of Beppe). “Tierra natal" has a 
catchy refrain to it and is a nice song, too. The same goes for “El fin 
del paradiso". The style and quality of this CD can best be compared 
with ASGARD, the solo project of Kai (FREIKORPS). Especially the 
melodic touches and the guitarwork brings ASGARD to my mind. The 
vocals are a bit monotonous, but convince by their powerful 
intonation. The CD is worth a try I would say. The 2-pg booklet 
features an explanation of all lyrics and the CD is nice full-colour 
picture disc. 

DRAMATIC BATTLE Terroristas MCD (auto-production) 

2004, 4 songs, 17:50; From a one-man’s army in 2003, DRAMATIC 
BATTLE has grown out one year later to a ‘real’ band and of course it’s 
a big change for the better. The song “El fin del paradiso" got revisited 
and it’s much better now. There is still a lot to be improved, that’s 
mainly the vocals I think. It’s intentions may be strong, yet it sounds 
every time more like a proclamation - it’s a bit too monotonous if you 
ask me. Another point is that it still sounds if not everyone is playing 
the same tempo or something like that. The 2-pg booklet comes with a 
horror photo of the Madrid terrorist attacks of 2004 + short 
explanations about the lyrics of the songs. 

DUB BUK Idu na vy CD (East Side) 

?, 8 songs, 54:31; Ukrainian ‘NS Metal’. Of course It makes me a very 
suspect person, just by writing about this CD. I guess it makes me 
even more suspect when I tell you that I love this record. It’s the old 
story of lyrics on one side and music on the other side. I don’t 
understand one word from the lyrics but it’s clear In which direction 
these are, when noticing a swastica, wolf hook and odal rune in the 
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waterpartijen. Is die waterpar- 
ti] nou een pingo, een wiel of 
maar gewoon een dobbe, of een 
petgat. 


booklet. I can only say that lyrics or politics don’t do it for me - it’s the 
music. If the booklet was full of communist crap, I would have written 
the same story about this CD, so here it goes; There are in my entire 
private CD collection (Punk, Oil, Hardcore, RAC, Metal, Ska, etc.) only 
a few CD’s that I have played as much as “Idu na vy” (I’m coming for 
you - a historical phrase of the Kniaz (Prince) of Ancient Russ, which is 
not the same as Russia by the way)...After I heard it once, weeks and 
weeks followed where this was the only CD I was listening to, one time 
after another, on and on and on... It came that far that I gave it to a 
friend in order to get rid of it for some time, because all other music 
seemed so uninteresting in comparison with this CD... Now that I have 
the CD back it’s the same story again, so maybe I must destroy the 
record... DUB BUK plays 100% Black Metal. I already liked some Black 
Metal, but these Ukrainians are really brilliant. All songs are packed 
and stuffed with brilliant and magnificent passages, changes and 
melodies. On this CD there’s songs lasting 8 or even 10 minutes but ail 
are ultra-interesting until the end. It’s one great musical journey, 
making you forget everything around you. I never heard aggression 
and melody going hand in hand this great way before. Technically 
superb, super compositions and musical ideas. DUB BUK plays their 
music like if they invented it right away during playing. The changes in 
tempo and styles seem to come almost spontaneous. But of course 
everything was practised over and over again, into perfection. The last 
song is a Kozak march by the way. If you like Black Metal there is no 
way you can go around this CD. 



DUB BUK Misiac pomstv CD (East Side) 

2003, 7 songs, 37:27; Of course I had to get me this 2"^ DUB BUK CD 
as well (see previous review). “Misjac pomsty” (Moon of revenge) 
contains 2 DUB BUK Demo’s: “Misjac pomsty” and “Zasypiaje, ta ve 
sni pomivaje" (Falls asleep, and dies sleeping). This stuff does not live 
up to my high expectations. There’s still some beautiful parts to be 
found and there’s still a strong force in the songs, but the variation is 
gone and monotony rules here. The recordings on the debut were 
100% ‘underground’ (yet it sounded perfect), on this new record It 
sounds like everything was recorded at the bottom of the Baltic Sea, 
very strange. Drums were christal clear on the debut, now they’re 
hardly to hear, just the bass-drums is there. Again it’s become a very 
special record, but not by far as good as the first one. My favourite 
song is “In search of the soul". Meanwhile a 3"* DUB BUK CD is 
available, called “Rus ponad vse” (Russ beyond everything). 



the EXPLORERZ no title CD (Nouvelle Daube / Like A Shot) 

2005, 19 songs, 41:50; After several 7" vinyls, contributions to 
compilations and a debut CD some years back, here’s finally a new 
full-length album by the Elzass Ska/Rocksteady outfit. This CD shows 
a band who knows how to play the Ska and the Rocksteady, but who 
has now integrated some Punk and Rock ‘n’ Roll songs in their set as 
well, making this a worthwile varied record. Many nice tunes, such as 
“Irina Blues" (with cool Rockabilly touch, a cover from LA SOURIS 
D^GLINGU^E), “Brenda dummel di’ “ (instrumental), “Reggae fever” (a 
PIONEERS cover), “Ballade” (a punky song, too bad it lasts so short), 
“The return of the G.O.S.S.E.” (no idea what it’s about) and “This is not 
acceptable”. Including a cover as well by the recently disceased

the ESTIGIVIA without title MCD (Street Dogs / Razorwire) 

2003, 8 songs, 16:18; Argentinian 4-piece on a Argentinian-Belgian co¬ 
production. The Razorwire label for your information is Peter (Pure 
Impactys sub-label. THE ESTIGMA has quite a refreshing sound, very 
much Hardcore influenced. Good musicians from Argentina, just the 3"^ 
band that I heard from this South-American country. 6-pg booklet with 
photos and lyrics. Shall I say something about the red star in the 
band’s logo? No, some other time perhaps. 






LAUREL AITKEN and 2 funny tracks: “D’r Hans im Schnokeloch” 
(Alsatian traditional) and “Duddlsack” (Celtic traditional, mixing Ska 
with bagpipe). Nice 8-pg booklet with many photos + info’s on the 
tracks. 




FOIENOORD Foienoord CD (Foienoord) 

2003, 13 songs, 49:05; Covers from THE EXPLOITED, COCK 
SPARRER, 4-SKINS, SHAM 69, THE BLITZ and others, attached with 
Feyenoord lyrics (5 in English and 8 in Dutch). Not to forget there’s 2 
original FOIENOORD tracks here: “Foienoord" and “Another dead ref 
(last one happens to be a great tune). Feyenoord always has been my 
favourite club. I remember that when I was a kid I went in my 
Feyenoord pyama’s to school. And one year I had to pay 7 football 
pictures for just 1 picture of Feyenoord’s Mladen Ramljak (I will never 
forget that name!!)... Anyway what am I talking here... I’m getting 
sentimental... Very nice CD, for fans of Feyenoord, for fans of good 
music and for fans of sometimes funny lyrics. The 8-pg booklet has all 
lyrics. 


GET OUT The cutting edge CD (Rebellion) 

2004, 11 songs, 32:17; The Oss boys are continuing their course, still 
a 3-piece, still the stupid fanzinemaker who compares them to 
CONDEMNED 84... At first. I had to get used to this 2^ full-length. 
Despite the fact that most things stayed the same with GET OUT, 
there’s also change. The change is the adding of a bit of ‘Rock ‘n’ Roll’ 
in the band’s music. Check “We are gonna take If, or “Lowlife junkie". 
Well, I had to get used to that, that’s all. Meanwhile I think the new CD 
is really a step forward for the band. And It stays remarkable how 3 
blokes can make such a strong sound. GET OUT got more mature, 
without losing their Identity one bit. The lyrics didn’t change: still 
straight forward skinhead lyrics. Best tracks in my opnion are “Oi is the 
music of the streets”, “Rats in the media" and “We’re going down". One 
track has Brabantine lyrics, which is nice to hear for a Frisian guy like 
myself. Well, for everybody it’s nice I guess! The 16-pg booklet has all 
the lyrics and a bunch of photos. 


the GITS As pure as vodka CD (RAC) 

2003, 13 songs, 36:48; Hard to imagine there’s still people who don’t 
know this Polish band by now! The Lublin boys are one of the most 
productive Oi! bands around. In a couple of years no less than 3 full- 
lengths, 2 split CD’s and besides that Polish versions of the full- 
lengths! Between the 13 songs on this album, released on an 
American label, there’s one Polish song and (big surprise!) one Italian 
(!) song, which is a NABAT cover, originally “Laida Bologna” (from 
around 1983 or 1984 or so...), here “Laida Lublin”. The Italian sounds 
surprisingly good I think! About THE GITS I’ll tell you once more: they 
are one of the best Oi! bands in Europe I think, and I really mean OI! 
the classic English way, great catchy meldoies and always, ALWAYS 
super refrains. The only damn reason this great band has a big 
‘problem’ (well they don’t give a fuck about it!!) to reach a wider 
audience is because they don’t put water In the wine lyrically 
(naturally, as vodka drinkers!) and always like to provoke the P.C. 
crowd... Also people are always talking about the singer’s peculiar 
voice, his funny accent, etc. And maybe they just have bad luck, since 
a band like HAGGIS from Norway, who likes to say funny things in 
their lyrics about jews, kicking pregnant women, etc. just gets away 
with it!! The 12-pg booklet is not looking very ‘flashy’ because of the 
used colours, but It’s a decent work, - apart from the cover where not a 
Polish but instead a Swedish vodka bottle is shown.

GRAZDANSKAJA OBORONA Zdorovo i ve6no CD (XOP/Grob) 

2001, 8 songs, 31:46; Famous Siberian Punk band that started in the 
mid 80's as an aggressive anti-communist group yet later in the early 
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90's turned into a pro-Soviet and pro-communist band (I’m not really 
sure if this info is correct). On this specific CD the band is being 
catched during their first phase I think, sounding very anarchist. The 
songs are very artitic, original and alternative. If the art-movement 
Dadaism would have been using music, I’m sure GRAZDANSKAJA 
OBORONA would have been a good interpreter, making use of 
different kinds of singing (sometimes aggressive, sometimes 
melanchlic, but always maniac, at places close to hysteria) and lots of 
chaotic noises in the songs (falling materials, machinery, etc.). The 
apotheosis comes In the last song, where the music flows over in 
chaotic noises, lasting on and Increasing for minutes, completely crazy. 
There’s a 4-pg. booklet with two bandphotos and some (cyrillic) info to 
the recordings. I’m very glad with this record in my collection! 

GRAZDANSKAJA OBORONA Russkoe pole eksperimentov CD 

(XOP/Grob) 

2001, 10 songs, 32:09; Another GO CD from the early days I think, 
stuff is from 1989 and sounds pretty much the same as the record I 
reviewed just before this one, but this time almost without noises and 
machinery sounds In the songs. Very basic, simple sound, especially 
the bass lines are kept without frills. What impresses again are the 
emotional vocals of the singer. Absolute favoutites here are 
“Neponjatnaja pesenka” (slow, melancholic) and “I snova temno” (fast, 
sing-along). “Lobotomiya" Is worth mentioning as well, and so is the 
title-track, lasting over 13 minutes. GO can hardly be compared to any 
western Punk band, since it’s so authentical Russian sounding. That’s 
also just what I like so much about this band... There’s one band that 
comes to my mind when I try to find a Punkband In the west that has 
the same atmosphere and that’s the SWELL MAPS. But the last time 1 
heard their stuff was probably over 20 years ago, so I might be wrong 
here. 4-pg booklet, one photo. 




GRAZDANSKAJA OBORONA Dolgaja schastlivaja ziizn CD (Grob) 

2004, 13 songs, 52:02; It’s slow... It’s monotonous... It’s repetitive... It’s 
hypnotizing... The raw experimental phase has ended... It’s not good? 
Indeed, It’s not good - it’s FANTASTIC!! The “Long happy life” is the 
newest album by the Siberians and it’s very different from what I heard 
from them so far. The music sounds ail of a sudden very professional. 
The characteristic vocals of Egor Letov are still present and his voice Is 
so powerful, so full of energy... At places this CD reminds me of THE 
STRANGLERS (yes there’s an organ included), but it is a unique 
Russian sound here, it’s an album that I play on and on and it never 
gets boring, it’s strange... It’s the record that I have played the most 
frequent - from ail the records that are reviewed in this issue of “Out of 
Order”...!I With 4-pg booklet (nice cover drawing). 

HAGGIS Stormtroopers of hate CD (Pure Impact) 

2003, 15 songs, 41:01; Norwegian HAGGIS had interviews all over the 
place (with nice photos of beautiful submisive naked chicks, fullfilling 
the dream of every healthy man), when I still hadn’t hear a damn song 
from them. The impression that was given by all their answers, was of 
an Insane pack of idiots. Listening this CD, their full-length debut (I 
think?), their insanity comes even more clear to light. Crazy lyrics and 
crazy music, leaving not a single holy stone unturned. I advise each 
and every ‘PC Soldier’ out there, to hide and just wait until this storm 
has blown over! Whatever one can say, these hateful Norwegians can 
play. There’s hardcore full of rage and fury (“Poor’s a bore" as best 
example!), there’s country (“This Is our country”), and other stuff, in any 
case it’s music with an attitude... There’s all kinds of ridiculous intro’s 
and inventions in the songs. Their appoach reminds me of bands like 
PEOPLEHATERS or ONE LIFE CREW - always ready to step on 
someone’s toes (to put it mildly)... With 16-pg booklet, all lyrics and 
some photos. 














HAIRCUT Le gout des armes MCD (Bords de Seine) 

2002, 7 songs, 17:03; The well-known slow gripping sound by the 
Paris Oi! band, only this MCD comes across pretty weak. The opening 
song “Rocker dans Tame” is acceptable, but the rest Is really lacking 
power. To me this record Is quite boring, something Is missing. 
Includes one English song. I heard this MCD after I listened to the “Fils 
d’ouvrier” album and I was just disappointed... 8-pg booklet with lyrics. 

HAIRCUT Fils d’ouvrier CD (Dim) 

2002, 10 songs + outro, 25:23; Paris Oi! band with simple slow music. 
It is maybe not a milestone in skinhead music, but It is 100% skinhead 
music for sure and also 100% French style. They sometimes sing a 
few words In English and that’s really not funny. Why? Straight forward 
sound, great bass. Peculiar enough the CD came out on the German 
label Dim Records and not on their own label Bords de Seine. The 
booklet (8-pg, 4 lyrics) could have been better. 

HAIRCUT -*• STOMPER 98 The crash! CD (Bords de Seine) 

2003, 4 songs, 13:38; Here HAIRCUT Is so much better than on the 
“Le gout des armes” MCD... Maybe It’s a recording matter, who knows. 
It’s the same slow music but the sound and spirit Is so much better 
here. If you like old-style French Oil, checking out HAIRCUT must be 
your top-priority! STOMPER 98 I never listened to so far. That is 
because I have kind of a “bandname-problem”: as soon as I hear a 
bandname that I just don’t like, I ignore the band and don’t listen to 
their music... Yes, that can be very stupid, so I have already found out! 
But it still happens... STOMPER 98 Is from Gdttingen/Germany and 
really surprised me on this split. Catchy as hell and the saxophone Is a 
real positive extra with this band. A really strong French-German split I 
think, get it! Best track is “Frei geboren” by... STOMPER 98! This 
record Is also available on 7" vinyl mind you (2"^ pressing of 500 
copies is out!). Booklet is simple, just the lyrics. 



HEIDEVQLK De strljdlust is geboren CD (Heidevolk) 

2005, 9 songs, 43:57; Pagan Folk-Metal debut CD (called The lust for 
battle is born) by 6 natives from Gelderland, 8 songs originally by 
HEIDEVOLK and one revision of the Gelderland anthem. The sound of 
the recordings is kind of dull, but that’s the only small blot on this 
wonderful CD 1 can tell you. Beautiful slow and great aggressive songs 
go hand In hand, and the 6 heathens seldom fall In the malice that’s 
called hysterical growling and musical frenzy, thank Odin for that. The 
lyrics are beautiful in their bombasticness and are interlarded with 
words that got almost out of use in the Dutch language. Some 
additional Instruments that are being used by HEIDEVOLK are flute, 
midwinterhorn and tambourine. My favourites songs are “Krijgsvolk" 
(Soldiery), “Winteroorlog” (Winter war), “Furor Teutonicus” and "Het 
bier zal weer vioeien” (The beer will flow again), but ail tracks are 
worthwile to me. Great lay-outed 12-pg booklet with lyrics (Dutch) and 
nice photos. 

HVANGUR Krov ‘v pepel CD (CD-Maximum) 

2003, 11 songs, 53:21; Another Russian Black Metal CD which made 
a big impression on me. HVANGUR consists of just two members (it’s 
not unusual in the BM scene - sometimes only one person plays ail 
instruments and does the vocals as well) and the band is clearly 
influenced by SATYRICON (there’s also the cover of “In the mist by 
the hills” telling you that) and (so I’ve heard) early BURZUM. The band 
works in the Pagan BM genre, taking inspiration from traditional 
Russian pagan legends. The vocals on this album are a mix of the 
usual BM screaming and clear “viking" vocals. The best tracks In my 
opinion are “Krov ‘y pepel” (Blood and ashes) and “Vody spiat” (The 
water’s sleeping), both these songs have got what makes BM so 
interesting for me: slow parts carrying you away, up-tempo

aggressiveness, melodic/folkish in-betweens, just everything fits here. 
Other highlights are “Ognedki Zhih” (Fire eye Zhih), “Na sever” (To the 
north) and “Rusalochy ochi" (Mermeid’s eyes). Last mentioned song 
has one of the best intros I’ve ever heard In my life (and I’ve heard 
thousands), giving me the creeps, I even feel it in my face - this Is 
super strong, no comparison, just a sensational experience! Meanwhile 
you must be thinking that I’m some kind of weirdo I guess. Maybe 
you’re right. But this music is just very wortwile to me. To me. Black 
Metal Is very “rich" music, giving me a lot of precious moments. I 
couldn’t do without it anymore. I’m not a BM adept, but to me it’s 
become a very welcome adjustment to my already broad musical 
taste... Most songs on this CD are about 5 minutes, few ones are 
lasting about 3 minutes. In the SATYRICON cover HVANGUR skates 
over thin Ice in the beginning, making a few mistakes I think, but later 
on they fully recover and make this a great finish of a great CD. The 
booklet has 8 pages with lyrics only (cyrillic of course). 


ILE DE FRANCE No alia dittatura planetria CD (Rupe Tarpea) 

2002, 12 songs, 50:04; The second IDF CD Is limited to only 499 
copies and came out in Italy on the ‘NR specialized’ label Rupe 
Tarpea. Like the first IDF album, this is again a magnificent record. I 
love this band a lot, the vocals are really outstanding and the music is 
very original and fresh. Apart from this the lyrics are questioning and 
intelligent, almost like poetry. Anti-globalists pur sang IDF proof that the 
real essence of anti-globalism is not just the repulsion of capitalism but 
the fight against the loss of identity as well. IDF is for me one of the 
best bands on the nationalist scene. They are so different from the 
majority, they are truly alternative. I should be more objective, I know... 
By the way, parts of the song “Cameleon” sound more than just familiar 
(meaning that It sounds exactly the same) to a FOO FIGHTERS song (I 
thank my wife for her attention!). The booklet, which has a very ugly 
cover in my opinion, has 16 pages with lyrics In Italian, French and 
English. 


INCIDENT Streetrhapsodv CD (Rabi^t) 

2003, 13 songs + intro/outro, 42:46; The third full-length by this ‘96 
formed Slovak skinhead 3-piece. As usual with many of the Slovak 
(and Czech) bands, the vocals sound like If the singer has been eating 
sandpaper since his early childhood. I’m trying to be poetic. Now let’s 
get serious. This is a great skinhead record, maybe the guitar is a bit 
too distorted for some people, but I like this raw buzzing sound a lot. It 
fits well with the raw vocals. Hard hitting yet melodic skinhead music, 
get it now or be an idiot forever! Includes a cover by an old Slovak 
metal outfit called TUBLATANKA. If you’re not sure if you’re ready for 
the Eastern Europe sound of Oil, check this band and many others out 
on “Czech & Slovak Street Kids Vol. 2" CD (also on Rabi^t Records, 
see review elsewehre). There’s some English translations in the 12-pg 
booklet, but unfortunately not to the song “St^le ost^vama”,which has 
the intrigueing accompanying phrase 'Fuck off to Amsterdam’... Some 
nice photos of band + friends included too. 


IN MEMORIAM Persona non grata CD (Memorial) 

2002, 11 songs, 42:07; I’m loving this French nationalist band ever 
since their 4-track debut cassette, many years ago. This band 
symbolizes for me the possibility of a positive type of natlonalsim, a 
nationalism with an intelligent approach. Musically the Paris 
combattants made a whole new sound, far away from Oi! and RAC, 
more towards Pop and Alternative Rock. On this new album (because 
of my sickening lazyness It’s already 3 years old when I write about it) I 
must admit that only on few occasions I am very enthousiastic: 
“Aucrepuscule", “En homme libre", “USA", “Spleen de Paris” and 
“Rencontre”. “La colonne” is a nice German traditional song, but a 
Frenchman singing in German Is just a poor experience and so Is a 







Frenchman singing in English (“I had a dream", the last song on the Rp|^a0r zicllZGlf 

album). All in all a nice CD, with a couple of splendid songs, but also a l • 

couple of songs that are missing a bit of power. met fietsketting 

the JESTERS Small town stories CD (autoproduction) 

2003, 15 songs, 35:30; I know what ‘jetsers’ are and thinking of these 
wonderful female bodyparts makes me wanna do other things than 
writing stupid CD-reviews... THE JESTERS are a Flamish streetpunk 
outfit with saxophone. Its not something very special, but its a nice 
CD. Lyrically its all pretty stereotype, heard It all 1000 times before 
(drinking, fighting, riot, police, etc.). I’m just getting an old grumbler, 
sorry about that. Lets conclude, its a nice CD with decent music, no 
songs that are really bad, but I do also not get a big kick out of it all. 

Nice, just nice. Best song probably “Your ways". I think when you like 
UNITE AGAINST SOCIETY, you will also like this band. The booklet 
has 8 pages and brings lyrics and some photos. 

KAAOS + KUOLLEET KUKAT split CD (Propaganda) 

2003,16 songs, 28:53; 80's Finnish Hardcore-Punk as you’ve guessed 
right, you smart reader. On this split you get the famous “Totaalinen 
kaaos" EP (originally out in 1982) from KAAOS, a perfect example of 
raw and fast Finnish HC-Punk, with also a few slower parts. This 
band’s music still rules for your crazy editor. There’s 3 extra KAAOS 
tracks featured, one of them Is in different on the EP as well. Songs 
last between 0:43 and 2:24 for your info. “Melakka", “Kommunistit ja 
fasistif - yeah, and the others. It’s ail classic stuff my friends. Maybe I 
should be locked up in a mental institution. KUOLEET KUKAT is 
present here with their “Isovell valvoo" 4-track EP from 1984, which I 
hear now (2005) for the first time. This material isn’t as good as the 
KAAOS stuff, there’s a hitch somewhere sometimes. It’s slower than 
KAAOS, yet they have a similar sound at places. Comes with 4-pg 
booklet with the original covers of both the EP’s. 

KAMPFZONE STEELCAPPED STRENGTH split CD (Dim) 

2003, 10 songs, 30:37; What a contrast on this “Swedish-German 
friendship" CD! KAMPFZONE blows everything away with 5 ultra¬ 
powerful crackers, whilst STEELCAPPED STRENGTH just muddles 
along almost without inspiration so It seems. This is In fact the first time 
that KAMPFZONE (In my opinion) has managed to capture their 
enormous stage spirit and strength on record, this has probably to do 
with studio and mixing and all that. Magnificent band, for me this is no 
doubt Germany’s no. 1 skinhead band. “Made In Germany", “Blut auf 
den Strassen" (killer track!), “Clockwork generation", “Schdne Welf, 

“Lange NSchte": what a fucking power!! STEELCAPPED STRENGTH 
on the contrary makes a lousy impression here, far from delirious with 
joy, it’s a perfunctory performance by the Swedes. The drums is really 
lacking something, the guy just knows one trick, all songs are the 
same drums, all the time... But it must be said, even in this condition 
(the recordings are also pretty shit!) STEELCAPPED STRENGTH 
manages to draw my attention and keep it - because the songs are, 
like in the early days, just so wonderful simple and great at the same 
time. The 8-pg booklet has a nice cover and features the lyrics to the 
KAMPFZONE songs only + some photo stuff. 

KARNVAPEN ATTACK Postnuclear hardcore 7” EP (Mala Raza) 

?, 10 songs; It sounds like a Swedish Hardcore-punk release from the 
80's, but it’s from Zaragoza in Spain, it’s very recent (I think)... and it’s 
fucking AWESOME!! Haven’t heard this for a long time... Insane 
screechy vocals, cranky fast songs, it’s wonderful... Maybe you must 
have a Punk history (or be a Punk hehe) to appreciate these maniacal 
tracks... “Mata punkis”, “Capitalistas", “Burgues", “Came", “Su S.I.D.A." 

- that’s just the A side and one surpasses the other In extremity, 
though “Su S.I.D.A." Is the most pointed, the most extreme, the most 
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wonderful tune. Fuck I hope it’s lyrics are not some stupid call for 
‘humanity’ or something... Anyway super tracks. On the B side there’s 
another 4 songs + 1 ‘secret’ (unmentioned) bonus song, this one 
sounds a lot like ANTI-CIMEX (80's Swdish Hardcore-punk). Over-all, 
you must think of that kind of bands with this EP, think of CRUDITY 
(Sweden), think of MOB 47 (Denmark) and you know what to expect - 
only this is much, much faster and with the hysterical Spanish vocals 
this band just rules a lot of the old shit out in my opnion. Only for the 
fans of brutal Hardcore-punk (I think it’s called ‘Crust-core’ these days 
but who cares). Radical and uncompromising music, that’s for sure. 

KAROLINERNA November jir 1700 CD (Ultima Thule) 

2003, 10 songs, 38:53; After the peculiar CD “Once upon a time I was 
a member of Ultima Thule” CD from the year 1994, nothing was heard 
anymore from ULTIMA THULE’s early years vocalist and brother of the 
UT’s drummer Ulf: Bruno Hansen. The “Once upon..." CD was 
repressed meanwhile (with one bonus song added) some years ago. 
But now Bruno is back with a new band/project called KAROLINERNA 
and It’s become like 10 years ago a peculiar CD again, because of a 
couple of most ‘poppy’ tunes, ready to storm the Swedish charts 
(“Balladen om briggen Blue Bird av Hull” and “V^rmlandsvisan”)... But 
the main part is for firm and great Viking-Rock. Together with still the 
best voice I know from a singer in our “scene”, a real must-have. Like 
with the other full CD, also this one has a quite silly booklet and front- 
cover. Bruno should really care about something like that as well, 
because this is just not good enough. 

KLASSE KRIMINALE Amotinado en el mundo CD (AMP) 

2001,25 songs, 70:18; Just when I was about to beat my own personal 
record of 3 push-ups, my secretary stormed into my office. “Chef! Es 
gibt elne CD beim Post!” she shouted. She had just ran 4 stairs, so her 
nice breasts were moving up and down nicely. ‘Secretary?’, I hear you 
ask, what secretary?!’ Indeed. But also: which one. Was it the 
mysterical blond-haired Tamara, was it the funny red-haired Miriam? 
No, it was the horny black-haired Helga, my favourite. She was from 
Italy, but she couldn’t speak English, so she always spoke German to 
me. I’m from The Netherlands and I don’t know any Italian, so I 
answered her in English: “Damn. I was just about to beat my personal 
record of 95 push-ups.” I swept away some imaginary sweatdrops from 
my forehead. “Which CD anyway?” “Es ist von KLASSE KRIMINALE, 
Chef, eine Sammiung ihrer Hits!! Ist in Argentien rausgebracht!” I 
moaned like a dog who gets kicked In the ass. “Hits? What hits? They 
are a bunch of left-wingers, and left-wingers have no hits! Besides, I’m 
not in the mood to write any reviews. I’m tired and my back hurts, as 
usual." Helga responded my despair by making lewd moves with her 
georgeous body and said: “Ich werde dir helfen. Chef, Ich werde 
deinen Schmerz wegnehmen.” Before I could protest, which I had not 
in mind anyway, she had pulled my material out and started to jerk me 
off. She’s a wild animal, yes. That’s why she’s one of my 3 secretary’s. 

I looked to the ceiling and said: “Hm-hm-mmm, do tell me at least 
something about the record, hmmm-mm.” She slowed down a bit and 
said: “Sie splelen 2 bekannte Lieder von THE CLASH und ANGELIC 
UPSTARTS zum Beispiel, Chef. Es gibt auch eln Lied dabei von einem 
Konzert.” I answered her: “Alright, that’s something. Now, what are the 
3 best songs?” “Ach Chef, viele gute Lieder, aber den besten 3 sind 
wohl “Lungo il fiume”, “Mangia i ricchi” und “Unit! sempre divisi mai." 
Without warning she started to do a blow-job, and she did one hell of a 
job I can tell you. “Inmm einm Mlied hmredmn msiem vmom 
Wevomlutiomn”, she said, moving her mouth fast up and down. 
“What?!?!?”, I replied her, “I can’t hear you, you suck too hard.” She let 
go of my lolly and said: “In einem Lied reden sie von Revolution!”

KNOCKDOWN The game is ours CD (Rebellion) 

2003, 11 songs, 26:19; Punkrock ‘n’ roll, from the Eindhoven area I 
think. Who cares, it’s from the south - as usual!! Just a nice CD, 
nothing wrong with it really. Can’t say I’m very moved by the record 
either, since it’s just the normal Punkrock routine to me, nothing that 
will shock the world. It’s OK though. Maybe I’ve heard too many bands 
lately... They do a nice cover of THE RAMONES by the way. The 8-pg 
booklet has all lyrics and some photos. I hope the band doesn’t regret 
having said ‘Hello’ to the Out of Order fanzine in their booklet... My 
review comes 2 years too late and also it’s a dumb review!! 

KUNTRA Paraulas de fogu MCD (autoproduction) 

2004, 6 songs, 20:40; This Sardinian nationalist 5-piece (see interview 
elsewhere in this issue) has delivered an impressive debut with this 
‘combat promo’ CD. Especially the track “Nosthra nazlone” stands out, 
aggressive with militant separatist lyrics, this is the pure sound of 
PEGGIOR AMICO on “Le strade sono nostre” from 1987, the 
resemblance is really undeniable. Another most impressive song is 
“So elli” (a cover apparently?) a song with hymn aspirations. “Iskidati” 
(Wake up!) is again like listening to PEGGIOR AMICO in their early 
days, just great! “Resistenza" (like “So elli’ a cover?) has a beutiful 
touching intro. A very promising band. 

the LAGER LOUTS Big breaks and heartaches CD (Bouncing 

Sole) 

2003, 12 songs, 37:46; Dutch Streetpunk band from the Dordrecht 
(near Rotterdam) area. Excellent recordings, nice songs, but the loud- 
voiced vocals kind of spoil it a bit for me here (sorry Manuel). The 
vocals sound too much forced In my opnion. I think the singer doesn’t 
need that and the same goes for the songs. Lyrically It’s a bit simple, 
but there’s a couple of tracks with some extra thought put into it, such 
as “Veteran” and “Rules and restrictions”. All in all a nice Dutch Punk 
CD, well worth a listen. Maybe my comment was a bit too negative, but 
I really think they can do better than this. Check them out when they 
play live, they pull up a good show. Simple 8-pg booklet with all lyrics + 
some photos. 

LAST RIOT Grtisse aus Sachsen-Anhait DEMO CD (Last Riot) 

2003, 9 songs, 32:11; New German 3-plece with the first 
KAMPFZONE/ERSTSCHLAG singer (Schulze) in it’s ranks. This 
demo shows a promising band with a bit of that 80's German skinhead 
sound and I’m sure this will become a very succesful group. Of course 
it’s not by far to be called ‘perfect’ (that’s what demos are for) but some 
songs like “Was ihr verdient!”, “MSdchen meiner TrSume” and above 
all “Zeichen der Zeif are already stuck in my head. 100% skinhead 
rock ‘n’ roll sound I might add!! Lyrically it’s exactly my cup of tea as 
well, just patriotic skinhead stuff, nothing more & nothing less! Get the 
demo and wait for their debut CD (DIM Records)... 

LAST RIOT Bose Jungs CD (Dim) 

2004, 11 songs, 39:03; This debut CD gives you what you can expect 
after a Demo CD: a much better recording sound. It’s basically the 
same songs here; just two new ones, the sensitive “Falsches Spiel” 
(about friends and betrayal) and the stormy “Volk steh’ auf. One of my 
favourite LAST RIOT songs, “Wass ihr verdlenf Is not present on this 
release, and that has most likely to do with the violent lyrics... 
Fortunately it’s still played at gigs. I’m kind of missing the great 
rawness of the Demo here, but of course this debut CD is a much

LION’S PRIDE Satand and defend CD (Pure Impact) 

2004, 13 songs, 48:03; Long and eagerly awaited debut album for the 
Flemish band around ANCIENT RITES frontman GQnter Theys (with 
shaven head these days) and really an astonishing storming debut it’s 
become. Excellent up-tempo patriotic rock, perfectly recorded and 
performed, strong refrains, intelligent confronting and provocative (for 
some...) Lyrics with extensive side words in the 12-pg. booklet, which 
is a great work I might add. In the booklet there’s also a long 
Introduction to the band, written in the well-known sincere, honest and 
intelligent way that I am used to with GQnter. The website of the band 
finishes it off, here’s a band leaving you no doubt: no amateurish 
beginners band, right away from the start this band makes their mark. 
Professional patriots! The CD includes the best song with 
Dutch/Flamish lyrics that I’ve heard so far (with English title “11"’ of July 
1302"). There is, apart from the intelligence and sincereness, no real 
resemblance to ANCIENT RITES, even when Gunter does not sing a 
whole lot different here, but it’s a different approach. Some lyrics could 
even be by AR though: the already mentioned “11“' of July 1302", 
“Germania" (which is at the end really sounding also musically like AR 
when a bit of keyboard is thrown in). Musically one could say that 
LION’S PRIDE is ANCIENT RITES’ rich and varied sound being 
stripped down to the essence, more direct. More direct are certainly the 
lyrics, check out “PC Brigade”, “Patriot”, “Protect and survive” and 
more... All respect to Gunter & Co. for their courage, speaking out their 
minds and following their hearts. The CD comes with a video track of 
“Protect and survive” - haven’t seen it yet... 



MELNITSA Doroga snov CD (CD Land) 

2003, 12 songs, 48:00; Beautiful accoustic debut album by Moscow’s 
MELNITSA (the Mill), in which no less than 10 persons contribute. The 
band’s charismatic leader Is Helavisa, a woman with a beautiful voice. 
MELNITSA are inspired by Celtic, Scandinavian and Russian folk 
music. They are very popular in pagan/folk circles and also attract the 
fantasy (Tolkien) audience. All lyrics are in Russian. I’m afraid the only 
words I understand on this CD are ‘Helga’ and ‘Olga’ in the song 
“Olga”, but these are names... This album is worthwile for the beautiful 
folkish ballads, the subtle use of all instruments, the lovely vocals of 
Helavisa and just the whole midieval atmosphere rising from these 
Russian pearls. The band usually plays in small pubs but when they do 
solo concerts In big concert halls, they easily attract up to 1000 people. 
MELNITSA’s vocaliste Helavisa also has a side project called CLANN 
LIR, where she sings her lyrics in English. The CD comes with a 4-pg 
booklet with nice cover and really great drawings inside the booklet + 
some info’s (cyrillic...). Something for the connoisseur, this CD! 

MOTORNO ULJE Zadnja litra Demo-CD (autoproduction) 

1999, 10 songs + intro, 22:36; Croatian Punk band with a touch of Oi!. 
Oh, is that called Streetpunk. OK, about this Streetpunk Demo can be 
said negative things, regarding the soundquality, or the technical 
abilities of the bandmembers, or whatever, but with every record (from 
early Demo to professional full-length CD) the only thing that counts for 
me is: do I like playing it more often or not. I won’t keep you prisoner of 
my ridiculous thoughts any longer, I play this Demo every now and 
then and so there must be something about it that I like. My favourite 
track here is “RadniCki sendviC” (Working-class sanwich?). Other great 
ones are “Razbi staklo” (Broken glass?). The vocals are like Manuel’s 
vocals on THE LAGER LOUTS debut CD. The music is up-tempo 
Punk/Streetpunk. I love the bass sound on this record. 















NAlV Ziivoj i nevredimiy CD (?) 

2003, 19 songs, 62:59; Cheerful Russian Punk, kind of ‘poppy’ 
sounding. 15 Live tracks and 4 studio ones. Don’t expect chaos-punk 
or whatever, it’s all nice and clean Punkrock, after a while maybe a bit 
too nice really... From the live tracks I enjoyed “Propaganda i reklama”, 

“Vasja”, “Ja spokoen" and “Zjazjda prikijoetsjenij". The 4 studio (and 
video) songs are all excellent material, which would make a good | 
figure on MTV I think, since it’s very smooth Punkrock. All in all a nice 
Punk record, nothing very special, but I'm glad I came across this one. 

Booklet is 4-pg and you guessed right, all in fucking cyrillic. 

CEIL POUR CEIL N6s pour en chier... CD (Bords de Seine) 

2001, 11 songs, 27:46; Just when I got to know this great band, I 
heard that they will stop, fuck... 1 suppose “N6s pour en chier” is the 
band’s debut and it’s far from perfect, the drums is at places the weak 
spot here, the CD-sound isn’t too good either, but my god this band 
has given me back my faith in French Oi! music, with their strong tunes 
and wonderful agressive and beautiful French singing. One hit after 
another: “Safari”, “Marylin”, “Perpete” (super!!), “A boire!” 
(magnificent!), “Dictateur”, “Mesrine”,... The sound is a bit like 
HAIRCUT, meaning pure French Oil, 100% skinhead. The good years 
are returning!! Includes a SKINKORPS cover. Comes with 12-pg 
booklet with lyrics and photos. 

CEIL POUR CEIL Rock Anti Cailleras CD (Bords de Seine) 

2004, 13 songs, 30:16; The 2"^ and final CD for this great French Oi! 
band. My expectations were pretty high for this new CD and although 
it’s really not bad at all, I’m not as enthousiastic as with the debut. 

Maybe the band has improved but somehow the real ‘hits’ are missing 
on this one. Or maybe I’m just an asshole wh should shut up. Anyway I 
always play the debut, can’t help it. On this CD is an EVIL SKINS 
cover. Too bad this band will split up!! The booklet has 8 pages and is 
kept black/white. 

OPERACE ARTABAN ZA^IATOK KONCA Skinhead’s 

brotherhood CD (Rabiat) 

2004, 12 songs, 37:27; Czech (OPERACE ARTABAN) / Slovak 
(ZACIATOK KONCA) split CD, with 6 songs by each band. OPERACE |- 
ARTABAN more heavy than ever with the more melodic (thanks to 
keyboards) “Erzika Josef and “Druhy dech” (Second breath) as songs r -itmin-MTf' 
that stand out. The ZACIATOK KONCA songs definitely belong to the | 

best part of this split. Their tracks instantly stuck to me. They are one U #4 I 
of the longest running skinhead bands in Slovakia and it shows. Songs ^ 
like “Splhme si svoje sny” (Let’s make our dreams come true), ( . 
“Everyday riof and “Posledny bojovnik” (Last warrior) are catchy as 
hell and it’s up to you if you wanna discover their strength! Nice 16-pg 
booklet with English translations to ail lyrics (thanks for that folks!). 
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PARTIYA DEZVLASTIYA Psichbolnitsy CD (Neuro Empire) 

2004, 12 songs, 25:39; This is a young Russian punk band from 
Moscow (members are 19-20 years old). Some of them are students of 
the Moscow radio and television institute. The bandname means 
PARTY OF ANARCHY and the CD title means Mental Hospitals. Not a 
bad record I can tell you, enjoyable Russian Streetpunk. Some of the 
best songs here are “Suchka” (Bitch), Pessimizm, Bin Laden and 
Vesna (Spring). A good starter when you want to discover Russian 
Punk music. The band exists a couple of years and the.guitarist Vanys 
(Ivan) earlier played in DIAGENS. Other members used to play in 
VESELY RODZHER (Jolly Roger). They have played gigs with 
LOUSY,HAUSVABOT, PURGEN, DIAGENS, 7-TEEN, ORGAZM, 
NOSTRADAMUSA, MAUSOLEUM and with lots of other Russian 
punk-hc-oi-ska bands. (Thanks to Dimitri/Neuro Empire for info). 






















PILSNER OIIQUELL Svat^ pravda CD (?) 

2004, 14 songs + intro, 38:48; Czech Oil, sounding like Czech Oi! (I’m 
competing for an award for the most stupid start of a review and I think 
I make a good chance with this intro). I’m not a big fan of the bagpipe- 
hype in Oi! music, so the look of a guy In Lonsdale shirt with bagpipe 
on the backside of this Czech CD made me fear the worst. But no harm 
done, he’s only eminently present in the intro and in one of the last 
tracks. From track 2 on, PILSNER OIIQUELL hammers their Punk 
influenced Oil home succesfully (great drums) and after a few 
listenings I became pretty attached to this up-tempo Oil stuff, which 
keeps raving on, only Interrupted by Czech radio/TV fragments. 
There’s a hilarious remake of “These boots are made for walking" 
called “Boty”, where the voice of the PILSNER OIIQUELL skingirl has 
the same effect one me as when someone is writing with chalk on a 
blackboard. Fortunately she sings only this song and the last ‘song’ 
(playtime 0:15). But it’s mainly funny, so don’t worry. The best songs 
on this fine CD are for me “Musi§ rovn§ staf and “Skins sa br^nia 
utokom”. The 8-pg booklet is not a real hammer. 

les POCHES Les seigneurs de lager 7" EP (Lion) 

?, 4 songs; I liked (the in excellent English sung) “Tears of lager” by 
LES POCHES on the Bords de Seine promo CD and the other 3 tracks 
here are (with French lyrics) In the same vein. Clear guitar sound, just 
nice French Rock ‘n’ Oil music. Worth checking out. Distributed by 
Bords de Seine. 

PORCO 69 Sempre in mezzo ai quai CD (Barracuda) 

2002, 12 songs, 28:12; A great Italian CD my friends. Well played 
aggressive up-tempo skinhead music, where there’s no short of 
melody as well. Lyrics are not for the pussy skins, these Italians sing 
uninhibited about their fatherland (!), their race (!) and their traditions 
(!). So there’s enough to annoy some members of the skinhead family. 
A powerful CD for the fans of Italian Oll-RAC style. Short sharp songs, 
10 out of 12 are below 3 minutes and 6 are even below 2 minutes (!). 
The EXPLOITED classic “Barmy Army” has been changed to 
“Skinhead army”. 10-pg booklet with all lyrics and some photos, a good, 
work. 

PUR MALT Beer, sex and gerbouiade MCD-R (Pur Malt) 

?, 6 songs, 16:53; These French perverts deliver here a nice 6-track 
CD-R, which promises the listener some kind of a Demo, but it’s good 
music and it comes with a real booklet. The band has a tight 
experienced sound, so let’s call these French professional perverts, 
shall we! Best tracks are “C’est toi que Ton baise” and “Le mec bourre” 
and both these ones sound very much like URBAN CREW I can tell 
you. One more good French record! The 12-pg fold-out booklet shows 
some nice chicks (and some who are less good looking) who love to 
put bottles anywhere possible in their bodies. 


REBEL HELL Thirst for conquest CD (Panzerfaust) 

2003, 15 songs, 43:30; Over 10 years ago an American redneck band 
entered the scene and took it by storm with their awesome power Rock 
‘n’ Roll full of political incorrectness: LIBERTY 37. Especially their 
“Rebirth of a nation” EP is still fresh in my mind. Two members of that 
band. Bill and Colonel Slanders, got their act together and are now In a 
new band called REBEL HELL and doing the same thing again, but this 
time the sound is even more brutal. Mighty powerful MOTORHEAD / 
DISCHARGE influenced stuff with great non-PC lyrics, in the same 
vein as with LIBERTY 37 (anti-gun control, take right in your own 
hands, etc.) only a bit more outspoken. Listen to “Thurst for conquest”, 
“Enemy at the gates”, “Destruction... and then some”, “Iron coffin”, 
“Blood, guts and war”, “From my cold, dead fingers”, “Too many laws 
(too many lawyers)”, “Violence is in style” and the other tracks and be 


















overrun by this American force! Includes a DISCHARGE cover; “Ain’t 
no feeble bastard”. Booklet is a 8-pg fold-out one with lyrics. Get it. 



RETALIATOR + BAKERS DOZEN Kick down that fuckin’ walll CD 


(Blind Beggar) 

2002, 9 songs. 30:15; Decent Oil split CD with 4 tracks by English 
RETALIATOR and 5 tracks by Scottish BAKERS DOZEN. 
RETALIATOR has Baysey on lead guitar here and Steve (LOYALTY) 
on rhythm guitar. The English lads still have their aggressive raw Oil 
sound, there’s not so much Metal involved as we’re used to from them 
these days. BAKERS DOZEN has added a guitarist to their line-up, yet 
sound more or less the same as on their first CD “Divided from the 
masses”. Well I’m finished with my silly review, just go out and buy this 
one - you need stuff like this I’m telling you! With 12-pg booklet (the 
cover drawing is hilarious, I mean why kick down a wall when you can 
just jump over it easily?!) with lyrics and photos. 


RETALIATOR + THE GITS Polish your boots! CD (Strong Survive) 

2004, 14 songs, 42:54; British-Polish friendship CD and It’s become a 

real smasher I can tell you (I tell you now). I haven’t got the 
RETALIATOR vinyls, but I guess their tracks are from the “Patriotic 
alcoholics” EP and “The Sweeney” split-EP with LOYALTY. They do a 
BLITZ cover (“4Q”) and one from TENPOLE TUDOR (“The swords of 
1000 men”). There’s not so much Metal thrown in here, this is good old 
British Oil, 7 hits to be remembered joyfully (where do I find these silly 
words). THE GITS have 5 songs + short intro and outro. They have 
some songs here that belong to the band’s best songs I think: “Ole Oli 
(...cala Polska)” and “Blizny i szramy”, which is a superb track!! As you 
can see, all in Polish this time, and it comes more natural (of course) 
than their English excursions on the fusty Nordisc label, hehe. For 
people who feel helpless not knowing any Polish words, there’s a 
small comfort, the lyrics to “Ole Oli” have an English translation In the 
nice lay-outed 8-pg booklet. 


RETALIATOR When duty calls CD (Pure impact) 

2005, 12 songs, 53:01; If you still haven’t seen this band live, you can 
only blame yourself, because this year they have played/will play 
everywhere: England, Belgium, France, Germany, Poland, maybe I 
missed a few... This is the year of RETALlATOR’s departure (so they 
say, I guess It’s just a sick joke, haha) and they want us to remember 
them as good blokes (which they are!) who gave their best (which they 
did!). This 3'*^ full CD is more hard as nails than ever before and It has 
it’s ups and downs to be honest with you. There’s to begin with, some 
powerful rockers like “Beneath the mask", “The great unwashed”, “A 
bridge too far”, “Damned and hellhound”, “We should've known", but 
there’s also a few tracks I prefer to skip when I listen the CD: “Hunting 
Chris Ryan” and “Don’t put the telly on”. The MADNESS cover isn’t 
bad at all, nice idea really. I will always love RETALIATOR for their 
100% skinhead attitude. No frills, no big talks, just telling the things the 
way they see it. Skinheads! Patriots! For England! With a big interest in 
their country’s history - and that’s the way it should be. You know I am 
a big fan of RETALlATOR’s lyrics, well the best lines I found on this 
album are in the track “The great unwashed”; 

...They’re on the march... 

... With ‘Special Brew’... 

... They’re waving their banners... 

... ‘Cos they’re anti-you!.. . 

I don’t remember who writes the lyrics with RETALIATOR but these 
lines just rule. “Anti-you”!! That’s hitting the fucking nail on the head! 
Great guys, great band and they will be sadly missed in the scene. 
(Well, I hope this kneefall is enough to convince them to go on!?!)

?, 12 songs, 35:38; The second REZYSTENCJA release "We are the 
skinheads”, came out originally back In 1995 and was previously only 
available on cassette. It’s a bit strange that their 3'*^ tape “To jest nasz 
muzyka" (This is our music) from 1998 isn’t included on this CD too 
(would have been nice...). If you still don’t know this Polish 01! band by 
now, you’re a pitiful person who should attend without hesitation the 
S.E.K.N.S.C. (School for Elementary Knowledge of the Skinhead 
Culture) again, and pay attention this time, when Miss Skingirl teaches 
you a lesson. Maybe she should lay the whip across you. The 
forerunner of REZYSTENCJA was SZCZERBIEC I think - I’m not sure 
but well, no one really reads this silly fanzine so I can just write 
whatever I want... The 6-pg booklet has the lyrics and some photos. 

RIGHT REST Nezabudneme August 1968 CD (Waqgabond) 

2004, 13 songs, 53:49; Out of the blue, at least for me, comes this 
Slovakian band with an impressive and truly Rock Against Communism 
record, dedicated to the victims of communism. I really like this record 
and I’ll tell you why. First of all there’s the music, it’s solid rock music. 
More typical east-block RAC rather than anything else (I’ve read 
something about ‘Identity Rock’ in a review, but this fits only for the 
lyrics). And secondly because the lyrics reach far above “Kill commie 
for your mummy” level... Good solid music with intelligent nationalist 
and anti-communist lyrics, that’s what I like and that’s exactly what 
RIGHT REST Is offering. My favourite tracks are “Justidny omyl” 
(Miscarriage of justice), “Zahoden^i n^dej” (Wasted hope), “Armada” 
(Army) and “Vedny plameri" (Eternal flame), last one is a slow touching 
metal song, ready to storm the charts... Only let-down is the song 
“Slep^ Viera” (Blind trust), a ska-ish tune that doesn’t hold my attention 
(it even Irritates me). Track nr. 9 “Otvoron6 klamstvo” (Open lie) left me 
in despair, because it sounded so familiar yet I couldn’t remember 
where I heard It before. Friends told me that it’s the theme from 
‘Speedy Gonzales’?! “Star6 6asy" (The old times) is a very nice ballad¬ 
like song which really touches my heart. The CD comes with a 16-pg 
black/white booklet with all lyrics (also translated to English) and 
historical photos. A mature album from Slovakia, full of variation and 
with a strong Intelligent message. Don’t miss It, patriot!! 

ROMANTIKUS ER6SZAK Z^rva a Mennyorsz^g CD 

(autoproduction) 

2003, 10 songs, 34:45; The Hungarian band ROMANTIC VIOLENCE is 
not very productive, in the 9 years of their existence they’ve only made 
3 albums (but maybe I’ve missed a release, or even more than one...) 
This 3"'* release (I think) Is In any case again In the typical 
ROMANTIKUS style, highly melodic Rock ‘n’ Roll with a touch of Folk. 
Maybe they’re not as good as ^GESZ^GES FEJB6 r (The Healthy 
Scalps), but still they have their own particular style, which always 
succeeds in holding the listener’s attention. A solid Hungarian album. 
The CD title means “The gate of Heaven Is closed", when I’m correct. 
The 8-pg booklet has all lyrics, yet It’s all in Hungarian... 

SANGRE Y PRO Al filo de la cuchilla CD (Rata-ta-ta-t^) 

2002, 9 songs, 32:07; Spanish 3-piece with not so original bandname 
(it means Blood and Honour for your info), but with a nice nationalist 
Rock album. Not by far as good as the great ESTIRPE IMPERIAL or 
DIVISION 250, but not a bad at all, either. The title-track is a strong 
slow Rock song with nice guitarwork and impressive vocals. The 
opening song “El camino del guerrero” is another outstanding tune, 
more up-tempo. In “<j,Libertad?”, the band sounds unexpectedly like 
BATALLON DE CASTIGO. Apart from that, a decent Rock album, with 
12-pg booklet featuring lyrics and photos. 


SANS FOI Ni LOI Meurtrier (premier assaut) 10" (Bords de Seine) 









2004, 8 songs; SANS FOI Nl LOI (neither god nor command) is a 
French skinhead band who make a smashing vinyl debut with 8 Oil- 
Rock bombs, including covers by BRUTAL COMBAT and 
BOOTBOYS. Kind of peculiar is the fact that from the 6 original SFNL 
songs, only 2 are written by bandmembers. The other 4 are written by 
Christelle and Karine. Who are these girls...??? (investigation has 
started). This band convinces me from beginning to end and I can’t 
wait to hear more from them. French Oil, powerful and with variation, 
too (a bit of ‘Rock’ thrown in). Comes with nice lyic/photo inlay. Nice 
sleeve artwork as well. Best tracks “Mort n6" and “Graine de violence".

2003, 12 songs, 41:03; The follow-up album to the wonderful “Na 
vojnu” (Go to war), which was highly praised in the previous O.o.O. 
issue (do you remember, it was 2002??). Severnye Vrata (Nordic 
Gates) plays Pagan/Folk Metal of very high quality, no Idea why the 
Metal press in our part of Europe is so much focused on Northern 
Europe and is fully missing the opportunity to intriduce the huge Metal 
crowds to the high standard Metal bands of Russia. Like on the band’s 
debut, the very talented musicians of Severnye Vrata take the listener 
by surprise with their melodic folkish Metal, again substructured by 
keyboards that are like before played by a Russian godess called 
Eugenica Guleva, only this time the keyboards are much more on the 
foreground. The band still has the same vocalist Alexandr Nevsky with 
his significant vocals, only the drummer is new. On this CD there’s one 
English song, “Human foresf. This CD is somewhat more professional 
sounding than the debut, because the keyboards are now more 
eminent present it makes the sound more smooth (maybe more 
commercial even). Alright metalheads, get this CD when you have the 
opportunity! 12-pg booklet with all lyrics (cyrillic/English - just the 
English song) and some infos + photos of the members in stereotype

2005, 9 songs, 22:36; Limited Demo (150 copies) by a young new 
Flemish skinhead band from the city of Turnhout. At a recent gig in 
Brugge, there was a person (to be remained unknown to you in this 
review) who has forced me to listen to this band’s opening track 
“Patriots anthem" in his car, at least 5 times, since he wanted to 
convince me just how goddamned awesome this track was. My 
response was every time: “Yes it’s nice alright". I hope he has 
meanwhile forgiven me my rudeness... But I spoke the truth... The best 
I can say from the opening track is that It sounds a bit like LOYALTY 
on the “Never say die" CD. In other words - a raw, simple and above 
all British sound. That’s good of course. But it happens not to grab me 
the same way LOYALTY did back then. I rather listen to the title-track, 
or to "Defend your pride". One of the most covered Skinhead songs 
(“Rapist” / COMBAT 84) also gets a nice treatment here, staying close 
to the original. A song like “The hool” however, 1 would never have 
included. This song just sounds awful to me. This band is still very 
young and has the right spirit. They just need more practise and 
experience. I’m sure that when they stay together, something good will 
come out of this band. The 6-pg booklet is fully professional printed 


















and brings you all lyrics. If you want to check out a new patriotic Oi!

SKEPSA Izbeglice iz besmisla CD (Bad Man) 

2005, 16 songs, 35:41; Pretty peculiar Punk record, since there’s a lot 
of radio/TV fragments (9) all over the place here, so the actual playtime 
of the songs is just about 28 minutes. These fragments are irritating me 
a bit. It means that when I just want to check out the music, I must 
program each time my CD-player. Besides I completely miss the point 
of the interruptions. I'm probably lacking Intellectual luggage to be able 
to get the clue. Some of the fragments are In Serbian, this might also 
explain why I don’t understand the point. I will send them an interview 
and ask for a full lyric report. The CD title is an intriging one I think: 
“Refugees from senselessness". Now on to the music shall we. The 
recordings are maybe not the top, but the music is not bad, not bad at 
all. It’s Punkrock, did I tell you that already. Most catchy tune is “Na 
mrtvoj strazi” and when I understand the booklet correctly, this song 
takes influences from THE BEATLES. Another great catchy one is 
“(Hajde da) PriCamo o pobuni". Two of my other favourites are “Heer, 
Herde” (with lyrics from Albert Einstein?!) and “Iza 5eli6nog zida”. 
There’s a bonustrack, and to complete this peculiar CD, it’s not by 
SKEPSA but by a Hard Rock band from their hometown Sabac, called 
ORAL. The 4-pg booklet has some info’s, some lyrics and it has also a 
very nice cover drawing. 

the SKEPTIX Hate & fear CD (Thunk) 

2004, 15 songs, 47:23; I only know this band from a very long time ago 
(early 80's) and I don’t recall if I liked it or not. But obviously they didn’t 
sound as good back then, as on this new record. A very professional 
Punk/Rock album with Metal influences as well and with very 
significant vocals by Snotty. THE SKEPTIX have made a brilliant new 
album, full of power and which holds the attention throughout the whole 
set of songs, as the band knows how to variate. The 16-pg booklet is a 
nice one, but it’s very hard to decipher the words. 

SKIN DISORDER Rough cuts 7" EP (Gig k la Benne/Bords de 

Seine) 

2003, 4 songs; 4 Nice cuts by this USA outfit. The songs are OK but 
not world shocking I think. The band features Dave (ex-OXBLOOD) so 
I’ve read somewhere. I never wrote such a short review before, this is 
a completely new experience to me. 

the SKINFLICKS Beyond good and evil CD (Blind Beggar) 

2002, 15 songs, 38:23; Haven’t heard anymore from the Luxembourg 
band after this one, heard they lost their drummer and I guess the 
chapter SKINFLICKS is closed meanwhile. But let’s hope the boys pick 
it up agaain one day, because if there was one band able of writing 
simple yet so attractive refrains and tunes, it has been this band. So 
many hits on this 2"^ full CD: “The hatred within", “Hold on”, “A place to 
go", “Craphole", “Incarnation of sin”, "The crew” , “Lazy musings”, 
“Brugge Skins”, “Media" and so on! There’s one song I really don’t like 
and that’s “No slo-mo pogo”, I really hate that song, it nerves me. Most 
joy I got out of the “The crew" song, that’s just SKINFLICKS at heir best 
to me. 16-pg booklet with lyrics and photos (and no stupid statements, 
haha). 

SKUNKS UNITED Backfire Demo-CD (autoproduction) 

?, 7 songs, 12:36; Swedish 5-piece with 7 English sung Punk songs. 
Labelling themselves as “Good Night White Pride” band, does not 
exactly help me to stay objective. I just hate that stupid phrase. In fact I 
hate all stupid phrases, wherever they come from. But even when they 
had labelled themselves as “W.L.E.O.O.O.F.” (We Love the Editor of

the Out Of Order Fanzine) band, I still would say this: the Demo totally 
lacks quality. The vocals by a guy called Walin are hysterical and just 
very, very poor. The drums are very monotonous and simplistic as 
well. This band sounds like a CRASS-Punk type of band, but In It’s 
initial phase, whcih makes it even worse. The only song here which 
could eventually (after some practise) grow to a ‘normal’ song Is 
“Weekly activities". 4-pg booklet (photocopied) with photos. 

the SOLUTION Wall of hits LP (Bords de Seine) 

2004, 11 songs; Japanese Oi! band with a great LP release on Bords 
de Seine from Paris, France. 8 Tracks out of 11 were previously 
released on CD, but to me it’s all new stuff so I can’t be bothered with 
that. I know some Japanese stuff meanwhile, not a lot I must admit, but 
all have a sort of similar sound, yet THE SOLUTION is pretty different 
from what I know... This is much more into the classic English style, 
think of COCK SPARRER or RED LONDON perhaps, just to name a 
few. Very melodic music, simple yet damn attractive. All tracks are in 
English, 7 lyrics are on the inlaysleeve, which sure helps to understand 
what’s being sung, since the pronouncement is not perfect (you hear 
it’s English, but you don’t hear exactly what he’s singing). Anyway... A 
great album, a very big surprise from Japan. Includes covers from THE 
OPPRESSED ("Skinhead times") and SLADE (“Cum on feel the 
noize”). 

SONS OF LIBERTY Border brawl CD (Dim) 

2003, 12 songs, 27:52; Ex-members of ARRESTING OFFICERS and 
LIMECELL (correct me when I’m wrong) form SONS OF LIBERTY. 

Don’t know about LIMECELL (heard a 7" long time ago but don’t recall 
what it was like), but S.O.L. sure sounds like ARRESTING OFFICERS 
in their glory days. They even cover A.O.’s “Slum river" (from the 
"Patriotic voice" LP/1989 on Rock-o-Rama). A great album, only much 
too fucking short. The first song “In memoriam" Is an instrumental, 
leaving just 24 minutes for the remaining 11 songs, including the 
SKREWDRIVER cover “You’re so dumb”. A great record, American 
topquality Street Rock ‘n’ Roll, I just love it. Nice 12-pg booklet with 
lyrics and photos. 

the SOUTHERN WAY The southern wav CD (Rebellion) 

2003, 13 songs, 31:22; SOUTHERN WAY is a bit of an outsider in the 
Rebellion Records stable with their Rockabilly sound, but Wouter 
Rebellion (who’s doing additional vocals on one song) has made a 
good choice with this release I think. It’s a real nice record and a|^^„ 
recommendable CD for fans of Rockabilly/Psychobilly (I forgot the|/ 
difference) stuff. I’m frequently playing this one. The 8-pg booklet isj 
probably some uncomprehended work of art. Anyway It doesn’t make \ ^

SPQR + FAUSTRECHT Kameradschafti Split CD (Rupe Tarpea) 

2005, 6 songs, 24:39; This split will also be available in a vinyl edition 

next year. SPQR (formerly LONDINIUM SPQR) has quite a different 
appoach than the former band, they have a much harder sound now 
and also more up-tempo. They cover the ‘old’ FAUSTRECHT song 
“Blut, Schweiss und TrSnen" In Italian. FAUSTRECHT (who never got 
back their music-instruments, which were confiscated by the German 
police many years back) has a song in Italian language, one in English 
and one In German. Their songs are ‘o.k.’ but honestly It’s quite a bit 
too simplistic if you ask me, probably caused by the drums. “Avanti 
Italia" is the best song of the 3 I think. Comes with 4-pg booklet with 
bandphotos and lyrics. 

STANDRECHT Resist to exist MCD (Groene Draeck) 

2003, 7 songs, 20:46; The Dutch nationalist 4-plece with their 3^*^. 
release meanwhile (the other two were full-lengths). This time they.

Well I can’t say I’ve enjoyed 
these exercitions. I think it’s ugly music and I just hate it! There’s 3 
tracks from their first album re-recorded and I think only “Radio rotzooi” 
(Radio crap) has really improved a lot (but this already was one of their 
better tunes). The band has perhaps good intentions but still it feels like 
the music comes in second place. I’m afraid that I’ll never become a 
big fan of this band’s music... The booklet has 4 pages and offer the 
lyrics + some photos (at last). I’ve heard their 3"^ full-length is out in the 
meantime as well, with songs from the 1“* and 2"^ album re-recorded. 
Well I don’t know, but where does it end with this re-recording mania? 





der STEINKOPF Vspomnit vsie TAPE (Distemper) 

2001, 14 songs, 37:57; When you see the band’s name together with 
the title of their tape, you might think that I typed it being under 
alcoholic Influence, but listen, this is a most peculiar Russian band, 
because it’s a Moscow based Punkband who uses the slogan 
Deutschpunk aus Moskaif. They even have some German songs on 

this tape: “Allein”, “Erzahl mir was fruher einmal war”, “Wie kannst du 
so leben", “Scheissegal”, “Mein grosser Bruder" and “Der 
Gerechtigkeit”. This is very funny because you don’t expect this from a 
Russian band and also because the accent is sometimes quite funny. 
Musically DER STEINKOPF Is really a nice Punk band, much better 
than what I have heard from Russia so far (regarding Punk music). 
Melodic Punkrock of the better sort. 

der STEINKOPF Sjaq navstretsju 2000 CD (Anti Rock) 

2002, 10 songs, 27:55; Some kind of compilation of the Moscow 
‘Deutschpunk’ band’s history between 2000 and 2002, with tracks from 
their great “Vspomnit vsie” Tape (re-recorded) and a few ones I had 
not heard before. On this CD are 6 German songs: “Lied der 
Schwaben”, “Angst”, “Die Gerechtigkeif, “Scheissegal”, “Mein grosser 
Bruder” and “ErzShI mir was fruher einmal war” + 4 Russian ones. The 
German pronunciation Is kind of funny at places but that is not a big 
problem or anything. A great up-tempo pure Punk release with a 
melodic touch. With 6-pg booklet (all info in cyrillic...) 

SUROWA GENERACJA Woiownicy ulicy / Jednym z nas CD 

(Olifant) 

2004, 25 songs, 77:24; Nice ‘historical document’ on the forerunner of 
THE GITS from Lublin, Poland. Includes almost all songs from both 
their Tape releases from 1997 and 1998 on Fan Records (Poland) and 
also 3 bonus-tracks: one song with a different singer (1995) and the 2 
songs from the long sold-out “We will never die Vol. 1" compilation 
(Nordisc, 1998). These 3 bonus-songs are in my opnion the best tunes 
on this CD. Furthermore the “Jednym z nas" tracks are a bit better than 
the band’s debut, which is normal of course. The song “Kobieta w 
czarnej bieliznie” I don’t remember from their 2"^ Tape, but when it was 
there, how could I ever forget this very funny ridiculous degenerated 
party-Oi! tune?! It’s brilliant!! Poland’s most productive Oil export 
deserves your attention... The 6-pg booklet has some lyrics and 
photos, a nice work as usual with Olifant Records from Gdansk. 

SZTORM 68 the GITS Muzyka dia elity! CD (Olifant) 

2004, 12 songs, 41:27; Did you see the cable-muscled guy on the 
cover? That’s what’s SZTORM 68’s sound is like, cable-muscled Oi!, 5 
Oil tracks as hard and heavy as it can get. Great that this band is back 
after many years of absence. They do an excellent cover of COMBAT 
84's "Combat 84". “Ten kraj jest naszi” and “^mierc cztowieka” are two 
other powerful crackers. “Zabijam siebie" Is a bit different, less heavy, 
and has a great bass line (reminds me of an old ENDSTUFE song). 















Well, THE GITS sings a whole different tune, since they’re more into 
classic melodic Oil with catchy refrains. For a minute I was afraid that 
THE GITS would be blown away on this split by the explosive sound of 
SZTORM 68, but they survived the furious storm, thanks to their own 
joyful particular style. The Lublin lads have 5 new tracks here and 2 
revisions of their tracks “Perta boiz” and “Mtody skinhead" (Young 
skinhead). As usual meanwhile with the Gdansk label Olifant Records, 
the 6-pg booklet looks splendid and Is on glossy paper. 


les TECKELS 7” single (Guilty) 

2002, 2 songs; Two nice songs by this French band, but nothing too 
special. The bandname is really stupid of course. I would rather shoot 
myself than play in a band with such a silly name. That’s probably 
because I don’t understand French humour. 


TERCIOS Colpes de ira CD (Promociones 88) 

2004, 10 songs, 34:06; A Spanish acquintance advised me to check 
TERCIOS out (a Hammerskin band), as it was in his opnion the best 
Spanish RAC album of ‘today’. So I bought the CD. It has one absolute 
great song featured, that’s for sure, and that’s “El canto del trobador” 
(with excellent guestvocals by Ramiro). This song is like ESTIRPE 
IMPERIAL in their best days. Other great ones are “Tercios” and 
“Irreductibles”. Some songs are just too fast, too loud, too metal, or 
whatever. The lyrics are about pride, battle, injustice and the, with 
some of this kind of records, almost inevitable WW2 stuff (“Aguilas de 
hierro” is about the Stuka and “El triumfo de la voluntad” is about the 
resque of Mussolini). There is a cover (LANDSER) and a ballad 
featured as well. The record is not exactly what I had hoped for, but I 
think most fans of uncompromising Spanish RAC will not be 
disappointed here. The 8-pg booklet has all lyrics in both Spanish and 
English. 



TEST A Test A CD (Dim) 

2003, 12 songs, 29:03; This is to me just average German skinhead 
music. It’s not bad... but kind of all the same to me. I can not really 
mention songs that remain with me forever. The 8-pg booklet has the 
lyrics and some photos. 


TRABIREITER Wir sind die Kings CD (Psycho T/Scumfuck) 

?, 14 songs, 59:14; Party Porno Rock ‘n’ Roll from Germany and what 
a fucking great record this is! This record is a frequent visitor in my CD 
player and the songs always give me a great feeling. This CD came as 
a very big suprise to me, as I didn’t have a clue about this band. I had 
expected some 3"^ rate kind of ‘Deutschpunk’ record but hell these 
folks really know how to play. The refrains are cult and so are many of 
the lyrics. Most lyrics are funny - in Ironic, sarcastic, sick or whatever 
way. But here’s also some tracks with more serious background, like 
“Heroin”, “Der Tod", “Kind aus der Zone", but the humour and irony is 
never far away (for example in “TrSnen beim Abschied”). My favourites 
are “Freund und feind", “Wir sind die Kings”, “Kind aus der Zone”, 
“Meister”, “TrSnen beim Abschied” (with Schlager potential!), “Ich werd’ 
jetzt Schwul” (with very funny lyrics), “Heroin” and “Der Tod”. There’s 
one English track featured. Comes as nice digi-pack with 16-pg 
booklet. 


TUMULTO 64 Calcando as botas CD (GeracSo Mecanica) 

2003, 10 songs, 20:55; S§o Paulo based Ol! band (meanwhile split-up 
and partly reformed under the name of STUKA, going a much more 
political and radical course, see interview in this O.o.O. issue) with a 
Demo CD that makes a striking Impression. This is ultra-simple yet 
ultra-real Oil music, raw sounding, 100% skinhead. The CD kicks off 
with the “Pulling on the boots" cover (“Calqando as botas”) and the 
other 9 tracks are in the same vein, which should give you an idea 
















what to expect. Best tracks “Lealdade ao Oi!", “Garotos mecSnicos”, 
“Produzidos no Brasil”, “Uniao", “Cora^ao Paulista". Don’t expect high 
quality production and technical frills, raw and real, that’s what this 
Demo is about!! 


ULTIMO ASALTO En pie de guerra MCD (Bords de Seine) 

2002, 4 songs, 12:18; Master-class MCD by the Spaniards. Four top- 
notch Oi!/Punk gems that are all far above average level. I really don’t 
know which song is my favourite here, as ail 4 tracks are so 
outstanding. Probably “Barcelona”, or “Justicia". “En pie de guerra" has 
^ j a nice Viking-Rock touch to it though... I might as well mention also the 

(LiltiniO aSvlltO track now, it’s “Eric” (COSA NOSTRA cover). One of the leading 

bands of today’s Oi-Punk scene, really marvelous tunes. The new 
DECIBELIOS? This MCD Is also available on vinyl. Comes with 4-pg 
booklet with lyrics. 


ULTIMO ASALTO Solos contra todos CD (Bords de Seine) 

2005, 10 songs, 31:51; An extra guitarist added... The sound even 
more professional... New versions of “Barcelona” and “Justicia"... An 
English track called “Forever”... Their best record so far? Probably so 
indeed, but I prefer the “En pie..." MCD sound, which was more direct, 
more clear. This new CD is a bit of ‘overkill’ to me, it’s just 'too much’. 
Fanzine writers who write vague comments like the above, should be 
forced to eat their pencils. And their paperwork too. Well I’m sorry, just 
don’t like it as much as the MCD, that’s all. Of course It’s a great 
record, don’t get misdirected by my stupid words. My favourite track is 
“Encerrado”. The difference between MCD and CD can best be shown 
by listening both “Barcelona” and “Justicia” - for both I prefer the MCD 
versions. Also available on vinyl. 8-pg booklet with lyrics. 


ULTIMA THULE Rotter CD (Ultima Thule) 

2004, 12 songs + intro & outro, 61:26; The 12*'’ full-length CD since 
1990 by the Nykbping Vikingrockers, the year of “Hurra f6r nordens 
lender”. Who ever was under the impression that UT should better take 
a break or even stop, proofs themselves so badly mistaken with this 
new release, since this is one of the strongest UT albums in years. A 
perfect mix of slow more sensitive songs and up-tempo assaults. 
Songs like “Nidlngsd^d”, Valkyrjor visar v^gen", “Om skallagrims son” 
(my personal favourite), “Rider igen”, “Ratter” and “Slag vid Birkabro” 
belong to the finest Viking-Rock songs that I know, and In “Havamall” 
UT proofs that it’s even possible to throw In a bit of of a Ska-ish sound 
without losing their own significant sound. This CD belongs to one of 
my favourite UT full-lengths, together with “Vikingabalk”, “Sverige” and 
“Lejonet fr^n norden”. With every new UT release I hope that the lads 
will continue... continue... continue... 28(1 )-pg booklet in usual top-notch 
quality with great amount of photos and lyrics. And on the last page 
there’s two beautiful blonds trying to get me crazy (and they succeed). 



URBAN CREW Paris OilCore CD (Recidivel 

2003, 13 songs, 50:09; Pretty stupid to call your CD “Paris OHCore” 
tells your cynical reviewer, without telling you why It is pretty stupid. 
However, it has become one of my favourite French releases, but it’s 
hard to understand why the vocalist tries to spoil It with his heavy 
growling. I suppose that’s the ‘Core’ element? At places these vocals 
remind me of the KAMPFZONE vocals, but please, the Germans have 
a confronting agressive sound which fit the vocals more than well; 
URBAN CREW has a more melodic sound and the heavy growling 
seems out of place here. No weak songs on the CD, I play the CD one 
time after another, completely. “Une page d’histoire", “Tolerance z§ro" 
and “Mode de vie" belong to the best on this album, the ultimate songs 
has been saved for last: “L’etre ch6rie", this one lasts over 6 minutes 
and is a really special song, which touches me (too bad I don’t 
understand French language).

VANDALEN Force of Hate History Vol. 6 double CD (FOH) 

2005, 14 songs, 40;39; Oh Gunter, 1000 Mai Dank!!! Good old Gunter 
Gruse of the legendary “Force Of hate” zine, one of my favourite 80's 
skinzines from Germany, has decided to put all his FOH Tapes on 
CD’s and this is already the 6**’ CD of the totally 15 CD’s he’s doing. 
DIE VANDALEN were from Hildesheim and existed a very short period 
of time, two years to be exact, and in those two years they released a 
tape (“Geiserich’s Rache") and a 3-track 7" - both are on this double 
CD. In 1986 I wrote about the VANDALEN: “From the beginning this 
band convinced me without a problem and stole away my heart. Great 
powerful music, with good vocals by SchmSichtige and especially lyrics 
that made a strong impression on me (...) A fantastic band with an 
unpolitical message (‘und das bedeutet nicht das wir keine Meinung 
haben!’), a big enrichment of the Oi! scene”. And fuck it’s 20 years 
later and I still think the same way. There’s plenty of bands today who 
play better (and record it better) but hey - these songs are skinhead 
cult!! The 7" tracks are maybe better than the Tape tracks, but it’s the 
tape that does it for me, still the same with “Vergangenheit", “Oi-Oi- 
Europa", “Recht und Ordnung”, “Parole Spass", “Der kleine Schleimer” 
and “Vandalen”. There’s a couple of Ska-ish tracks on this band’s 
menu. ATTENTION: all FOH-Historv CD’s are 150 copies limited 
editions!!! 



VARGFLOCK Stolt sa klart CD (Ultima Thule) 

2004, 12 songs, 39:55; New Swedish Viking-Rock band, but hey this 
sounds oh so familiar? I see in the booklet the names of Stefan 
Johansson (bass), Pierre Karlsson (drums) and Esa Rosenstrom 
(guitar) and it’s clear, another VOLUND SMED / HEL spin-off! 
Probably the lovely Malin and the lovely Ulrika from HEL both had their 
period and the boys just wanted to record something which couldn’t 
wait... and VARGFLOCK was born? Anyway, a nice record with some 
highlights like “Nr. 1", “Vargflock” (slow), “Falla i frin”, “Tank sjelv", 
“Fiende eller van” (my favourite) and “KSmpa”. “Kampa”?? Yes it’s the 
3"^ time this song gets recorded! VOLUND SMED was first, HEL came 
next, and now VARGFLOCK plays it once more. The song is 
meanwhile 10 years old but still belongs to the best Viking-Rock tunes. 
One funny song here: “Vad ar det har” with Reggae (!) influence. 12- 
pg booklet with lyrics. 



V/A Asfalt u krvi CD (Beograde Dobro Jutro) 

2002, 9 bands (BETONSKI CRVI, LOST PROPELEROS, SUMANUTI, 
STRAJKACKI ODBOR, DISTORZIJA MOTORNE TESTERE, 
SAMOSTALNI REFERENTI, COKULE, JEDINO RESENJE, 
KOMPLIKATORI), 24 songs, 75:28; Like “Beogradsko prolede" (see 
next review), this compilation brings you Oil, Punk and Ska, only this 
comp, is not limited to Belgrade (though the label/fanzine who released 
it is called “Good Morning, Belgrade”), but gives a look on the whole of 
Serbia’s scene. But also here POTRES and §AHT are missing?! This 
CD is more interesting than the other (Belgrade focused) one, simply 
because there’s more good songs here. Also the few Ska songs that 
are present here have a more professional sound. Some of the 
highlights are DISTORZIJA MOTORNE TESTERE with 2 nice rocking 
tunes, BETONSKI CRVI with 3 up-tempo Punk songs, SUMANUTI (in 
English: THE LUNATICS) with 2 up-tempo Punk songs with great bass 
sound + 1 funny Ska-ish song and JEDINO RESENJE with 2 crackers 
called “Gde je kraj" (the best song of the compilation!) and “Pobednik” 
(The winner) + one Ska song. The 2-pg booklet tells you where the 
bands come from, no more info’s... 
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V/A Beogradsko prole6e CD (Bad Man) 

2003, 8 bands (FALSH, PRILICNO PRAZNI, B.O.L., STRAJKACKI 
ODBOR, REJECT. DIREKTORI, COKULE, DOBROVOLJNI PRILOG), 
20 songs, 57:33; The “Beogradsko prolede" (Belgrade spring) gives a 
look into Belgrade’s Oi!/Punk/Ska scene. But the best Belgrade bands 
aren’t featured (§AHT, POTRES), that’s strange... Another ‘negative’ 
point is that this is not an up-to-date 'scene report’, since it has meany 
old songs featured. FALSH has 3 live tracks from 1998, DIREKORI has 
2 live tracks from 1995 (!), STRAJKACkI ODBOR has 2 tracks from 
1998 (+ a newer song). And more negative news is that the Ska music 
here is mostly quite poor. The songs by FALSH and B.O.L. are the best 
tunes on this compilation I think. PRILICnO PRAZNI covers 
CONDEMNED 84 for your info. All In ail an average compilation, nice 
for fans of the Serbian/YU scene, but for outsiders not a must have in 
any way. The 4-pg booklet is black/white and just carries a little bit of 
info, no photos. 



V/A Bords de Seine promo CD (Bords de Seine) 

2004, 20 bands (ANTI-SQUAD, CLOCKWORK CREW, CORTEGE, 
CRI D’ALERTE, GENERATION 69, GROUPUSKULL, HAGGIS, 
HAIRCUT, HEADCASE, LES TECKELS, CEIL POR CEIL, THE OUTFIT, 
LES POCHES, PROTEST, RIOT SQUAD, SKIN DISORDER, SOCIAL 
COMBAT, THE VEROS, ULTIMO ASALTO, WARBOOTS), 20 songs, 
65:03; This is a nice compilation giving a good overall picture of the 
Paris based Bords de Seine label, the main French Oi! label. Some of 
the best tracks are THE VEROS (“Broken bone“). ULTIMO ASALTO 
(“Barcelona”), GROUPUSKULL (“Boy’s bande"), CEIL POUR CEIL (“N6s 
pour en chler”), CORTEGE (“Young soul rebel” but unfortunately they 
pronounce it as ‘Joeng soul riebel’...), HAGGIS (“Flashing tits”), 
HAIRCUT (“Ch6m ‘du") and the big surprise here (because I already 
knew all previous songs) for me was CRI D’ALERTE with the instant 
French classic Oil song “Cri d’alerte”, a WONDERFUL typical French 
song.

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V/A Czech & Slovak Street Kids Vol. 2 CD (Rabi^t) 

2003, 30 bands (OPH, CROSSZECH, INCIDENT. PROTI SMERU, 
OPERACE ARTABAN, CENZURA, PROIIEKT, DOWINA, JEDNA 
KREV, ODPAD, PRINCOVIA, RAF, ZACiATOK KONCA, 
KATASTROFA, EVERYDAY HATE, SEMAFOR, THE RIOT, PILSNER 
OIIQUELL, ZA TREST, GREEN MONSTER, SNT, STREET MACHINE, 
TROUBLE GANG, DEGRADACE, FINAN^NI KRIZE, ROZPOR, 
HAPPY COCKS, NVU, ZHODA NAHOD, PROVOKACE), 30 songs. 
79:29; One of the best compilations I’ve heard lately. Czech Republic 
and Slovakia apparently have a fertile soil for skinhead and Oil-Punk 
bands, looking at this compilation it’s almost like an explosion of bands. 
Czech Republic and Slovakia together have about the same amount of 
inhabitants as my country The Netherlands, yet there are maybe over 
50 bands over there in the Oi! field alone, and here where I live it’s only 
a handful - unbelievable... Most bands here play skinhead/punk music, 
sometimes more melodic, sometimes more heavy. There’s also 3 
Hardcore bands present, one Psycho band and one Ska band. My 
favourites are, from Slovakia: THE HAPPY COCKS (what’s In a name 
eh... but anyway this Is the Slovak equivalent of THE CRACK!!! in my 
opinion). DPH, DOWINA, ZACiATOK KONCA. and from the Czech 
Republic: DEGRADACE, PROIIEKT, Za Trest and NVO. And there’s at 
least 10 bands who make a damn good Impression as well. Few ones 
are average or even worse, but they’re an exception. 16-pg booklet 
with photos and lyrics. 


V/A Euroturki$tan? Nee, Non, Nein! MCD (NatRevProp) 
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2004, 4 bands (GWENDE, BRIGADE M, DISTRIKT 217, 
KRIJGSMACHT), 4 songs, 20:52; 4 Dutch bands/artists who have one 
common goal; preventing Turkey to enter into the European Union. As 
usual with this kind of productions, mr. Tim Mudde has a finger in the 
pie, as he’s present with his band BRIGADE M and I’m quite 
convinced he’s the reciter of the DISTRICT 217 lyrics as well. Talking 
about lyrics, these are the most eyestriking with this record. In one 
case that gives you a quite boring ballad (GWENDE) and In an other 
case an interesting techno-industrial alternative called DISTRICT 217. 
The lyrcis to their song '*Wraak voor Cyprus" (Revenge for Cyprus) 
have great impact and the facts mentioned in this particular song 
alone, should be reason enough for any normal person to see 
Turkey’s avances with (at least) great scepsis. KRIJGSMACHT is 
probably STANDRECHT under a different name, anyway the vocals 
sound kind of familiar... Their song "Nee bedanktl" (No thanks!) has 
such extensive lyrics that the song has to last almost VA (I!) minutes. 
In order to be able to stuff in all the words, which is an example of 
lyrics first - music In second place. One band manages to make a 
strong combination of both music and lyrics and that’s BRIGADE M 
with “Nee tegen Turkije” (No against Turkey). I waved the band 
goodbye after their devastating tracks on a devastating 3-band 
compilation and their likewise debut full-length, but with this new track 
they have written a song with very strong powerful music and lyrical 
intention. The 4-pg booklet have the lyrics and are an interesting read.

KONTROLI, PO PROSTU, SKANKAN), 19 songs, 53:34; The Polish 
label Olifant Records from the city of Gdahsk is a new strong label 
making a good name in the scene with one great release after another. 
On this compilation (‘Street music - music for the masses’) it shows 
that after years of RAC domination, the Polish Oil scene is far from 
dead. There’s old bands like SZTORM 68, THE GITS, BTM, 
REZYSTENCJA and RAMZES & THE HOOLIGANS feautred here, but 
also newer ones like ALARM, JUNKERS, BACHOR, BILETY DO 
KONTROLI. Over-all quality of the featured songs is above average. 
Maybe some you like and some you don’t, but there’s neither rubbish 
included nor is there any badly recorded stuff to be found on this CD.

What remains are 5 demo tracks and just 3 exclusive 
tracks (KNOCKDOWN. YOUNG ONES and AFTER THE FIRE) of 
which one track (ATF) is already not exclusive anymore, since it’s also 
released on the “Nadsat" compilation meanwhile. So far for the 
negative appoach!! The positive things of the compilation are that it 
gives outsiders a good overview of the current Dutch scene (Oil, Punk, 
Streetpunk, etc.) for an ultra-low price (€ 6!!!) and insiders will be 
happy to finally hear a few bands they never listend to before. The 
quality of the compilation is pretty good with just a few negative 
exceptions. For the bands it’s also a good thing, since it’s a mixed 
release, more people will be reached (the average skinhead will 
normally not have heard DISTURBANCE before, the average punk will 
most likely not have checked out GET OUT before). The booklet has 4 
pages and is promoting the label mainly. There’s no bandphotos or 
anything like that. On the inside of the inlaycard however, there’s 
contact-adresses and website adresses from all featured bands. 

V/A Oi! What a wonderful world Part 2 CD (Bords de Seine) 

2004, 24 bands (ANTI SQUAD, THE ARROGANTS, BEERZONE,

everything with this compilation is ugly and repulsive. This compilaton 
is only interesting for a die-hard Punk collector/fanatic I guess, I can’t 
imagine many people enjoying this low quality music, with less than a 
handful of acceptable tracks, which doesn’t mean these tracks are 
good - they’re just acceptable... Bands are from Moscow, Sverdlovsk, 










Kirov, Volgograd and some other places 1 can’t figure out with my 
limited knowledge of cyrillic. The 2-pg booklet looks just awful and all 
info’s are in cyrillic. 

V/A Protpori CD (Propaganda) 

2004, 10 bands (NUORET VIHAISET MIEHET, RONDO, 

JACKRABBIT, MERAUTU MAA, KLAANI, ISKIAS, JANE JA 
., KARANNEET LAPSET, STUDIO IMPOSSIBLE, SlUNATTU HULLUUS, 
OCTOBER), 20 songs, 74:02; The Finnish label known for so many 
classic Finnish Hardcore-punk releases, offers the listener here 10 
Finnish bands with a less ‘extreme’ sound. My favourite bands were 
right away these 4: NUORET VIHAISET MIEHET, MERAUTU MAA, 
JANE JA KARANNEET LAPSET (nice female vocals) and SlUNATTU 
HULLUUS. Their 8 songs are for me reason enough to call it a 
wortwhile compilation. Anyway I’m just glad I came across this record. 
The songs werevoriginally released back in 1999. A simple 4-pg 
booklet with the band line-ups + some snapshots of the bands. 




VARUKERS The Retch files CD (Retch) 

?, 34 songs, 69:50; Not to be missed this one, it features the “One 
struggle, one fighf CD and “Live in Leeds 1984" + some tracks from 
the “Massacred millions" CD as well, though it’s not specially 
mentioned as such. “One struggle, one fight” is a nice studio-album, 
but somehow I never liked it much, caused by the drums that seem to 
come a fraction of a second too late all the time. The songs themselves 
are good, nothing wrong with it, but I just don’t like listening them (your 
editor is in a brilliant shape these days...). “Live in Leeds 1984" (16 
tracks) is great though, I have a similar LP myself called “Live in 
Hengelo” and believe me, there’s only hits to be found, and the nice 
thing is they had back in those years a lot of songs which had some 
melody inside, like “Die for your government”, “Good time girls”, 
“Nowhere to go”, “Soldier boy”, which ail have a bit of a ‘Streetpunk’ 
sound. The band is famous for their short sharp repetitive tracks of 
course, with most of the time lyrics that are stripped down to the most 
essential ^ la DISCHARGE. Crackers like “Protest and survive", “Don’t 
conform”, “All systems fail”, “No scapegoats”, “Led to the slaughter” 
and “No escape” are masterpeices If you ask me, no matter how 
simple they may sound. On the “Live in Leeds 1984" cuts, the bass 
really rules my friends. “Massacred millions” is a very good album and 
“Massacred millions”, “Thatcher’s fortress”, “Will they never learn" and 
“The bombblast” belong to the best VARUKERS stuff I know, though 
they have a bit of a clean sound. The 4-pg booklet has the lyrics to the

2004, 11 songs, 53:02; ‘NS Pagan Metal’ from the Russian city of Tula. 
This CD consists of two parts (as every fool can notice in the title). The 
first part has 4 songs from the band’s 2004 mini album, the second part 
has 7 songs from their 2001 Demo album. For the fans of Black Metal 
this might be on some occasions a bit soft (I’m talking about the music), 
caused by the featured slow melodic parts with flute. But there’s 
definitely some BM crackers on this record as well. The 1*“ song (“The 
black forest breath”) is an instrumental. The 2"^ song (“Celestial gates") 
has a very surprising and unexpected ultra-strong finishing. The 3"^ 







song (with the quite ridiculous title “Raised by the anger to the horror of

?, 6 songs, 17:40; The CD-single “The way I feel” I enjoyed, the band’s 
gigs I loved, but somehow I never bought this MCD. And now that I 
have it, I’m sure that I’ll buy the next release right away when it’s out! 
Maybe I have entered the soft phase in my life... Maybe Mrs. Vero did 
put a spell on me... But hey, it’s just very enjoyable skinhead Rock 'n' 
Roll here, like the old SNIX but more smooth. A perfect production, 
great recordings. The artwork is a work of art, as artwork should be. I 
have the capability to use words but not say anything, indeed. My 
favourite track is “Broken bone", super bass, cool vocals, nice guitar 
lines and melody, great drums... In the songs, the bass is leading, not 
passive in the background - great. All songs are in English (again just 
as good as on the CD-single), apart from the old SNIX cover “Pas le 
droit a I’erreur”. All the 6 songs on this MCD are examples of great 
songwriting. Waiting for the next release... Comes as digi-pack, but 
also available on vinyl (I think?). 


VIKING Askungen CD (Ashtree) 

2002, 16 songs, 69:55; Most peculiar CD by multi-talent Francesca 
Ortolani, who played all instruments and who is the vocaliste as well, 
singing in English, Swedish, German and Italian, she also mixed and 
mastered the CD and was responsible for the booklet desgin as well... 
But not only for these activities I’m calling it a most peculiar CD... It , 
goes especially for the sometimes beautiful minimalistic music, which 
is above all very atmospheric. And for the lyrics, which are sometimes 
breathing of poetry, sometimes hard to understand (or even seem to 
be written by an illiterate person), in one case filled with rabiat hatred, 
in another full of devotion for a historical person who was a key-figure 
in WW2... A very strange record. 

les VILAINS Les derniers rebelles CD (Pure Impact) 

2003, 14 songs, 41:16; A couple of years after the band’s formation, 
here’s finally their first full-length album. It’s become much better than I 
had hoped for, the recordings are excellent and the songs all rule; for 
the great music (old style Oil, with a few faster ones) and also for the 
lyrical contents, which is skinhead attitude first In all lyrics, always 
straight forward and that’s exactly what I like. There’s 2 covers (“Le 
violeur” a reprise of COMBAT 84's “Rapist” with French lyrics, in 
imitation of an other French band, the WEST SIDE BOYS who did the 
same thing years ago, and “Dure r6alit§" by BUNKER 84, a 
magnificent song). Some political correct idiots will surely talk negative 
about LES VILAINS (probably behind their backs), but I suggest these 
clowns to listen to the VILAINS song “Ferme ta gueulle” (Shut up). LES 
VILAINS is not P.C., LES VILAINS is skinhead! Rianne takes the lead 
vocals in “Skinhead Girl Warrior” with touching assist from her 
husband Suck. Old VILAINS crackers like “Nous serons toujours la" 
and “Belgique hooligans” have been re-recorded and are better than 
ever. Olivier (bass) recently (2005) committed suicide, but the band 
will continue. The 8-pg booklet is In red, white and black and has all 
lyrics (French) and a short summary of the lyrics In English, a nice 
guesture for the folks (like myself) who didn’t pay attention at school 
when French was teached...

VOPO’S The price of being young CD (Berin Wall) 

2005, 24 songs, 48:22; The VOPO’S, a legendary Dutch Punk band 
(formed 1978) from the city of Zwolle, are back after 15 years of 
abscense with a fantastic assault (their 4“' full-length after 3 records in 
the early 80's) that throws many Punk bands of today In the shadow. 
Here’s 24 tracks rushed through In 48 minutes and all these songs are 
solid as hell. 'Speedbanging Hardcore Punk’ they call It themselves. 
There’s many old VOPO’S classics revisited here (“Dead 
entertainment", “I don’t care what people say”, “Menten" and more) but 
also some new ones. My favourite songs are “Nuclear war” (with 
accordion!!), “Hard & loud", “In the book” (originally 1983; It’s hard to 
get the refrain out of your head...), “Conquer", “Warrior”, “Considering", 
“Communist rules”, “White bitch", “Uniforms", and so on, and so on... 
Don’t miss this new fast and furious album by THE VOPO’S. Only 
minus Is the booklet, which lacks info such as lyrics, photos and which 
song is new and which song is 'from the old days’ originally. 




WARHEAD Defenders of the blood CD (Ultima) 

2001, 13 songs, 38:47; Taking out the Intro and the 4 In-betweens, 
which are all accoustic mere nothings. It leaves you exactly 30:21 for 8 
songs. Who cares, when these 8 songs are all masterpieces? 
WARHEAD is a HONOR-related band, mixed with Ukalnian Black 
Metal musicians. This record is just awesome. I’m not talking about 
lyrics, it’s predictable stuff and when I mention words like blood, race, 
honour, nation, sword, white - it covers almost all songtitles and lyrical 
content In the same moment. For the music I suggest you to try to 
imagine a Metal band playing Viking-Rock like ULTIMA THULE, in 
other words It’s Viking-Metal (of the best sort actually). The vocals are 
not that interesting, it fits the music and militant lyrics but It’s not of 
unexpected beauty. Very hard to pick out favourites here. It’s the first 6 
songs that really rule but I decide In favour of “Chwala bogom 
prawdziwej wiary” (Victory of the gods of the true faith), “The sword of 
victory’ and “Dumna Serbia" (Proud Serbia) (despite a few false notes 
in the last one). Comes with 8-pf fold-out booklet with lyrics and photos. 


WARBOOTS The complete studio collection CD (Bords de Seine) 

2002, 9 songs, 28:00; French Oi! band with their estate. Something for 
the diehard fans of French Oi! I suppose, because it’s not really an 
outstanding album. A couple of nice songs (especially “Bootboy” is a 
nice one), that’s all. Simple tunes. It’s skinhead, that's the good thing 
about it... The CD features the EP (Guilty Records), a Bords de Seine 
compilation track, and 3 covers (BRUTAL COMBAT, TROTSKIDS, 
SKINKORPS). Comes with 12-pg booklet with some photos, lyrics...

WARHEAD Aryan nation’s rebirth CD (Ultima) 

2003, 8 songs + Intro and outro, 30:26; Again intro and outro “steal” 
some minutes away but In any case this Is more appreciated than the 
previous WARHEAD release. When you’ve read my previous review 
you’re right when you think my expectations for this CD were very 
high... But I’m quite disappointed, the 'Viking” guitar is gone, or lost in 
the recording sound, which is not by far as good as before. On this new 
CD It’s more like going back to the basic HONOR sound (apart from he 
vocals). So the song arrangements are again typical HONOR stuff 
which means like before top quality - but the big 'extra’ which the other 
CD had, is not present here. All songs are this time in English. The 6- 
pg booklet has the lyrics. 


WARTER’S SCHLECHTE Nos temos a dizer CD (Oli & Ela) 

gGVOOl t6 gGVGfl. songs, 41:52; I became interested In this Stuttgart Streetpunk 

band after hearing their impressive song “Nos temos a dizer” on a 
Russian compilation CD. I could hardly believe that this band came 
from Germany, because of the Spanish lyrics but also because it has 
been a real long time ago that a German Punk band has impressed me 


















that much. The song is an instant classic, bringing back sweet 
memories to the days of the “Chaos en Europe" compilation LP of the 
mid-80's, when Skin & Punk were still together. I just had to check out 
this band’s songs and so I ordered the full CD. And I must admit that 
I’m not disappointed one bit. This is a young German Punk band who 
really have talent to write super strong tunes that keep playing in your 
head, long after you’ve stopped listening. The refrains are just perfect 
and really rule here. Musically Its not that professional, the drums 
lacks quality especially in the faster parts, but somehow it doesn’t 
matter. 4 English and 9 German tunes + the mentioned Spanish track 
make this CD a real must-have for fans of melodic Punk music. Best 
tracks next to the brilliant title-song are “Tote Szene", “This can’t be 
wrong", “Nothing changed”, “Immer rein”, “Wir Qber uns”, “Positives 
Leben", “You’ll never keep us quiet", ... The booklet is a bit of a failure, 
due to the printer who messed things up. But it’s still wortwhile. Get 
this CD if you wanna enjoy a fresh new Punk sound from Germany! I 
noticed on the band’s website that right-wing people, patriots etc are 
dis-encouraged to put a downloaded mp3 track from WARTER’S 
SCHLECHTE on their websites, that pisses me off a bit... Sorry that I 
like your music?!?! 




WRETCHED Discography CD-R (Societvs Outcasts Distro) 

44 songs, 77:26; With this (almost the last) review in this issue, I’m 
probably about to chase away the last lonely die-hard reader of this 
silly fanzine... WRETCHED from Italy was in the early 80’s an Icon of ;l 
political punk.

BROKEN BONES Time for anger, not iustice CD (Dr Strange) 

2005, 15 songs; Talking about british punk earlier, here we have British veterans Broken Bones. Ok, ok, I can already hear some 
of you complaining about their political issues. But even when BB are into that leftish/crusty scene their lyrics are surely not like 
that. I think they never were a active political band like Crass or Conflict (even though they played with them and still do) or 
whatever other lowelife laughable types of band you may have. Anyway, Broken Bones are one of those old British punk legends 
like Discharge , Exploited and GBH. Which means: Great music!!! I loved their early material until they became more 
metal/crossover sounding on "Losing control" but still that one was not that bad. It seems that they are back since a couple of years 
and did a new cd also. This is their newest stuff and it sounds still very much old Broken Bones alike I can say, but more mature, 
better production, tighter. Fast and fiiriuous hardcorepunk is what you get. There is still that typical noisy in their music but that 
comes good as their sound is tight. One thing that supprised me was that you can clearly hear a American hardcore influence, like 
Agnostic Front to give you a clue. Well I won’t get much into the lyrics, to be honest some of their critism on society, politicians 
and justice legal system are correct. But then again, it’s the angle of point of view...Anyway, back to the music. The song "Dead 
inside" is for me the ultimate hit concerning the new songs because there is also bonus material: two new versions of 2 BB 
classics: "FOAD" and "Decipitated". Well these are EXCELLENT version, tighter than ever!!! I liked them even more than the 
originals. These 2 songs are to be honest my favourite ones of the cd but let me tell you once more that the other songs are great as 
well, just great fast and furious hardcore punk!!! 

ENGLISH ROSE / VERSZERZODES United forces split CD (?) 

2005, 11 tracks; I was quite suprised when I heard that this cd came out. First because I thought that English Rose had called it a 
day after their farewell gig in Flanders couple of years ago. I knew that their was still planning to come out a split cd by English 
Rose and Aggressive Force, but till this day it never happend and I wonder if it ever will as Panzerfaust Records does not exist 
anymore. The fact that English Rose chose Verzerzodes for a split came not as a suprise as their members supported Jonesy as 
English Rose musicians since English Rose are back again. So can we really say that this is English Rose playing on this cd? Yes, 
because we all know that Jonesy was and is the body and soul of English Rose, always has been and will be. Ofcourse the music 
has changed a bit. The sound of English Rose on this cd is much harder and faster then we are used by them. Its not that glorious 
Oi/RAC sound Jonesy and his boys gave us on "Never been silenced" and "The flame still bums". Both classic skinhead records. 
But than again, English Rose attended on various compilations in the mid/late 90s with a harder sound and deliverd a great album 
aswell. So we can easily say that the sound on this cd comes very normal. It reminded me a lot of Jonesys other child , Bulldog 
Breed on "Made in England". The only thing that never changes is Jones/s great hard hitting and agressive voice! 6 songs is what 
we get here. Hard hitting and up tempo/fast RAC. Absolute hit is "For your future" and it even includes a cover of Skullhead's 
"Stormtrooper", very well performd. Verszerzodes play a mix of RAC, metal and hardcore. Many eastern european bands chose to 
play this type of hard and heavy music and to be honest most of these bands just dont do it for me. Its sounds often profesional but 
than again pretty boring and standard. BUT VERSZERZODES make an exception!! This is indeed a very great band. They have a 
extremly tight and hard sound. Its very good and I can recomand all their 5 songs on this cd, sung in native Hungarian. Nice 
booklet with photos and the usual "thanks to.." Jonesy and his Hungarian friends deliverd a superb cd proving that English is still 
alive and kicking and that Verszerzodes are one of the best RAC bands at this moment. GET IT!! 

IRON YOUTH Faith is stronger than fire CD (Goose Steps) 

2005, 9 songs; Well well, thrasmetal/hardcore titans of Athens did it again! After 4 years they blow one more time everyone away 
and this time by far. With BFG and BED no longer beeing present Iron Youth are surely to be the best nationalist/racialist 
Thrasmetal/hardcore band at present. Not only they are one of the few bands that deliver hight standard quality in their music and 
profesionalism but also every record is better than the one before. Imagine what these guys would be capable of, if they would 
concentrate fully on Iron Youth. But thankfully the boys are human so have personal lives and work, besides they are very 
actively dedicated to the nationalist scene in many other ways. Ok, enough ass-kissing. Lets focus on this cd. This ia the perfect 
mix of their first cd (hardcore with some trash elements) and second one(more metal with hardcore influences). Its tighter than 
ever, fast like hell and brutal as it can be! The cd starts off with "Dreams of Iron" which immidiatly blows away the speakers, 
"Rest in Pride" starts off in a midtempo style but finish in their usual brutal way. The third song "We are the natural law" is the hit 
of the cd, just superbly tight and fast, SUPERB!! Then "My way" comes along, no not the Sinatra cover or Sid Vicious version. 
This is Iron Youth way! "The secret of steel" reminded me a lot of Rahowa, very epic, very nice. The other songs are just hit after 
hit. The cd finishes with the execellent 'Tinger of scorn". There just is not one weak moment on this cd. Everyone who liked only 
the first I.Y. cd or only their second must get this one. You will not be dissapointed. If you liked both I.Y. cds then you should 
already have it!! Dont get fooled by the "only" 9 songs, its 36 minutes of music! The lyrics are outspoken like always, very good 
and intelligent written. Mind you that this cd is legal in Germany. The booklet is nice with lots of nice foto's of Golden Dawn 
raillies. The cover is great and with a title like "Faith is stronger than fire" it shows pride and spirit: Proud Hellenic metal core!!! 

NORDIC THUNDER Final stand (Tina! Stand) 

2004, 15 tracks; Yes, yes I know, this is not a new CD, so why reviewing it? The answer is simple: it’s a great record that has 
been re-pressed to honner Joe Rowan and beacause Nordic Thunder are one of the first (if not THE first) bands ftiat married 
Oi/RAC with hardcore. Thats why! This cd came originaly out on Tri State Terror Recods back in 95.1 did not get it back than. 
Honestly I don’t remember why I did not bother as I had already bought "Bom to Hate" which was one hell of an album, 
sound/ground breaking! And because BED concisted of former Nordic Thunder members (after Joe Rowan tragic death), TST 







decided in 95 to bring out this cd in the memory of Joe Rowan. Almost 10 years later Final Stand re-pressed it with the addition of 
5 demo tracks from 1993.1 think that some of the songs on this cd have contributed to some compilations over the years. But the 
sound is similar to "Bom to Hate", included a nice cover from Cock sparrers "Runnin riot". The demos are nice as well, a typical 
demo sound from tracks that also featured on the "Bom to hate" album from 1993 on Resistance Records. Bringing this cd out 10 
years after Joe Rowan’s murder is a good thing. Not only to honor his memory but also I think the TST record was hard to get and 
this Oi/HC sound is very much loved and accepted these days in the skinhead scene, so the Nordic Thunder sound is a must have! 


REBELL HELL To heU with honor (NorthX) 

2005, 16 songs; Wooaahhhll! To hell with honor, let’s go III Great follow up to their debut "Thirst for conquest". Ofcourse these 
guys We no new kids on the block. Most of you I think are familiar with their Liberty 37 backround and even The Roques if I am 
correct. Rebell Hell is just a better and more professional version of Liberty 37 with a more british 80s punk ala Exploited, GBH 
and Discharge feeling to it but still keeping Lemmy's Motorhead spirit alive! Serving this with political incorrect lyrics you 
get...Rebel Hell. Their debut was great like I said so can this one be better? Well Hell yes!!! This is honestly better than then- 
mighty "Thirst for conquesr" unbelievable but true. I think the thing thats makes the difference is the production, it makes their 
sound a bit heavier. Also the dmms are more tight. The cd kicks off with "Southern Cross" which sound is so typical Liberty 37, 
very much Motorhead influenced. "To hell with Honor" a a great hard hitting track dedicated to the glory of battle m war. From 
that moment off to hell we go! hit after hit, with their hard hitting and fast sound they tell us about glonous warlords like 
Alexander the Great, Napoleon, Caesar and the heroic battles of Thermopylae, Hastings and Agincourt. Songs about the fighting 
spirit of our ancestors the Celts, the Saxons and the Greeks. But also about how sick our societies have becom and who is to 
blame All this combined with hight standard hard hitting motorpunkhardcore. My favourite songs are "To Hell with honor 
"Army of the gods" (a hymne to the greatest warriors of the ancient greek world, the Spartans), "Fury of the Norsemen" (dedicated 
to the great germanic warriors of the north the Vikings) and "Tied down" which is a cover from the ongmal done by old HC band 
Negative Approach. But I can recomand them all!! Nice booklet with all lyrics and nice picture disc. If you liked their first you 
will love this one. Everyone who likes motorhead, hardcore, 80 British punk and is into political incorrect lyncs and issues about 
war and the glory of battle: Get this and go to hell with honor!!!!!

2004 5 tracks- Well well it’s Jonesy again. This guy has proven that every project or band he puts his hand on is a quarantee tor 
great’music It started with English Rose than Bulldog Breed, flirt with Verszerzodes and this time TMF which stands for 
Tattooed Mother Fuckers. In various interviews Jonesy had spoken about this project and that this would be a political incorrect 
band with a 80s british punk sound ala Exploited and GBH. So when I heard that this came out I was anxious to hear it and had 
high expectations.

The Casuals are from Padova, Italy,and have recently released two nice 7" EP's, one of them 
being the vinyl version of their great 4-track Demo-CD "We're the Casuals", which paved a 
new road for the sympathetic band. End of September "Out of Order" was talking to their 
famous vocalist Zap. One of the subjects was of course the upcoming performance of The 
Casuals at the new "Live & Loud" festival (12th of November 2005) in Belgium. 


You have recently released two 
productions, please tell us something 
more about them... 


Actually we played 4 times in Germany (in VA years), we’ve got a lot of friends over 
there, and it seems German people like our music,we had always a great time in the 
good old Germany, and in the future we’ll come back. 


Yes Robert, correct we’ve just released 2 
singles (and one Demo CD more than 
one year ago): the first one on Strength 
Thru Oi! Records (thanks to Dim 
Records and the Kampfzone) is the vinyl 
version of our Demo-CD with 4 songs; 
the second is a split EP with our German 
friends from Brachial. It contains one 
new song, written in occasion of this EP. 
The label is a co-production between the 
two bands. 

Your drummer left the other day, for 
which reason? (the readers of "Out of 
Order" have the right to know 
everything...) 

He left the band last June after the 
concert in France (Oi! en France No. 9) 
and the studio session of end June. 
Basically some different points of view 
in some matters; no idea what he’s 
doing, he choosed his way! 

The new drummer is from DENTE DI 
LUPO. Is he still with that band or 
did he leave D.D.L. for THE 
CASUALS? 

Dente di Lupo splitted last June if I’m 
not wrong, as Federico (the drummer) is 
a good friend of us (and of course also 
of the other members), we asked him to 
help us on drumming for some already 
confirmed gigs. He’s not a real member 
of the band, but as said he’s a good 
friend who’ll help us till the end of this 
year (2005). The problem is also that he 
lives in Rome (500 km far from where 
we live), so it’ll be impossible to carry it 
on. Anyway we would like to thank him 
for playing with us. 

You are quite often gigging in 
Germany with THE CASUALS, 
which is perhaps a bit remarkable for 
an Italian band. How did this happen? 


Italy has a rich history of Punk and Skin bands (why do I tell you...), which 
bands from the past are 
still your favourites? 

In the past our scene was 
very good, a lot of bands 
were bora back in the 80’s, 
bands like: Nabat, Basta, 

Hope & Glory, Plastic 
Surgery and the first stuff 
of Klasse Kriminale still in 
our collection and of course 
in our hearts. Some times 
(mostly when we play in 
Italy) we play some 
coversongs of above 
mentioned bands, for the 
pleasure of our friends and 
fans. 





And from the Italian bands of today, which ones have your warm sympathy? 

Nowadays there aren’t too many, most of them are involved on the right- or left-wing 
scenes, we have good contacts with a good Punk-band called Perfidia, there’s a new 
band called Timebombs from Rome, it’s formed by young people, Arrogants have a 
new line-up, but now the sound it’s more Rock ’n’ Roll. 


















THE CASUALS used to be called 
CALCIO D’INIZIO in the past. What 
did that name mean anyway and why 
did you choose for changing it to THE 
CASUALS and changing over to 
English lyrics as well? 

Calcio dTnizio means Start Kick. Calcio 
d’lnizio is an old story, when we splitted 
up (end of 2003), we didn’t want to hang 
up our instruments and after a line-up 
change we were “ready for the fight 
again”. We changed completely our way 
of writing music, I thought it would be 
better to write the new stuff in English in 
order to play more gigs abroad and let 
people understand what our songs deal 
with. Even if there’s some mistake in the 
pronunciation we aU think we did a goal. 

In November THE CASUALS will 
play at the reborn "Live and Loud” in 
Belgium, as first Italian band ever (I 
think). Looking forward to it? 

You’re right Robert, we think we’re the 
first Italian band playing at this very 
famous Festival and we’re proud of it. 
It’ll be an honour for us and we cannot 
wait until that date. 

There is this nice fanzine in Italy 
called "Fuori dal Coro”. Is this the 
one and only Italian skinzine of today, 
or can you recommend any others? 
(paper zines, not internet zines!) 

Yes, we know this fanzine, it is well 
done, it reminds me an old Italian 
fanzine called “Pinhead Generation” (the 
last number was done at the end of the 
90’s); I think “Fuori Dal Coro” has a 
great style, good interviews and also the 
insert about the Onkelz it’s very 
interesting. Anyway there are at least 
other 2 good zines in Italy: “A modo 
nostro”, it comes from our region and I 
already wrote some gig reports for the 
3rd number; another good one is 
“Minaccia Urbana” from Chieti (middle 
Italy) the last number 3 we were issued 
with an interview and various gig reports 
about us. 

When will you have the first 
full-length record out, any idea? 

Our first full-length is ready, or better 
it’s recorded; now we have to do the 
artwork of the booklet and the layout, 
after that we’ll send everything to Uhl at 
Dim Records. It’ll be out somewhere 
next year, but not yet decided; 
meanwhile we’re going to have a rest 


from November 2005 (after the Live and Loud), ‘cause I’m moving for some months 
to Germany and our bass-player has got some problems. We’ll be back after the release 
of our CD/LP. 

Last words are for you, Mr. Zap...! 

Thanx for the interview, thanx to all the people who attended our gigs in Italy and 
especially abroad, thanx to the guys who bought our EP’s and the people who got in 
touch with us. A special thanx to the Road Crew Germany and the small but always 
loyal Casual Army! See ya soon and keep the faith.

SKEPSA 

Refugees from senselessness 

SKEPSA is a Punk band from the town of 
Sabac (near Belgrade). Their debut CD 
"Izbeglice iz besmisla" (Refugee from 
senselessness) came out this year (2005) on 
Bad Man Records and after having heard it a 
couple of times I was left behind with a lot of 
questions about this peculiar record, so I got 
in touch with Ivan (the guitarist) and he was 
July '05 kind enough to answer within a 
couple of days all my questions.

“Refugees from senselessness", that’s quite a nice title for 
an album of course... How did you get to this title? 

It certainly sounds a little bit crazy, but we took the name from 
Djordje Balasevic," one of the most popular Serbian chanson 
singers. He is in ex-Yugoslavia something like, I don’t know, a 
mix of Bob Dylan and Charles Aznavour (I know it sounds 
silly). The line “Refugees from senselessness” or maybe we 
could translate it like “Refugees from nonsense” appears in 
Balasevic’s song “The Girl from Province”, and that is actually 
a love song, a ballad. In this song our hero Dj.B. is singing: 
"'We were on our own / We were just ourselves / Refugees from 
senselessness'' and we thought that this line could be a nice 
foreword to the story we had told on album. Besides, we 
wanted to say that we understand punk in a wide region of 
meaning, and that we can find punk even in such a songwriter 
like Balasevic, a man totally different and far away from punk 
music. 

Is this album the first SKEPSA release? 

Yes, it is. We had one demo recorded in 1998, and it was really 
bad, considering the fact that it had cost only 10 DM (around 
10€ then). Of course, we weren’t satisfied with that and since 
then the band has lived through many changes, the most 
important one being our adult ages :). On “Refugees...” CD 
there are 3 songs from our 1998 demo: “Radnik” (Worker), 
“Heer, Herde” (Army, Herd) and “Zagrobni zivot” (Life after 
Death) recorded, of course, in much, much better conditions. 

The ‘Bad Man Records' label is a young new label, isn’t it? 
How did you get in touch with the label? 

Yeah, the Bad Man is a new label releasing some good 
compilations of Serbian oi! and punk bands (Potres, Falsh, 
§aht, B.O.L. etc.). I had found BMR on internet, and made 
contact with Dobrica, leader of the label, via e-mail. He was a 
fme guy, liked our music, and - that’s the story. 

On the CD, there are many interruptions/fragments from 
Radio and TV - what is the idea behind it? Don't you think 
people just want to hear your music and get bored with all 
the in-between stuff? 

Those fragments are very controversial, and I’m not saying this 
for the purpose of self-praise (although it may sound like that) 
because everyone who hears the CD has some marks/attitude on 
those, how you had called it, interruptions. One liked it a lot, 
others didn’t. But all of them agreed that those fragments in 
combination with music and whole CD gave our album a bit 
more originality. Of course, the originality wasn’t our (only) 
intention: every fragment has its connection with the song after. 
For example, before the song called “Iza celidnog zida” 
(Behind the Wall of Steel), our appropriation from the song 
called “Za zelezno zaveso” (Behind Iron Curtain) of an old 
Slovenian punk band Pankrti (The Bastards), there is this 
fragment from Churchill’s speech made on March 5, 1946. In 
this speech Churchill actually came with the term ‘iron curtain’ 
for all European countries under Soviet influence. In the 
fragment ou can hear Churchill speaking: "From Stettin in the 
Baltic to Trieste in the Adriatic an iron curtain has descended 
across the continent. Behind that line lie all the capitals of the 
ancient states of Central and Eastern Europe". And our song 











(Pankrti’s too) is talking about that: how our countries with 
‘ancient capitals’ became, under communist rule, places ‘behind 
iron curtain/wall of steel’. And if people don’t want to make, or 
can’t make some intellectual effort and realize this connection 
between fragments and songs, going on just for music, they can 
always press ‘Next’ button on their players, or simply exclude 
fragments from play list. 

What has Albert Einstein to do with the lyrics of "Heer, 
Herde” exactly? 

“Heer, Herde” is an excerpt from Einstein’s book “The World 
as I See It”, first published in 1934. We took Einstein’s 
sentences about his attitude on army and state en generale. In 
front of “Heer, Herde” there’s a fragment of Einstein’s speech 
about Gandhi. You presume well: Einstein liked Gandhi, and 
hated army. 

What do you guys do in daily life? 

Well, we’re trying to find a bass player and a drummer at the 
moment, members of Skepsa are only lead vocal-Kuman 
(Koeman - we call him like that because he was, in days of 
puberty, great soccer player, great shooter, like Ronald 
Koeman), and me, Ivan. Kuman makes for living by driving a 
truck and by selling cars. And I’m a fucking student (“Student 
Power/Wanna Shower”) :). No, really, I’m studying theory of 
literature (4th, final year), and dramaturgy/screenwriting 
(second year). In his daily life, Kuman works hard, plays 
video-games, listens to the Serbian punk bands and reads a lot 
of political magazines, paperback novels and historic books. 
I’m preparing food, watching movies, wnting, doing some 
sit-ups, push-ups and other exercises, read a lot of literary 
criticism, contemporary literature things, and so on... 

The song "Privatni rat” (Private war) was inspired by 
‘terrorists, nihilists and partisan songs What's that 
supposed to mean?! 

I have translated the lyrics to you, and the explanation is... 
Well, terrorists and nihilists inspired the lyrics, obviously... I 
th ink that Kuman was fascinated (not in a positive way, of 
course) with those human(oid)s that still believe in ideals 
(Western citizens only believe in sex and money), and with 
their radical and fundamental faith, with their passion and 
despair, and with their readiness to die for something above 
their personality (revolution/Allah/nation, whatever). That 
fearsome willing to die and to believe without any Doubt (any 
skepthesai, skepsa, you might say) will certainly be the theme 
of our songs in the future. And ‘partisan songs’: If you listen 
carefully, you will hear some accordion added in those rough 
and depressive punk riffs. When I wrote the music for “Private 
war” it reminded me of some old Yugoslavian partisan songs, 
sung during WWII, with accordion accompaniment. I played 
the accordion part in studio, recorded it, and... decided to thank 
those old partisan bastards for inspiration :). 

From which bands do you play covers? 

We play cover from Serbian 80's noise/punk/new wave band 
Sarlo Akrobata (“Mali covek” / Small man) and a song that has 
the same chorus like “Same Old Story” by Pennywise. On gigs. 


we play covers mainly from Serbian bands. Not too many, 
though. 

The cover drawing is a nice one, did you draw it yourself, 
or... 

We are fools, because we forgot to write the name of an author 
of the drawing... It is the master of the underground strip, 
Robert Crumb (he draw “Fritz the Cat”, among many other 
comix). That drawing is an illustration for Franz Kafka’s novel 
“The Castle”. I agree, it is very nice, like everything this genius. 
Crumb, had drawn. I’m very ashamed because we forgot to put 
his name on cover... Ah, fuck it. 

Please mention some SerbianA^^U bands that you like (past 
& present)... 

It’s a long list, but... Present bands: Shkart, Delikventi, §aht, 
Prljavi Dripci, Mitesers, Hladno Pivo, Trula Koalicija, Kud 
Idijoti, Potres, Motus, Vrisak Generacije, Atheist Rap, 
Speedball, Ringispil, Vox Populi, B.O.L., Six Pack, Obojeni 
Program, Chinch, Gymnastics... My favorite band is Zemaljski 
Bend Zagorelo, some weird noise/gospel music. Past bands: 
Bogalji, Pankrti, Paraf, Azra, Sarlo Akrobata, Hogari, Pekinska 
Patka, Ritam Nereda, Luna, La Strada... 

Why is there a bonus track by a hard-rock band (GRAL) 
from your town on the SKEPSA CD? Just a nice gesture or 
is there any connection with SKEPSA? 

No special connection, except we’re friends. Gral never had any 
releases, and we wanted to put this song we thought is ok, just 
for memory. Nice gesture, yeah, you might call it that way. 



What can you tell us about your songs; please mention a 
few album song titles (with English translations perhaps) 
and what they are about... 

I’ve already mentioned some of the songs... Here’s my little 
digest: 

“Ja ne zelim da zivim ftvoiim dosadnim zivotom)” means: I 
Don’t Want to Live (That Boring Life Like Yours): This is the 
‘half-Pennywise’ cover I talked about. I wrote it when I was 
16, and it is about that father’s common attitude: “Have family, 
find a job, and don’t waste your time on such stupid things like 
punk/fanzines”... The title of the song is the son’s answer. 









“(Haide da) Pricamo o vobunr means (Go on) Talking about 
Revolution: Those are the lyrics, actually...“Let’s talk about 
revolution/and talk/go o n/t a 1 k i n g/ab o u t 
revolution/talking/talking/talking/about revolution”. I think it is 
clear what’s it talking about. 

“jVa mrtvoi strazP' = On a Lonely Guard: Actually, we say “On 
a Dead Guard” which refers to the situation in which you are 
in the army, on guard, and there’s no one around: Kuman, our 
lead-vocalist and lead lyrics-writer, has used this expression as 
a metaphor to explain the feeling of loneliness in his home 
town/country, when friends and good people had left or gone. 

And the rest are: “Predaja” (Surrender), “Tatin sin” (Daddy's 
son), “Mali dovek” (Small man), “Treca smena (Third shift), 
“Radnik” (Worker), “Ja nemam kuda” (Nowhere to go), “Heer, 
Herde” (Army, Herd - in German language), “Zaijavele 
trobente” (Rusty trumpets - in Slovenian language). It is a cover 
song -actually, only the chorus- firom another Slovenian band 
called Kongres (Congress). 

Plans for the future... 

Like I said, we are searching for musicians © Maybe we’ll 
record some new songs in autumn, and release it like split CD 
with one of the greatest HC bands in Serbia, our fellow citizens 
from Sabac, Speedball. What’s for sure is that Kuman and I will 
soon (in a month) publish a fanzine with some gig and music 
reviews considering Serbian/YU bands. That’s it. 

Thank you, Robert, for being interested in SKEPSA, and keep 
on going with that oilpunk stuff! Cheers!

Sander kan 
nu een nummer of acht spelen na drie repetities, het gaat dus 
vlot.

(Een echte Onno Cro-mag vraag!!!! hahahaha) 

Eef : Ik denk dat dat vooral door Richard en Marcel komt/kwam. 
Beide hebben in Best Wishes gespeelt, de rest in Offside en 
Badlands. Hierdoor krijg je een mengelmoes van hardcore en oi. 
Vaak krijg je dan van die Amerikaans klinkende bands, wat bij 
ons denk ik niet het geval is. Verder moet gezegd worden dat 
Richard de meeste nummers schrijft, wellicht kan hij hier meer 
over zeggen?!?! 

Richard : Omdat het een Onno vraag is roepen we je maar gelijk 
uit tot Frikandel en Me Kroket van de maand!!... 
Gefeliciteerd!!!! (Sorry voor degene die deze snappen!!) Ik kan 
op zich weinig zeggen over het geluid...Sommige dingen 
ontstaan gewoon. ledereen heeft zo zijn invloed!

“Jezus zeg, hij trekt dingen uit z’n 
verband, hij denkt gewoon de waarheid in pacht te hebben of zo!” werd er 
geschreeuwd door iemand die leek weggelopen uit een krankzinnigengesticht. 

“...enkele positieve uitzonderingen daargelaten...” 

Iemand met een studentikoos uiterlijk priemde zijn magere vinger naar de 
beeldbuis en krijste: “Je probeert alleen maar een gematigde indruk te maken 
door je woorden wat af te zwakken man!!" 

De politicus glimlachte en vervoigde: “...dat, en ik moet nu op m’n woorden 
letten...” 

Nu waren de aanwezigen in het stinkende kamertje niet meer te houden. 
Woedend stood iemand op en sprak op trillende opgewonden toon: “Hij bouwt 
de spanning op als een volleerd demagoog!" Zijn buurvrouw vie! hem gillend 
bij: “Impliciet laat hij weten dat er geen vrijheid van meningsuiting is in dit land! 
Vuile fascist!!’ 

"... het hier op straat behoodijk onveilig is...” 

De man uit het krankzinnigengesticht sprak met veel verlies van speeksel; “Hij 
speelt in op de verdomde onderbuikgevoelens in de verdomde samenleving! 
Verdomde klootzak!!" 

“... waardoor onze kinderen gevaar lopen.” De politicus keek even op zijn 
horloge. 

“Bel Nijmegen! Bel Arnhem! Bel ze allemaal!! Deze kerel is een echt gevaar! 
Vieze Germaanse insinuates!! Hij probeert het volk angst aan te praten! Wal- 
ge-lijk!!", brulde een eind-veertiger, die aantoonbaar onder invloed van alcohol 
verkeerde, ofwel een ander roesmiddel had gebmikt. Hij stootte enkele stoelen 
om, toen hij opsprong om zijn woorden kracht bij te zetten. Alle aanwezigen 
leken nu in snel tempo bezeten van de duivel te geraken. 

De politicus was zich uiteraard niet bewust va alle opwinding elders in het land 
en vervoigde; “Ik eis dan ook dat er onmiddellijk..." 

“God-ver-de-god-ver-dom-me!!! Jij eist NIKS!!! Jij gaat eraan!!!” Het hele 
kamertje stand nu op z’n kop. Woest werd er door elkaar been geschreeuwd. 
Enkelen stampten wild en ongecontroleerd op de grond, alsof dat de 
ondergang van de nietsvermoedende politicus zou kunnen bespoedigen.

Das Interview wurde, 
genau wie damals in 1987 als ich VORTEX befragte fur's "Frisian Patrol" Zine, beantwortet 
von Thomas; er verbesserte in einer Miihe meine Rechtschreibfehler, wofiir noch besten 
Dank... (alle aktuelle Fotos von Vortex vom Vortex Heimseite, 1986 Foto aus "Frisian Patrol") 

Guten Tag Vortex! Erstmal zum Konzert vom 06.12.2003 im "Kastelein", ist ja schon lange her, aber wie hat es euch dort 
eigentlich gefallen? Wiirdet ihr dort wieder spielen, wenn man euch nochmal fragen sollte? 

Das “Kastelein” ist ne geile Kneipe und ja auch europaweit bekannt. Klein, aber fein. Der Wirt und das Personal haben sich viel 
MUhe gegeben. Wir batten aber kaum Kontakt zum Publikum, auch durch die Enge der Theke. Das Pubklikum war ok, bis auf 
einige Spinner. Das ging so weit, daB unser Drummer sein Kapuzenshirt ausziehen sollte, das ist doch albem. Wir wissen ja jetzt, 
was uns erwartet, Versuch macht klug. 

In eurem Gastebuch gab es im Vorfeld zu diesem Gig einige Berichte zu lesen von Leuten, die meinten, ihr solltet da nicht 
spielen, was habt ihr euch dabei gedacht? 

Natiirlich gab es viel Gerede im Vorfeld. Aber wir fanden es interessant, da zu spielen. AuBerdem machen wir unsere 
Erfahrungen immer selbst, urn iiberhaupt mitreden zu kdnnen oder sich eine eigene Meinung z:u bilden. 


Wie kam es damals (1990) dazu. 

Vortex aufzulosen, ihr hattet doch 
gerade eure 2te LP rausgebracht? 

Der erste Split kam ja schon 1987, 
nachdem dei 2. LP veroffentlicht 
wurde. Toky und Kuckuck hdrten auf. 

Wir brauchten iiber ein Jahr, um einen 
neuen Drummer zu fmden. Mit Knispy 
am Bass batten wir einen Punk, und 
diese Veranderung haben einige nicht 
verstanden, insbesondere die scheiB 
Boneheads. Zumal wir dann auch 2 
Ska-Songs batten. Nach dem Arger in 
Mindelheim konnten wir das als Band 
mit den neuen Members nicht weiter 
fiihren. Wir fanden noch eine Sangerin 
und Saxophon-Spielerin und 
griindeteten Mad Monster Sound. 

Zu den alten Liedern, ihr spielt jetzt 
nicht mehr “Rote Bombenleger”, 
wieso eigentlich nicht? und wie sieht 
es aus mit den anderen Hits wie 
"Einigkeit ist Starke", "Kraft und Energie", "Punks und Skins", sind diese auch defenitiv aus dem Programm 
genommen? (Warum, warum, warum..) 

Wir wollten nicht, daB Vortex nur auf diese Songs definiert werden. Es sind gute Songs, die wir damals nach einigen Erlebnissen 
geschrieben haben. Wir wollten auch nicht daB sich Rechte damit auf Konzerten profilieren, obwohl diese uns auf Konzerten 
“Kein Bock auf Bimbo-Rock” beschimpften. Wir machen UNSER Ding. 

Wieviel neue Lieder habt ihr jetzt zusammen geschrieben? Konnt ihr die Titel mal nennen? 

Wir haben jetzt fast ein neues Studioalbum komplett. Titel wie; “Ohne Gesicht”, “Die Zeit ist reif’, “Liige”, “Mein wahres ich”, 
“Wir sind zuriick”, “Die Brut”..,

Mitte der 80er habt ihr ja in einigen Liedem gegen Kommunismus 
gesungen. Es scheint also zu sein, daB ihr den Begriff "Kommunismus" gegen "Faschismus" ausgetauscht habt. So 
einfach liegt es naturlich nicht, ich bin mir aber ziemlich sicher, ihr habt immer noch, genau wie damals, nichts mit 
Kommunismus am Hut.

Ich habe gehort, ihr wollt eine LiveCD und eine neue CD (LP) rausbringen. Werden die bei DSS rauskomraten, und was 
kann man erwarten?

KUNTRA 

‘Sardinian people had democratic laws, 
when Europe still lived in darkness’ 

KUNTRA is a nationalist band that hails from Sardinia and was 
formed October 2000. They are a political band, striving for 
Sardinian independence. November 2004 they produced their first 
release, the impressive "Paraulas de fogu" promo CD. This "demo" 
CD had 6 tracks feaured and is still available. The band's line-up 
is: Daniele - vocals, Claudio - guitar, Cristian - bass + backing 
vocals, Danilo - guitar and Nino - drums. The interview was held 
June 2005 and Out of Order was talking to Daniele, the Kuntra 
vocalist. 


Your demo is pretty impressive, the word demo is hardly correct for such a 
professional production? 

The aim of our demo was first of all to let the people know our sound and our message; 
considering if s not easy to play live in area. The result it’s a unprofessional CD, due to our 
lack of money! In our opinion it’s a pity , but it’s our first time in a recording studio, so... 
the next one will be better! Anyway we intended to shake the people conscience, to be 
politically incorrect; and we achieved this aim. 

What motivates the Kuntra members? 

First of all the love for our island, our roots and ancestors. Our thoughts are inspired by the 
national conception; the nationalism as a fight for the rights of Sardinian people. “Kuntra” 




is the Sardinian word for “against”. 
We are against the Italian national 
government , against who wants to 
cancel and humiliate our heritage 
and origins. We must fight also for 
our sons. 

Did anyone tell you that your 
release sounds very much like 
Peggior Amico in the early days 
(“Le strade sono nostre”)? 

You’re right! We are proud to be 
compared to one of the best Oi! 
bands in Europe. We all have a 
different musical background, we 
obviously are influenced by 
different bands, but when we write 
a song we agree upon the music and 
words, because it’s clear in our 
mind what’s the band musical live. 

Sardinia (Sardigna) has a long 
history of occupations and 
battles. Please give us a history 
lesson... 

Sardinia suffered lost of defeats and 
colonial occupation, but it still is a 
nation. After the Nuragic 
civilization (it lasts 15 centuries 
from the 1600 B.C. until 111 A.D.) 
our “independenf’ age, there was 
the first Roman invasion in 455 
A.D. However Sardinian people 
were never subdued. They always 
fought. In 533 A.D., the Vandals 
reached the island, then the 
Byzantines arrived. We had to wait 
for our independence until 1478 
A.D., when the kingdom of 
Arborea was built. But it lasts few 
years: the Spanish people 
conquered the island (until 1708); 
then Austrian empire occupied 
Sardinia (until 1720), fmally the 
Savoia kingdom came (until 1794). 
Remembering the insurrection 
against Savoia we celebrate every 
year a festival, the 28th of April. 
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Not so many people are aware (I think) of the fact that on Sardinia the people do 
have their own language. Is this language alive or is it slowly dying out. In other 
words, are the young people also using it, or is it only something for the old of age? 

After the Second World War we were 
told not to talk our language: in the 
fifties and the sixties Italian teachers 
and professors thought Sardinian 
language as a dialect, not a language. 
We risked to forget our past, not only 
the language, because young people 
didn’t speak Sardinian. In the seventies 
a new national consciousness 
developed among Sardinian people. Nowadays the language is spoken by 1 million people 
(we are “only” 1,6 million persons) even at school and institutions. 

Do you see, as nationalist, Italy as your enemy? And how realistic is independence for 
Sardinia in facts? Is the current situation (limited autonomy) not the maximum 
possible... 

Sardinian people had democratic laws, when Europe still lived in the darkness. Italian 
government wanted to cancel our language and our heritage just to submit all the people. 
We were checked by the police from 1984 for about 10 years, because they thought we 
were criminals. Italy is a racist nation. If s our enemy Nr 1. 

Please do explain the Sardinian flag, it’s origins... 

The Sardinian flag is the officially Spanish “four moors” flag. It represents the Sardinian 
kingdom. It’s origin is based on a legend; the princes won the moors in 1096, and beheaded 
them. But we also discovered the ancient “Arborea” flag (a green tree on a white field). It’s 
the symbol of the independence from the Spanish people. We think the Arborea kingdom 
our “golden age” and the king Marianu IV, Ugone III and the queen Eleonora d’Arborea as 

Sardinian heroes. 

What about gigs. You already have done some 
gigs, tell us about it? 

It’s not easy to play in Sardinia especially for a Oi! 
band. But we don’t give up! We have supporters 
and friends that follow us. Among them we’d like to 
mention our ultras group (Nuova Guardia). We hope 
to stay on stage more and more and wake up people 
minds! 

How has the response been to your demo cd? 

We didn’t hope such a good reaction! We had positive reviews. They probably liked our 
product! We never thought to sell our CD’s in Germany, Belgium, Greece or U.S.A.. In 
our music, we try to mix a combat-oi! attitude with our traditions, just to let enjoy the 
Sardinian appearance. 

Which bands do each of you listen to? 

As I said before we have different musical background. Anyway Skrewdriver, Brutal 
Attack , Peggior Amico (Armco): they are our favourites. We are also listening to the 
Spanish-oi! above all: Division 250, Klan and Estirpe Imperial. 

Last words?

Beste jongens en meisjes, het onderstaande avontuur van Kapitein Krentenbaard vond alweer drie 
jaar geleden plaats. Waar blijft de tijd toch! Lees nu maar gauw verder wat de Kapitein allemaal 
voor spannends meemaakte, op die warme zomerdag, samen met een goede vriend, Dr. Dietsland. 

Juist toen ik op deze warme zaterdagavond onderuitgezakt voor de vierde opeenvolgende maal de solo, die een goed 
georchestreerde chaos vormde, onder andere bestaande uit een mechanisch schurend geluid en galmend klokgelui (een ware 
weldaad voor het verwende luisterend oor) in het lied Mepmebu cesoH van de Russische groep TpaacjataHCKafl Odopona tot mij liet 
komen, in de wetenschap dat de uitvoerende kunstenaars ongetwijfeld linkse extremisten waren, hetgeen mij hun muziek echter 
niet bijzonder veel minder deed waarderen, werd er op het raam geklopt. Verstoord veerde ik op, alsof ik uit een winterslaap 
ontwaakte. Ik opende het raam. Daar stond dr. Dietsland. Hij keek mij doordringend aan en zei: ‘Hallo’ en ‘Wat is dat voor een 
herrie?’ Be zat perplex. Welk een bnitale inmenging in mijn private domein. Vroeg of laat zou ik hem dit betaald zetten. Ik zou 
over zijn wanstaltige haardos kurmen beginnen. Jarenlang altijd keung kortgeknipt haar, zo’n 2 millimeter, een voorbeeld voor 
zijn omgeving, maar de laatste tijd onherkenbaar. Een schande. Natuurlijk meldde ik hem niets van mijn werkelijke gedachten en 
ging ik in op zijn groet en zijn vraag, zoals het hoort. ‘Hallo. Het is een of andere linkse band uit Rusland, weet ik veel. Erg gaaf 
trouwens. Een echte aanrader. Heel origineel. Ik ben er helemaal weg van.’ Be zou nog veel langer hebben kunnen doorgaan met 
mijn aanprijzingen, maar ik vond dat het zo genoeg was. Het was toch tegen dovemansoren gezegd. Mijn invloed had zijn 
beperkingen, daar was ik inmiddels wel achter gekomen. Be deed de muziekinstallatie met enige tegenzin uit en opende nu het 
portier, ik zat namelijk m mijn auto. Ik had de auto enkele ogenblikken eerder geparkeerd naast dr. Dietsland’s onderkomen, na 
een dollemansrit van ruim twee uren, waarbij ik vanaf het invoegen op de A28 ter hoogte van Meppel tot aan het eindpunt van 
mijn reis geconfronteerd was geweest met vele duizenden mensen die zich hadden verzameld op aBe viaducten die de weg 
overspanden. Ook hadden velen zich langs de snelweg verzameld, enkelen stonden op de vangrails of waren er zelfs overheen 
geklommen. Ik verkeerde een kort ogenblik in de veronderstelling dat ik eindelijk de erkenmng kreeg die ik verdiende, maar al 
snel werd ik wakker geschud uit mijn waanwereld en kwam ik erachter dat de menigte een woest scheurende horde motorrijders 
aan het uitluiden was. De TT van Assen was kennelijk afgelopen, zo concludeerde ik gevat. Ik sta midden in de raaatschappij. Be 
bekeek de massa juichende mensen met gemengde gevoelens. Hun aantallen waren aansprekend, zeker, zeker. Be overdnjf niet als 
ik zeg dat ik over een afstand van zo’n tachtig kilometer mogelijk bijna tienduizend mensen heb zien staan. En velen schoven nog 
aan. Maar het lean natuurlijk ook zeventig kilometer geweest zijn. Dus het was imponerend. Tegelijk was het onmiskenbaar 
ontluisterend. Be zag mensen, levend in vrijheid, die er voor hadden gekozen om, geheel uit vrije wil, uren van hun vrije tijd op te 
offeren, om temidden van duizenden andere mensen, die zij naar ik als vanzelfsprekend aannam nog nooit eerder hadden gezien of 
gesproken, gezamenlijk brullende motoren, die het gewone autoverkeer overigens bijzonder hinderden met hun asociale 
verkeersgedrag, voorbij te zien razen. Be weet nog dat ik, alles in ogenschouw nemende en de positieve en de negatieve aspecten 
zorgvuldig afwegende, in een denkbeeldige luidspreker riep; ‘Krankzinmg. Wat een compleet krankzinmge waanzm. Be wist dat 
ik niet bij deze mensenmassa hoorde en er ook nimmer deel van zou uitmaken, zelfs niet door tussen de verzamelde menigte plaats 
te nemen en het vertoonde enthousiaste gedrag nauwkeung te imiteren. Dit droeve besef sloeg al snel om in woede en razemij, 
kan ik u vertellen. Maar nu zat ik dus met een hand aan het geopende portier van mijn nog na dampende automobiel en stond op. 
De smeet het portier ook weer dicht, maar dat doet er nu niet toe. Alles beschrijven zou verveling opwekken. ‘Nog even naar 
binnen?’ sprak dr. Dietsland minzaam tot mij. ‘Ja. Oke’, antwoordde ik kort. ‘Er is niets op tegen om even naar bmnen te gaan. 
Even naar binnen, hup, hup’, dacht ik, terwijl ik dr. Dietsland al naar de tweede verdieping zag verdwijnen. Hij is een snelle loper. 
Be volgde hem en enkele seconden later stond ik in de woonkamer. De puinhoop in het woonvertrek was, vergeleken met mijn 
vorige bezoek, nu zo groot geworden, dat indien men een tas, of om het even weUee voorwerp, gedachteloos neer zou zetten, deze 
onmiddellijk opgenomen zou worden door de omgeving en, ook na herhaald zoeken, onvindbaar zou zijn. Waartoe diende dit 
alles? Het was mij een raadsel. Be sprak slechts mijn onverholen afkeer uit over de aangetroffen situatie, hoewel ik het ook 
vermakelijk vond. Mijn uiterst zwakke persoonlijkheidsstructuur heeft nimmer duidelijke stellingnaraen toegestaan. Afkeer en 
vermaak gingen zodoende genoegzaam hand in hand. De televisie stond aan en er bleek opschudding te zijn ontstaan in het 
Europese Parlement, omdat de nieuwe Italiaanse voorzitter van dit orgaan, Silvio Berlusconi, het had gewaagd om een Duitse 
afgevaardigde, na uitvoerig door hem te zijn geprovoceerd zo begreep ik, een geschikte kandidaat te hebben genoemd voor de rol 
van kampbeul in een nazi-concentratiekamp.

Dietsland, zo 
diep mogelijk in. ‘Honderd en twee en tachtig, helemaal ingedrukt’, zei ik, ‘harder wil hij nieL’ Ik voelde me tevreden. Hier was 
nog vrijheid.

‘Wesel wat moeten we daar?’, vroeg ik, we zouden toch naar Diisseldorf gaan? Weet je wel hoe laat het al is?’, zei ik verbaasd en 
mijn vCTbazing was geenszins geveinsd. Het was inmiddels kwart voor negen en het begon al donker te worden. ‘Eten’, zei 
Dietsland kortaf ‘Dr weet daar een goeie plek, het is een Beiers restaurant. Midden in Nordrhein-Westfalen, moet je nagaan! Hij 
leek waarachtig wel opgetogen over dit feiL ‘Het heet Am Berliner Tor trouwensl’ Dc nam de afsiag routineus en vroeg me af of 
het nog gekker kon. Bestond er misschien ook een Zeeuws restaurant in Drenthe met de naam Grutte Pier! Na zo’n tien minuten 
reden we Wesel binnen. Een meer aansprekende zinsconstructie is wellicht denkbaar, maar zou maar afleiden. Ik had nog nooit 
van Wesel gehoord, en geen enkele Weselaar had vermoedelijk ooit van mij gehoord, maar nu was ik hier dan toch, onverwacht 
en onaangekondigd. Het kan raar lopen. Bij een zebra stond een jong stelletje te wachten. Zaterdagavond, romantiek m Wesel We 
reden wat rond en na enig zoeken vonden wij een parkeerplaats. Hier waren geen kosten aan verbonden, dus ik haalde mijn hand 
van mijn knip. Na een korte voettocht, waarbij ik een vergeefse poging ondemam om dr. Dietsland van zijn stuk te brengei^door 
onverhoeds een tennisbal, die ik in mijn linkeijaszak meevoerde, voor zijn voeten te snujten, kwamen mj aan op het mmktplein. 
Duitse gastvrijheid en gezelligheid stroomde ons tegemoet vanuit Am Berliner Tor. Wij lieten ons meeslepen. Desondanks wisten 
wij een tafel te bereiken.

Nadat wij elk slechts tien euro hoefden te betalen 
serveereter dat is geen geld voor een stevige Duitse maaltijd met dambij een halve liter Duits weifibier, inaakte hat we 
weakwamM Het ^ nu pakweg kwart over tien, De temperatuur was aangenaam. Dc schatte deze op zo n achttien graden. Het 
levSn bestaat uit niets anders dan gissingen en schattingen. Hoewel wij op de terugweg dezelfde 

Wel de betaalautomaat mij nu pas op. ‘Is dit de enige betaalautomaat m Wesel,’ vroeg ik my stilleljes rf, of “J” « f 

zag dat niemand zich geroepen voelde juist op dit moment geld op te nemen. In de wijde omtrek was 
Speuren. ‘Er zijn ook geen rondslenterende negers of negerinnen waameembam, dacht ik. Mijn

onophoudelijk instemmend. Zonder oponthoud bereikten wij de auto, die in ongeschonden staat op ons stond te wachten. ‘Mijn 
trouwe vierwieler’, mompelde ik, ‘je bent een goede vnend’. We verlieten Wesel. Ik sloot niet uit hier op een ander moment in 
mijn leven weer op te duiken.

Kon ik er maar tevreden mee 
zijn dat ik zelf geen caravan bezit Maar het is niet genoeg. Bij lange na niet. Deze schaamtelozen zou men met caravan en al in 
een ravijn moeten laten storten. De aarde heeft offers nodig. Alle caravanbezitters moeten sterven, zo snel mogelijk. Ik begon de 
caravan in te halen en keek ter hoogte van de auto geoefend snel opzij. Er zat een vrouw achter het stuur. Wei verdomme, een 
vrouw, hoe is het mogelijk. Ik word gek’, riep ik ontzet uit, ‘het wordt erger en erger.’ Na enig zoekwerk had ik een geschikt 
nummer gevonden om mijn vriend te laten horen.

Dc vroeg dr. Dietsland of hij de groep herkende, hetgeen in mijn ogen wel zou moeten, gezien het unieke en onverwisselbare 
geluid dat de Duitsers produceren, maar hij bleef jammerlijk in gebreke. Na enkele misse gissingen vond ik het welletjes. ‘Dc vind 
het welletjes,’ zei ik, ‘het waren de Trabireiter.’ Na ruim een uur reden we Diisseldorf biimen. Dc wist niet waar de Altstadt was en 
bleef doorrijden tot Dc er midden in zat. Een luid getoeter om ons heen maakte me dat duidelijk. Bovendien zat het verkeer 
muurvast en liepen er grote aantallen jongeren over straat, in openlijke staat van drorDcenschap. De meisjes en vrouwen hadden 
mijn voile aandacht en zij gingen schaars gekleed. Ook maakten zij interessante bewegingen met hun interessante achterwerken. 
‘Geen paniek, Kapitein’, sprak Dr. Dietsland rustig, ‘gewoon ergens keren en een stukje terugrijden. We vinden wel een plekje 
voor de auto en dan lopen we even een eindje.’ Dc fronste mijn wenkbrauwen, zo zag ik in de binnenspiegel. ‘Stukje, plelqe, 
eindje’, dacht ik, ‘wat mankeert jou?’

Toen we temidden van duizenden mensen nog slechts door schuifelen enige voortgang konden boeken, wisten we dat we goed 
zaten. Overal in de buiteniucht waren grote tafels neergezet, en alle tafels waren afgeladen vol met flessen en glazen. Langs de 
tafels stonden lange banken, waarop mensen uitbundig gesprekken met elkaar zaten te voeren, fij nzinm g begeleid door 
glasgerinkel, bulderend gelach, vrolijk gegiechel en stemmingsvolle muziek. Dc schets een dolle boel, en dat was het ook. Na emg 
rondvragen kwamen wij bij Das Engelchen aan en dit leek inderdaad wel een gezellige zaak te zijn. Ik dnik me kinderlijk uit. We 
bestelden elk een halve liter WeiBbier en namen, staande in de deuropening, een afwachtende bonding aan. Zo hadden we een 
overzicht over het kleine terras, de straat die ervoor langs liep en de bezoekers die binnen hadden plaatsgenomen. Bovendien 
waren alle plaatsen bezet, zowel in de kroeg als op het terras en konden we ook niet ergens anders staan zonder iemand in de weg 
te staan.

Dc verzweeg opzettelijk dat ik een cassettebandje van de Russische anti- 
communistische groep Kolovrat in mijn auto had liggen en tevens dat ik dit bandje met enige regelmaat naar voile tevredenheid 
beluisterde. Wat ging hem dat ook aan. Eindelijk kwamen er plaatsen vrij op het terras. Wij bezetten deze snel en toch 
behoedzaam. De Rus verdween en het moet gelukkig heel raar lopen wanneer ik hem ooit nog eens tegen zal komen. Dc dronk m’n 
glas leeg en een opgewekte stemming begon zich van mij meester te maken. ‘Dc haal er nog een paar , zei ik. Dc stapte op en ging 
naar binnen.

snel onmstig en meende ik dat het een goed idee was om eens een andere kroeg te bezoeken. Een korte wandeling bracht niet veel 
aan het licht, er van afgezien dat alles nog naar behoren fimctioneerde. De mensen waren verworden tot vage schimmen, die 
alleen maar in de weg liepen, tenminste dat was mijn ervaring, en mijn interesse in him welzijn bevond zich op een laag pitje. Wij 
hadden op de heenweg een andere plek gezien waar zich vele altematievelingen ophielden en wij liepen er zonder veel omhaal 
naar binnen. Het was er buitengewoon druL Er werd harde metal muziek gedraaid. Daar had ik niets op tegen. Alles beter dan 
The Offspring en U2. Aan de bar zaten twee mensen, temidden van alle tumult, een potje schaak te spelen. Dr. Dietsland bood me 
een nieuwe halve liter witbier aan, die ik gretig aannam. Ik sloeg verder geen acht op hem. De was volledig in beslag genomen 
door de titanenstrijd op de vier en zestig velden. Het werd me al snel duidelijk dat beide strijders in hoge mate door de alcohol 
beneveld waren, zodat font op fout werd gestapeld.

De bestelde een ronde bier en hoopte dat hij op zou krassen, maar hij wilde van geen wijken weten. ‘Jij bent 57 jaar en dus in 1946 
geboren’, dacht ik, ‘wat een pech. Je hebt alles gemisL’ Na verloop van tijd had zwart geen pionnen meer op de damevleugel. Het 
leek wel iemand zonder tanden. Beeldspraak is hard voor tandelozen en voor hen die een tandeloos vooruitzicht hebben. Na zo’n 
vijftig zetten was de strijd gestreden en kon ik de felicitaties in ontvangst nemen. Ook van Klaus nam ik de gelukwensen in 
ontvangst Ik ben niet zo kieskeurig in die dingen. Al met al had ik nu een geweldige honger gekregen. Er was dan ook een 
krachtsinspanning geleverd van heb ik jou daar. Buiten stond dr. Dietsland te wachten. ‘Waar was jij nou eigenlijk?’ vroeg ik 
hem, ‘ik heb je overal gezocht.’ Hij mompelde iets, maar het was onverstaanbaar. De kon er niet mee zitten. We liepen weer terug 
richting Das Engelchen. Na overdadig alcoholgebruik wordt in het hoofd de omgeving aangenaam overzichtelijk gemaakt, is mijn 
ervaring.

Ook was het al licht aan het worden. In Das Engelchen bestelde ik weer een halve liter witbier, waama zich een interessant 
gesprek ontspon. Dc vroeg de barvrouw, die inmiddels een zeer vermoeide indruk maakte, of ze de Rabauken wilde draaien. Ze 
kende deze groep helemaal niet. Merkwaardig, toch een groep uit Diisseldorf. Iemand had me kortgeleden zelfs nog verteld dat de 
Rabauken hier regelmatige gasten waren. Maar ze wilde ook geen verzoekjes meer draaien, want ze ging sluiten. Zeg dat dan 
meteen, trut. Dc vat het even kort samen. Dr. Dietsland nam helemaal niets en scheen alleen maar te wachten tot ik eens klaar was. 
Op weg naar de auto was ik inmiddels in het kindstadium beland. Een voorbij rijdende rode cabriolet sportwagen voldeed om mij 
in meelijwekkend lachen te laten uitbarsten. Ook schreeuwde Dc; ‘Zuviel Geld!!’ De inzittenden, enkele Turken van begin twmtig, 
waren hier helemaal niet van gediend. Dit bleek mij, omdat zij him vehikel stilzetten op de rijbaan, waardoor een kleine 
opstopping werd veroorzaakt. Daarbij begonnen zij een dreigende houding aan te nemen. Twee van hen gingen zelfs op de 
achterbank staan en uitten onverstaanbare verwensingen aan mijn adres.

Vanzelfsprekend waren zij in him eer 
aangetast. Een interessant cultureel-antropologisch verschijnsel, waamaar nodig onderzoek moet worden verricht Bij 
Nederlanders tref je eigenlijk het omgekeerde aan: hoe emstig je ze ook beledigt, ze worden hoogstzelden kwaad. Waarschijnlijk 
omdat ze geen eergevoel hebben. Ik ben een echte Nederlander. Het was half zes toen we bij de auto aankwamen. Al snel viel ik 
in een diepe, diepe slaap... Het meisje met het blauwe t-shirt ging, na enkele quasi-romantische plichtplegingen, plompverloren 
bovenop mij zitten. Zo heb ik het‘t liefst Ik ben liever lui dan moe. Zij trok haar t-shirt, waarop Dc een niet eerder waargenomen 
gele hamer en sikkel ontwaarde, zonder schaamte omhoog en smeet het in een hoek. In een hoek van een kamer nam ik aan. 
Daama stortte zij zich als een bezetene op mij. Haar jonge borsten drukten in mijn gezicht, wat aanvankelijk en sensationeel 
gevoel bij mij teweegbracht. Het duurde niet lang voordat ik het benauwd kreeg en mij aan de druk wilde ontworstelen. Ik mist 
elke kracht, zo bleek mij. Dc wilde schreeuwen dat ze op moest houden, maar ik kon met de grootst mogelijk moeite niet meer dan 
een onsamenhangend klankenpatroon voortbrengen, waar geen touw aan vast was te knopen. Badend in mijn ZM'eet werd ik 
wakker. De zon scheen zonder erbarmen te schijnen. Dc richtte mij op en voelde een stekende hoofdpijn. Dc zag enkele mensen 
sportieve bewegingen maken in het park en dacht er het mijne van.
